Here is an original and pen- 
etrating study of adolescents 
in our society, their struggles 
to survive and to succeed, and 
their all-loo-frequent humilia- 
tion and defeat at the hands 
of terrified and insensitive 
adults. 

This book is sociology from 
a totally new perspective, writ- 
ten with an ease and satirical 
wit rarely found in academic 
pens. The precise observations 
of an experienced social sci- 
entist are reinforced by a sen- 
sitive and compassionate un- 
derstanding of the teen-agers' 
point of view. Like The Catch- 
er In The Rye, which this book 
in many ways resembles, The 
Vanishing Adolescent is frank- 
ly on their side. 

"Adolescence," in Dr. Fried- 
enberg's definition, "is con- 
flict. The function of adoles- 
cence is growth and individua- 
tion, and these can be fruitful 
only if a reasonable and in- 
creasing degree of integrity is 
maintained. A youngster who 
has abandoned the task of de- 
fining himself in dialectical 
combat with society may be no 
rarity; but he is a casualty. 
There is not much more to be 
said about him; one can only 
write him off and trust that the 
world will at least feed him 
well if it cannot keep him 
warm. The promise of maturity 
must be fulfilled by those who 
are strong enough to grow into 



it at their own rate as full bar- 
gaining members." 

Swiftly and profoundly, Dr. 
Friedenberg makes clear the 
basic dynamics of adolescents, 
their savage demand for com- 
petence, and their fragile hun- 
ger for love, and shows exactly 
how (and why) adults are de- 
stroying healthy adolescence, 
especially through the phony 
togetherness of our high 
schools and colleges. 

Life in the American high 
school today is dissected with 
a remorseless scalpel. Some 
administrators and many teach- 
ers will squirm, but adoles- 
cents, and those who are brave 
enough to love them, will 
cheer. 

Dr. Friedenberg is a 38- 
year-old teacher of adolescent 
development at Brooklyn Col- 
lege. The book is introduced 
by David Riesman, the dis- 
tinguished sociologist and au- 
thor of The Lonely Crowd. 

AUTOBIOGRAPHICAL NOTE: 

"Though I happen to have 
been born in New York City, 
I was brought up in Shreve- 
port, Louisiana, where my 
family had always lived, from 
the age of three weeks to seven- 
teen years, when I went west to 
do graduate work at Stanford. 

"I was never sent to ele- 
mentary school, and I doubt if 
my parents ever really knew 
why they didn't send me. 
Ostensibly, it was because I 
had picked up reading when 
I was three or four, and by the 
time I was six my mind was 
so uneven that there was no 



grade I would fit into, at the 
time, in the South, people still 
thought of grades as represent- 
ing a particular level of learn- 
ing. My tutors, the chairmen 
of the chemistry and romance 
language departments of the 
local college (Centenary Col- 
lege of Louisiana), were sup- 
posed to level me off at some 
point. When they hadn't by 
the time I was thirteen, I re- 
belled and insisted on going to 
school because I could no long- 
er stand being alone and hav- 
ing no friends. I didn't know 
that having no friends made 
you unacceptable; I just want- 
ed some. 

"By this time, 1934, I had 
been taught enough to skip 
high school and get into col- 
lege on the basis of entrance 
examinations, which I did. If 
Centenary had not been an ex- 
ceptionally good school, I 
would never have written this 
book, because I would have 
had no way of knowing how 
bad schools usually are. My 
first two degrees, at Centenary 
and at Stanford, were in chem- 
istry, but I never planned to 
do anything but teach it. After 
taking my M.A., I changed to 
education because graduate 
school shocked me into being 
aware of education as a pro- 
cess that could go wrong. I 
took my doctorate at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, 1946, and 
now teach social science and 
education at Brooklyn College, 
New York. 

"The college students, the 
other college students, at Cen- 
tenary were the first people I 



ever knew on more or less my 
own terms. I had been warned, 
by adults, that they would eith- 
er ignore me, abuse me, or 
laugh at me, that at any rate, 
they would have no use for an 
odd child, except possibly as 
a kind of mascot. I have some- 
times wondered since why any- 
one would have thought this, 
and what I would have become 
if it had been true. 

"What do I owe them, and 
the other people their age that 
I have taught and worked with 
since, who make my life as a 
teacher possible? They have 
given me what I needed, so I 
suppose I don't owe them any- 
thing. We will continue, I 
trust, to exchange gifts. The 
book is a silver anniversary 
present."

Minutes of the Officers' 
Meeting of the Centenary 
College Alumni Assn. 

The officers meeting of the 
Centenary College Alumni As- 
sociation was called to order 
by the president, James N. 
Patterson, on October 11, 
1960, in the Centenary Col- 
lege cafeteria. All the officers 
and James Dowell, Director of 
Alumni Affairs, were present. 

Mr. Patterson began the 
meeting by stating that since 
the college has employed Mr. 
Dowell as Director of Alumni 
Affairs, the alumni can be or- 
ganized into an enduring asso- 
ciation. The members of an 
active alumni association can 
help create interest in the wel- 
fare of Centenary College and 
can act as solicitors of stu- 
dents. 

The group discussed various 
ways to organize an active and 
productive alumni association. 
Suggestions were as follows: 

1. To begin alumni chapters 
in different cities. 

2. To plan organizational 
meetings for officers and 
directors. 

3. To publicize the activities 
of the alumni association. 

4. To select class agents, who 
will represent as many 
graduating classes as pos- 
sible. 

5. To have meetings of these 
class agents in order to 
keep them up-to-date on 
Centenary's activities and 
to get their suggestions on 



how to reach alumni 
effectively. 

6. To have the class agent re- 
late current campus and 
alumni activities through 
a personal kind of contact 
to his class members. 

7. To plan a Homecoming 
Day to coincide with an 
especially important cam- 
pus activity. 

A meeting has been called 
for October 18, 1960, at 6:00 
P. M. in the college cafeteria 
for the officers and directors. 
At this time Mr. Patterson will 
appoint six additional direc- 
tors subject to the Board's ap- 
proval. Normally, there are 
ten directors from the pre- 
vious year and the president 
appoints five for a total of fif- 
teen directors; since there are 
only nine directors at present 
the president will appoint six 
additional directors for a total 
of fifteen. These six new 
directors will be from gradu- 
ating classes prior to 1950, 
because a majority of the pres- 
ent directors are from classes 
since that year.

The Physics Department at 
Centenary College with two 
full-time and two part-time 
Faculty members offers work 
for either the B. S. or A. B. 
degree. Thirty-five hours in 
Physics are necessary for the 
major of which twenty-eight 
are required with the remain- 
ing seven to be chosen with 
the approval of the student's 
advisor. The general course in 
Chemistry and Mathematics 
through Calculus is required 
outside the department with 
additional Mathematics ad- 
vised so that when a student 
has completed his work for 
the degree he will be ready to 
enter Graduate School or in- 
dustry. We strongly advise all 
students to pursue graduate 
study for which there are ob- 
tainable scholarships and/or 
fellowships. 

Since many of the students 
entering Centenary College 
are pre-professional students 
for whom Physics is a required 
course, the General Physics 
course is planned to meet their 
needs. Since the student's 
courses are constantly requir- 
ing more mathematical back- 
ground, the Instructor stresses 
the applications and use of his 
mathematics. Thus, we hope 
to send out students who not 
only are familiar with the 
basic principles of Physics but 
who can also apply their 
knowledge to the many prob- 
lems which are encountered in 
today's life. 

As Astronomy is closely re- 
lated to Physics and uses its 
basic laws, we offer a course 
in descriptive Astronomy. 
With the placing of artificial 
satellites into orbit around the 
earth, this course should have 
wide general interest.

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Chemistry At Centenary 

By Dr. John B. Entrikin 



We appreciate this oppor- 
tunity to inform the alumni 
and former students of Cente- 
nary about the chemistry de- 
partment. Whereas many of 
you have seen the new science 
building, many others prob- 
ably think of the chemistry de- 
partment as it existed in the 
basement of Jackson Hall. The 
science building, which cost 
more than a million dollars, 
was first occupied in 1950. 
The chemistry department oc- 
cupies the third floor and is 
adequately provided with 
classrooms, offices, and labora- 
tory facilities. 

The American Chemical So- 
ciety placed Centenary on 
their accredited list of colleges 
and universities two years ago. 
This puts Centenary in the 
rather select group of less than 
three hundred colleges and 
universities approved by the 
American Chemical Society 
for the training of chemists at 
the undergraduate level. 

The present chemistry staff 
consists of Dr. John B. Entri- 
kin as chairman, Dr. Walter S. 
Ritchie, Mr. Stanton Taylor, 
Mr. Robert Hood, Mr. Wayne 
Hanson (who is on leave this 
year), and Mr. Anthony Pe- 
tropoulos, who is replacing 
Mr. Hanson. Dr. Ritchie re- 
tired two years ago as head of 
the chemistry department at 
the University of Massachu- 
setts and has been teaching 
part time for the past two 
years. Mr. Taylor will com- 
plete his PhD work in physical 
chemistry at the University of 
Ohlahoma next summer. Mr. 
Hanson expects to complete 
the work for his PhD degree 
in organic chemistry at the 
University of Houston next 
summer. Mr. Petropoulos is a 
graduate student in analytical 
chemistry at the University of 
Texas. In addition to teaching 
laboratory courses in fresh- 
man chemistry, Mr. Hood 
operates our extensive labora- 
tory in gas analysis. 




Dr. John B. Entrikin, professor and 
head of the department of chemistry, 
serving on the staff since 1929, received 
his A.B. and M.A. degrees from South- 
western University and his Ph.D. from 
State University of Iowa. 

"Doc" is held in high esteem by all 
who have known him. His solid advice 
and genuine love for the college has 
made his name and Centenary synony- 
mous. 



More than twenty of our 
former chemistry graduates 
have received the PhD in 
chemistry at leading univers- 
ities. We presently have 
former students in the gradu- 
ate schools of chemistry at 
Syracuse University, Rutgers 
University, the Universities of 
Pennsylvania, Texas, Oklaho- 
ma, and Arkansas, and Missis- 
sippi State University. Of the 
nine graduating chemistry 
seniors last year, four are in 
graduate school, one is teach- 
ing, two are in industry (Du- 
pont and Texas Eastern), one 
is an officer in the Army, and 
one is a housewife. 

At least three of our former 
graduates are presently teach- 
ing chemistry in universities. 
Dr. Jack Carlton is head of the 
science division of LSU in 
New Orleans. This school, 
which is only three years old, 
has over two thousand stu- 
dents. They have just com- 
pleted a very modern science 
building. Dr. Fred Sicilio, 
who was on the staff of Geor- 
gia Tech in radio chemistry, 



moved to Texas A & M in Sep- 
tember, where he is now an 
associate professor. Dr. Sara 
Jane Stephens resigned her po- 
sition in the Bell Telephone 
Research Laboratories at Sum- 
mit, New Jersey, and has been 
professor of physical chemis- 
try at New Mexico Highlands 
University for the past two 
years. 

The chemistry department 
has been acquiring new equip- 
ment in recent years, particu- 
larly for the course in instru- 
mental analysis. We are now 
equipped with instruments for 
most phases of spectropho- 
tometry. 

The chemistry department 
is very anxious to keep an up- 
to-date list of addresses of 
former chemistry students, 
particularly those who had 
chemistry majors, or who did 
considerable advanced work 
in the department. All such 
students are urgently request- 
ed to keep the department in- 
formed as to their current ad- 
dresses and news items about 
themselves.

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Library Construction 





The above steel structure 
will frame the new library 
which is scheduled for occu- 
pancy in September 1962. 
The new addition to the Cen- 
tenary campus will be the 
product of pre-established de- 
sign requirements. Because of 
the location of the library on 
the campus and the import- 
ance of its appearance, all de- 
liveries by truck will be made 
underground. A tunnel under 
the rear of the building at the 
ground floor level will elimi- 
nate the unsightliness of drive- 
ways on the main part of the 
campus. 

For the present, the ground 
floor will be used for class- 
rooms. 

The building is to be 165 
feet long by 122 feet deep, 
T-shaped, consisting of ground, 
first, second and attic floors. 
A large portion of the attic 
will be used for mechanical 
equipment. The receiving 
rooms and loading docks are

to be on the ground floor. An 
elevator from this area will 
serve all floors. The entire 
building is to be constructed 
on the module 27 feet by 24 
feet. It will have a capacity 
of 165,000 volumes on the 
first and second floors with an 
ultimate capacity of 274,000 
volumes including the space 
on the ground floor. The total 
seating capacity, including the 
ground floor, will be 573. The 
building will contain 69,980 
square feet of floor space. 

The ground floor will be 
built of reinforced concrete. 
From the first floor up, the 
framework will be structural 
steel with concrete slabs for 
floor construction. Exterior 
walls are to be colonial bricks 
and limestone trim with hol- 
low tile backup. Permanent 
partitions will be located only 
in the rear of the building 
with the exception of the first 
floor, where the vestibule and 
circulation and music listen- 



ing areas will be located. This 
will result in stack and read- 
ing areas of 70 feet by 160 
feet unobstructed by parti- 
tions on the ground and second 
floors. Wall finishes generally 
are to be of plaster, with 
glazed structural tile in the 
rest rooms. 

Vinyl plastic will cover the 
columns in the stack and read- 
ing areas and plywood with 
vinyl plastic will cover the 
walls in the vestibule, thus 
providing a surface for mount- 
ing pictures, exhibits, and dis- 
plays. The main part (stack 
and reading areas) will have 
a wainscot of warm-colored, 
sand-finished brick, 32 inches 
high around the exterior walls. 
Floors will be rubber tile in 
most areas of the building al- 
though asphalt tile will be 
used in the study rooms and 
technical process areas. Rest 
rooms will have ceramic tile 
floors. Stairs will be terrazzo. 
Doors will have plastic lami- 
nate surfaces of cherry wood 
color to match table tops and 
other furniture. Wood furni- 
ture will be birch with a stain 
to match the doors. Ceilings 
will be lay-in type acoustic tile 
of a special size to fit between 
the recessed fluorescent lights. 
The entire building will be air- 
conditioned. 

The roof construction is to

be of steel with precast light- 
weight clay tile shingles. 

The Music Listening Area 
will consist of a large listening 
room and four booths for indi- 
vidual listening. A microfilm 
reading room will be located 
on the first floor. Seminar 
rooms will be on both the first 
and second floors and seven 
group study rooms on the sec- 
ond floor. Also on the second 
floor will be a special collec- 
tions room with a fireproof 
vault for rare manuscripts and 
books. 

The library contract is in 
the amount of $850,000. Fur- 
niture and equipment are ex- 
pected to cost an additional 
$100,000.

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CENTENARY'S ADMISSION POLICY 

By Dr. Howard Allen, Dean of Admission 

in order that we may conduct 
a validity study. This is pre- 
paratory to requiring the col- 
lege boards. 

The high school applicant 
who plans to live at home 
should file an application for 
admission and request that his 
high school transcript be sent 
to the Enrollment Counselor 
early in the senior year. In 
addition, a $10 application fee 
is required. Those who plan 
to live in the dormitory should 
file the application for admis- 
sion, the high school tran- 
script, a $50 room deposit, a 
health form, and a $10 appli- 
cation fee. All of these are 
forwarded to the Enrollment 
Counselor. No decision is 
made on applications prior to 
receipt of all of the data men- 
tioned herein. 

When a student has been ad- 
mitted to the college he re- 
ceives an admit card which 
serves as a passport at registra- 
tion time. In addition, he re- 
ceives many other communica- 
tions from the college prior to 
arrival on campus. 

If the student is refused ad- 
mission, a personal conference 
with the Director of Admis- 
sions is suggested. If, how- 
ever, the distance from the 
campus is too great, the appli- 
cant is notified by letter ex- 
plaining in detail the reasons 
for the refusal. 



The admission of students to 
Centenary falls into three cate- 
gories: 1. those graduating 
from accredited secondary 
schools, presenting the pre- 
scribed 15 units; 2. those 
transferring from accredited 
colleges with the required 
quality point average; and 3. 
mature adults, veterans of 
World War II and veterans of 
the Korean War who have not 
completed the high school 
work but who show evidence 
of ability to profit from the 
college experience. 

Class 1. The 15 units for 
those students graduating from 
an accredited high school 
should include 3 units of Eng- 
lish, 2 units of history and 
other social sciences and 2 
units of college preparatory 
mathematics. It is desirable 
that the 8 elective units in- 
clude 2 units of foreign lan- 
guage, 1 unit in a natural 
science and an additional unit 
in English. If the student does 
not meet the minimum stand- 
ard (a "C" average) he is re- 
quested to take the college en- 
trance examination which must 
be successfully passed in or- 
der to gain admission. 

Class 2. Those students 
transferring from an accredit- 
ed college must have main- 
tained a "C" average in the 
work completed at the institu- 
tion from which they transfer. 

Class 3. Applicants falling 
into this category who seek ad- 
mission must have a personal 
conference with the Director 
of Admissions. Furthermore, 
the applicant must successful- 
ly pass the high school level 
General Educational Develop- 
ment test, after which the ap- 
plicant must successfully com- 
plete the entrance examination 
administered by the college. 

The college board examina- 
tions, though not required, are 
strongly recommended. It is 
almost a certainty that this will 
become a requirement in the 
very near future. In the fall of 
1962 we will give the college 
boards to our freshman class

"For some time I have 
wanted to return to teaching,"

Fleming will enable me to re- 
turn to the classroom on a full- 
time basis as professor of his- 
tory and government." 

Dr. Vogel, who has been a 
member of the Centenary fac- 
ulty since 1946, holds the 
Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor 
of Theology degrees from Cal- 
vin College and Seminary, the 
Master of Theology degree 
from Princeton Seminary and 
the Ph.D. degree from Hei- 
delberg University in Ger- 
many. He became academic 
dean of the college in the 
spring of 1954, but he has al- 
ways retained his interest in 
classroom work and has taught 
one or more courses each year. 

Dr. Fleming is a native of 
Franklin County, Ga., and 
holds the AB degree with a 
major in philosophy and a 
minor in biology from Emory 



University, where he also 
earned his Bachelor of Divin- 
ity degree. He holds the Mas- 
ter of Systematic Theology de- 
gree from Boston University. 
In 1941, he received the Doc- 
tor of Philosophy degree with 
majors in metaphysics and the 
philosophy of religion from 
Boston University. He wrote 
his dissertation on the topic, 
"Hocking's Philosophy of the 
Human Self." Dr. Fleming 
studied for one year at Har- 
vard University with the 
famed Professor Hocking. 

Dr. Fleming spent one sum- 
mer on a Carnegie Millsaps 
grant for study at Columbia 
University, and during 1953- 
54, he studied general educa- 
tion and social science as a 
Ford Scholar at Harvard. 

Dr. Fleming served from 
1934 to 1936 as executive 
secretary of the North Georgia 
Youth Conference of the Meth- 
odist Church and from 1938 
to 1945 as a minister in the 
New England Annual Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Church. 
He became professor of phil- 
osophy and head of the de- 
partment of philosophy at 
Millsaps College in 1945 and 
has been serving also as chair- 
man of the humanities division 
during the past year. 

The educator also was chair- 
man of the Region Seven se- 
lection committee for the 
Woodrow Wilson National 
Fellowship Foundation from 
1959 to 1962, and during the 
year 1960-61 he was national 
representative for the founda- 
tion. 

Dr. Fleming has written ex- 
tensively in the field of relig- 
ion and for four years was 
the author of a weekly column 
entitled, "Religion in Life," 
which appeared in The Mis- 
sissippi Methodist Advocate.

land, part-time faculty. To im- 
prove the curriculum a basic 
course in principles of biology 
has been instituted which is 
conducted by the entire staff, 
thereby increasing cooperative 
action. With this foundation, 
the student is able to orient 
equally well in the direction of 
botany, zoology or both. Of- 
ferings in the biological field 
include entomology, microbi- 
ology, mycology, ecology, for- 
estry, genetics, and inverte- 
brate zoology. Professional 
training is offered also in pre- 
medicine, pre-dentistry, medi- 
cal technology, veterinary 
medicine, pharmacy, and 
teaching. Centenary is affili- 
ated with Duke University in 
forestry, with local hospitals 
in medical technology, and 
looks forward to very close re- 
lationships with one or more 
marine laboratories on the 
Gulf Coast. 

Individual research at the 
faculty level is encouraged 
and is currently being carried 
out by Dr. Mary Warters in 
affiliation with the Biology Di- 
vision of Oak Ridge National 
Laboratory. Science students 
at Centenary are also encour- 
aged to participate in research. 
A laboratory has been pro- 
vided for the biology students 
who wish to undertake special 
projects, and two students, Rod 
Yeager ('59) and Sally Mc- 



The science of biology has 
increased tremendously in 
scope and in sight during the 
last decade. Centenary has 
kept abreast of this expansion 
by the acquisition of spacious 
science laboratories, first-rate 
laboratory equipment and vi- 
tal faculty participation and 
cooperation. 

Always highly proficient in 
the training of pre-medical 
students, Centenary has re- 
vised and improved its curric- 
ulum for the professional bi- 
ologist, medical technologist, 
and biology teacher. New 
courses have been added and 
faculty members have made 
considerable effort to stay 
abreast of modern trends, not 
only in the field of biology, 
but also in fields that contrib- 
ute to biological science. At- 
tendance at special training in- 
stitutes such as Oak Ridge Na- 
tional Laboratory, the Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear 
Studios, and institutes of Ma- 
rine Science are becoming a 
regular feature.

As you examine the picture 
that accompanies this article, 
what impression do you re- 
ceive? Does the group seem to 
ask you, "Well, what do you 
think?" 

We have just completed a 
comprehensive evaluation of 
our department by our staff 
and by the State Department 
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Prof. David E. Williams 

of Education. New facilities, 
services, curriculum, and staff 
await your evaluation. 

Frequently the question has 
been raised, "Can a profes- 
sional education department 
function in a liberal arts col- 
lege?" It has for years at 



Centenary and it continues to 
have the largest student enroll- 
ment on campus. Thirty seven 
percent of the 1962 class 
qualified for teacher certifica- 
tion. In our nation one third 
of all college graduates are in 
teacher education. Even this is 
not enough to meet our imme- 
diate and projected future 
needs. We must expand very 
rapidly! 

The public image of the De- 
partment of Education at Cen- 
tenary has many facets. 
Change is an important facet 
of a vital, progressive depart- 
ment. Our staff has changed. 
We have two members on the 
emeritus roll — Dr. Otha K. 
Miles and Dr. A. J. Middle- 
brooks; three are in the daily 
classrooms — Professor Eliza- 
beth P. Hughes and Professor 
David E. Williams (new in 
1962) and Dr. Robert D. Mac- 
Curdy (your writer) who suc- 
ceeded Dr. Middiebrooks as 
head of the department in Sep- 
tember, 1960. We have several 
departmental assistants, three 



psychologists, and seven in- 
structors in the Evening Divi- 
sion in education, forty super- 
vising teachers in the public 
schools in Caddo and Bossier 
Parishes and a dozen profes- 
sors from academic depart- 
ments who serve on our 
Teacher Education Advisory 
Council (created in 1961). All 
these people cooperate in a 
service which produces sym- 
bolically a Teacher Educa- 
tion Center at Centenary Col- 
lege. Do you see the changing 
image? 

We have spent much time 
and toil on our physical facil- 
ities. We urge you to inspect 
us. We are alive, growing, 
serviceable and professional. 
We are particularly fond of 
our seminar room. In it you 
will discover the nucleus — the 
very beginning of a "museum 
of education" and hanging in 
the room are portraits of 
"Great Teachers;" eventually 
we plan to have the 100 great- 
est, as the result of a national 
research survey. Also for ref- 
erence we have available bi- 
ographies and research ab- 
stracts on great teachers. All 
this serves as an ever present 
image of greatness for us to 
emulate. We trust it has a simi- 
lar effect on our students. 

In November 1960 we estab- 
lished a new service, our 
Teacher Placement Bureau, 
under the direction of Mrs. 
Robert D. MacCurdy, who vol- 
unteered her services and cre- 
ated the bureau. She continues 
to supervise the program and 
to provide service similar to 
any other college placement 
bureau. The service is cost free 
to all our graduates in teacher 
education. Try it sometime 
and see for yourself. 

Beginning in September 
1962 we plan a large scale fol- 
low-up. We need to know 
where you are and what you 
are doing. We know we have 
graduates teaching as far west 
as California and north to New 
England — there are classroom 
teachers, principals, supervi- 
sors, professors and some have 
been honored as "Outstanding 
Teacher of the Year." We 



have pride in our graduates. 
You will hear from us but 
don't wait. Drop us a note 
telling us who, when, where, 
what about yourself and your 
teaching life. 

Our new curriculum is an- 
other step forward. We have 
trimmed, purified, clarified, 
straightened and strengthened. 
All our graduates now exceed 
the state minimums. Our 
teaching majors are the equal 
of a departmental major in al- 
most every certificate area. 
Our students have a choice of 
degrees. They can certify in 
one, two or more fields. They 
do their student teaching in 
both subjects (two hours a 
day) and then compare ex- 
periences in their weekly semi- 
nar. 

In both Caddo and Bossier 
Parish we have the profession- 
al assistance of forty super- 
vising teachers. They repre- 
sent our "field staff." Their 
guidance, philosophy and su- 
pervision of actual teaching 
experience for our students is 
invaluable. 

The program we have de- 
scribed requires the articulat- 
ed cooperation of many dif- 
ferent people. We are fortu- 
nate in having such an atmos- 
phere in Shreveport, Bossier 
City and Centenary. The heads 
of all the academic depart- 
ments concerned in teacher 
education have formed with us 
a joint Teacher Education Ad- 
visory Council. In this we pool 
our skills, make policy, share 
burdens and jointly advise all 
candidates. Our supervising 
teachers meet with us each 
Fall in a conference, work- 
shop activity and frequent 
newsletters bridge the gap at 
other times. 

Our Evening Division is ex- 
tensive. Many adults decide to 
become certified teachers and 
begin fulfilling the require- 
ments in evening classes. Re- 
cent high school graduates 
start their college life in the 
Evening Division while they 
hold a regular daytime job. 
This Fall we expect a large in- 
crease with the newly initiated 
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program for the Barksdale Air 
Base personnel. 

We are most fortunate to 
have the assistance of some 
exceptionally well qualified 
professional educators in the 
Evening Division, namely, Dr. 
Dorothy Bird, Dr. Emma 
Stringfellow, Dr. Katye Lee 
Posey, Miss Dovie Arnold, 
Mr. James L. King, Mrs. Zel- 
phia Layton and Mrs. Armin- 
da Riser and of course the pro- 
fessional psychologists, who 
are truly another story in 
themselves. 

Finally, it has come to pass 
that "all who wish may not 
teach!" Our students are se- 
lected and screened by the ad- 
missions committee. Our stand- 
ards are high and our stu- 
dents are among the best. We 
have honor graduates, campus 
leaders and outstanding schol- 
ars enrolled in teacher educa- 
tion. We believe teaching is a 
great responsibility and a 
great honor. We believe only 
the best can follow in the foot- 
steps of those who have helped 
create the image of The Great 
Teachers. Become acquainted 
with our superior teacher edu- 
cation students.

'3-2' Engineering 
Pact Signed

granted degrees by both in- 
stitutions. 

"The end product," explain- 
ed Raub, "should be a young 
man with a more diversified 
background than the average 
engineering graduate is likely 
to have, and with a wider 
range of technical training 
than is usually available at a 
liberal arts college. We at 
Centenary are delighted to 
reach such an agreement with 
an engineering school of A & 
M's stature. We believe that 
it will enable us to broaden 
our service to the public with- 
out any dilution of our own 
basic liberal arts mission." 

Raub said that similar 
agreements with other reput- 
able engineering colleges may 
be reached in the future, on 



essentially the same basis. 

The combined program, al- 
ready dubbed the "3-2" pro- 
gram, was the brainchild lo- 
cally of Dr. Raub and Edmond 
M. Parker, associate professor 
of Industrial technology at 
Centenary, although the inspi- 
ration was drawn from similar 
programs in operation else- 
where. 

"Case Tech and MIT are 
two well-known engineering 
schools that have combined 
programs with liberal arts col- 
leges," he said. "When Pro- 
fessor Shanklin of Case Tech 
visited here some months ago, 
he told me that his school is 
extremely well pleased with 
the caliber of students it re- 
ceives from this source — that 
they almost always seem to be 
in the upper 10 per cent of 
their classes. 

"As a matter of fact, Texas 
A & M already had similar 
agreements with several liber- 
al arts colleges before we got 
into the picture. As a result of 
its happy experiences along 
these lines, A & M showed 
great interest in making this 
affiliation." 

Raub pointed out as an ex- 
tra benefit of the program that 
it will enable the prospective 
engineer to delay his final 
choice of a career somewhat 
longer than has been custom- 
ary. 

"If at the end of two years 
he has decided on his future 
profession," he explained, "he 
will continue the program he 
has started as a freshman. If, 
however, he has decided 
against becoming an engineer, 
he can proceed at the start of 
his junior year into a more ap- 
propriate field of education 
without loss of time or credit." 
The program at Centenary 
will be generally in three 
areas : mathematics, science 
and general liberal arts fields. 
No attempt will be made to 
establish an absolute curricu- 
lum since the various fields of 
engineering will have certain 
requirements, and the students 
may exercise freedom of 
choice in general require- 
ments. 



A typical three-year course 
at Centenary will include 
mathematics through calculus, 
one year of chemistry and two 
of physics, basic engineering 
courses, one year each of Eng- 
lish composition, literature, re- 
ligion, philosophy and art ap- 
preciation, four semesters of 
social science (economics, his- 
tory, government or sociol- 
ogy), two years of physical 
education and foreign langu- 
age proficiency equal to com- 
pletion of the second year at 
Centenary. 

"It's our conviction that the 
extra year will be well spent," 
Raub declared. "Experience 
has taught us that engineers 
who lack a broad background 
are simply too limited to make 
the grade in many phases of 
modern industry. That's the 
shortcoming that the "3-2" 
program is designed to cor- 
rect."

MICKLE LAUDS LIBERAL ARTS MISSION 



"A liberal arts education 
was good in the days of the 
ox-cart, and it is also the 
best education in the day of 
space travel," President Joe 
J. Mickle told the Centenary 
College student body at the 
year's first chapel assembly. 

President Mickle pointed 
out that while there has been 
a great scientific break-through 
in history which throws speci- 
al responsibility upon our 
younger generation, neverthe- 
less many things remain con- 
stant since history cannot be 
fragmented. 

"A liberal arts education," 
he said, "seeks to meet those 
needs which are basic in a 
changing world and which will 
prepare a student for life 
whether he be a doctor, law- 
yer, merchant or Indian 
chief." 

Meets the Demands 

The president told the as- 
sembly that while Centenary 



offers an education for spe- 
cific careers in business, teach- 
ing, scientific pursuits and 
other areas of activity, it also 
offers an education which 
meets the demands of a rapid- 
ly changing world. 

He quoted John Diebold, 
expert on automation, as say- 
ing, "Within the next genera- 
tion 60 - million jobs will 
change in character. Some 
people will have difficulty ad- 
justing to employment requir- 
ing thought and skill. A prem- 
ium will be placed on intel- 
ligence. More of our working 
time will be devoted to inno- 
vation." 

President Mickle stated that, 
beyond specific technical train- 
ing, a liberal arts education 
at Centenary offers three 
things: better communication, 
perspective, honesty and in- 
tegrity. He stressed the im- 
portance of correct use of the 
English language in both writ- 



ten and spoken word, but also 

urged the study of a second 

language. 

Defines "Perspective" 

Characterizing "perspec- 
tive" as one of the distin- 
guishing marks of an edu- 
cated man, the president de- 
fined the word as "the ability 
to see all problems in their 
relation to both past and fu- 
ture." 

He spoke of courses in re- 
ligion and philosophy as bul- 
warks to honesty and integrity 
and praised the honor system 
under which examinations are 
held at Centenary. 

"If you can't take examina- 
tions under the honor system," 
he stated, "you do not qualify 
as a good citizen under the 
free enterprise system or in a 
democracy." 

Mickle greeted the return- 
ing and new students, and ex- 
tended a special welcome to 
those who come from other 
states and foreign countries.

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OFFERS MW LOOK' IN LANGUAGES 



During the past year a re- 
surgence of interest in foreign 
language study has resulted 
in a renaissance at Centenary. 
Whereas, in 1960-1961, there 
was not a single student en- 
rolled in day classes of the 
first two French courses (and 
only one Evening Division 
class), at the present time 
classes are being closed early 
to avoid overloading a depart- 
ment already working at ca- 
pacity. From zero the elemen- 
tary French enrollment in day 
school has expanded to well 
over one hundred. Spanish 
and German classes for the 
first two college years are 
bulging at the seams. 

Last year, 1961-1962, a 
trailer class of French 101 
was introduced for the first 
time during the second se- 
mester. This year, 1962-1963, 
an elementary class of Rus- 
sian is being given in the day- 
time. German 101 and the 



second year of college French 
has been added to the Evening 
Division schedule. Conse- 
quently it has been necessary 
to seek out additional profes- 
sional help. William M. Fel- 
sher, A. B. Mississippi State 
University and an NDEA 
graduate student of LSU has 
been added to the staff of the 
department. In addition, the 
department has borrowed the 
services of J. W. Nickel, A. 
B., Bethel College (Kansas), 
M. Th., Th. D., Iliff (Denver, 
Colorado), from the Depart- 
ment of Philosophy as well as 
those of the Director of the 
Evening Division, Professor 
Howard B. Elder, A. B., Wash- 
ington & Lee, M. A. Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Professor Fel- 
sher will serve in French and 
Spanish, Professor Nickel in 
German and Russian, and 
Professor Elder in Latin and 
French. Even with this able 
help the department is over- 



loaded and working at full 
capacity. 

This amazing increase in in- 
terest and enrollment may be 
the result of the influence of 
Telstar, for even Sputnik did 
not cause any noticeable ef- 
fect on the Centenary foreign 
language enrollment. Opera- 
tion Bootstrap, operated in 
conjunction with Barksdale 
Field, is not included in the 
above figures. In the future 
this project may result in an 
overwhelming increase in for- 
eign language enrollment, in- 
asmuch as it is the current 
policy of the Air Force to have 
each officer bilingual. 

The crowning glory of the 
Department of Foreign Lan- 
guages has been the installa- 
tion of the newest design elec- 
tronics foreign language labo- 
ratory, consisting of thirty in- 
dividual positions for listen- 
response-record and console 



controls for five channels. The 
laboratory is temporarily 
housed in 27 Jackson Hall, 
the installation being com- 
pleted on September 14. Five 
different languages can be 
handled simultaneously or five 
different levels of a single 
language. However, before it 
can be utilized completely 
there remains much to be done 
in the preparation of master 
tapes in French, Spanish, Ger- 
man and Russian. This en- 
tails a tremendous, time-con- 
suming effort on the part of 
the members of the depart- 
ment, over and above their 
regular teaching assignments. 
But, with the new tool in the 
form of the language lab, 
Centenary is looking forward 
in foreign languages. 1962- 
1963 is the year of transition 
towards teaching in the New 
Key, the oral-aural method of 
presenting foreign language 
instruction. 



School Looks Forward To New Music Building

CENTENARY'S building-a-year pace in 
the march of its master plan is to 
continue into next year with announcement 
work will begin on a new School of Music 
during the Autumn months. 

A gift of $400,000 from an unannounced 
donor will make possible construction of 
the two-story building, which is to have 
22,000 square feet of floor space. 

"This is an extremely satisfying an- 
nouncement for me to make," said Dr. Joe 
J. Mickle, president of the Shreveport col- 
lege, when he revealed plans during Com- 
mencement exercises. "The School of 
Music building will represent a sort of 
intermediate goal that we have had in mind 
throughout our building program. It will 
eliminate the last of the old wooden struc- 
tures on the campus, and will be a proper 
home for a department which has always 
ranged among Centenary's strongest." 

The structure will be located next to the 
Marjorie Lyons Playhouse on the Wood- 
lawn avenue side of the campus (figure 6 
on the master plan). Nearby is the new 
Library (figure 4), which is expected to 
be ready for use in the late Fall, probably 
in November. 

The $850,000 Library building, started 
in the Summer of 1961, contains 69,980 
square feet of space on its three floors. Of 
Georgian architecture, conforming with 




other structures on the campus, the build- 
ing will have 277,000 volumes and a ca- 
pacity of 573 students. It is 164 feet on the 
Woodlawn side and 122 feet deep. 

Meanwhile, remodeling has been under 
way on the fourth floor of the Science 
building, which has been headquarters for 
the Centenary Choir since it was erected 
as the first major phase of the campus 
master plan. One of the choir's friends has 
contributed a fund which will make pos- 
sible air conditioning of the quarters along 
with other alterations. 



Because of its extensive wardrobe de- 
partment and the other properties used in 
its television shows and tours, as well as 
need for rehearsal room, the famous choir 
requires more space than would be prac- 
ticable to allocate it elsewhere on the cam- 
pus. Through the years the advantages of 
the spacious quarters have outweighed the 
disadvantages of the uncomfortable tem- 
perature encountered in the early Fall and 
late Spring, and the "attic" has been a 
treasured home base for the globe-trotting 
singers. 
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LEARY RECORDS 
FOR HARVARD 

Reverend Paris Leary ('51) 
received added recognition 
this summer when he was in- 
vited by Harvard University 
to make tape records of some 
of his own poems for Har- 
vard's permanent library rec- 
ords. 

While he has had a number 
of his works published, this 
was his first request for re- 
cording his own readings. 
Leary, an Episcopal priest, is 
professor of English and head 
of the writers' workshop at 
Bard College, Annadale-on- 
Hudson, New York. His poems 
have been appearing in the 
New Yorker for a number of 
years and in 1960 he was se- 
lected by Scribner's as one of 
the three most promising 
young American poets. His 
works were published by that 
firm in a volume entitled 
"Poets of Today VII." 

"Saturday Review" has car- 
ried two of his poems in the 
past few months and the "Na- 
tional Review" devoted a full 
page to another. Aside from 
these, a number of literary 
journals in England and Scot- 
land, as well as this country, 
have accepted his writings for 
publication.

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MATHEMATICS AT CENTENARY

Head of Department 

During the last five years 
the number of majors in 
mathematics at Centenary has 
more than tripled. In addi- 
tion to this, at least three out 
of each of the classes of 1961 
and 1962 have gone on to 
graduate school. These things 
have been the result partially 
of a nationwide increase of 
interest in mathematics but al- 
so due to a concerted effort on 
the part of the members of 
the mathematics department 
not only to upgrade the under- 
graduate mathematics depart- 
ment at Centenary but to up- 
grade the teaching of mathe- 
matics in the elementary and 
secondary schools throughout 
Louisiana. Members of the 
department are in constant de- 
mand for work with teachers 
of mathematics throughout the 
state and make an average of 
two talks a week to outside 
groups. 

As a result a larger percent- 
age of the freshmen enter each 
year with sufficient back- 
ground to study calculus their 
first year. Consequently, they 
are able to schedule an entire 
year of modern algebra before 
they graduate. It has also 
made it possible for the phys- 
ics major to be upgraded, since 
it is now feasible to have at 
least a semester of calculus 
studied before first-year phys- 
ics is scheduled. 

Most of the names of the 
mathematics faculty at Centen- 
ary will be familiar to alumni, 
as three of the four full-time 
members of the department 
have had long connections 
with the college. Mrs. Farie- 
bee Self, assistant professor of 
mathematics, has been here 
longer than the others. She 
came in 1946 wth an A. B. 
from Northwestern State Col- 
lege and an M. A. from Louisi- 
ana State University. She 
has kept in touch with modern 
developments in mathematics 
through summer sessions in 
mathematics. In the summer

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of 1960 she had a Shell grant 
to the International Congress 
of Logic, Methodology and 
Philosophy of Science at Stan- 
ford University. In the sum- 
mer of 1961 she had a Shell 
grant to attend the University 
of Wyoming, and in the sum- 
mer of 1962 she had a Nation- 
al Science Foundation grant 
to study at the University of 
Washington. 

Mrs. Richard Speairs, as- 
sistant professor of mathemat- 
ics, came to Centenary in 1947 
as Miss Betty McKnight. She 
has continued work beyond 
her masters from Southern 
Methodist University, through 
summer sessions. She has 
held two National Science 
Foundation grants — to Wil- 
liams College and Montana 
State University. 

Dr. Virginia Carlton, head 
of the department, came back 
to Centenary in 1957. She 
completed her doctorate at 
Northwestern University in 
Evanston, Illinois, in 1959, 
and has spent three of the 
summers since then teaching 



at Northwestern University 
and one summer teaching at 
the University of Alberta in 
Edmonton, Alberta, Canada. 

Mr. Donald Danvers, the 
most recent addition to the de- 
partment, came in 1960. His 
bachelor of arts and masters 
degrees are from Northwest- 
ern University. He is plan- 
ning to do further graduate 
work during the year 1963-64. 

There are a number of part- 
time faculty members i n 
mathematics, people who work 
as research mathematicians in 
local industry for the most 
part, who help in the evening 
division of the college. They 
include Dr. Bobby Hollings- 
worth who has his PhD. from 
the University of Kansas, Al- 
fred McKinney who has a 
masters from Louisiana Poly- 
technic, John Barber who has 
a masters from Mississippi 
State University, and B. H. 
Brantly who has a masters 
from Henderson State Teach- 
ers College. 

The mathematics depart- 
ment has had three grants in 



recent years which have been 
helpful in their program for 
upgrading the teaching of 
mathematics throughout the 
state. In 1960-61 the depart- 
ment received a more than 
$10,000 grant from the Esso 
Education Foundation for this 
purpose. In 1959-60 and 
1961-62 the mathematics de- 
partment had smaller grants 
from the National Science 
Foundation for in-service pro- 
grams for secondary teachers 
of mathematics in this region. 
Future departmental plans 
of this group include the set- 
ting up of a computer center 
in the college within the next 
five years, for the joint use of 
the business and other science 
areas primarily. This is only 
in the planning stage, as the 
money for this has not yet 
been obtained.

Gent Cagers Close See-Saw Season 



The closing stages of Cen- 
tenary's 1962 - 63 basketball 
campaign, like those which 
preceded it, fluctuated between 
the sublime and the less-than- 
sublime. 

Coach Orvis Sigler's Gen- 
tlemen looked at times like 
candidates for an NCAA at- 
large berth, such as when they 
deluged Jacksonville Univer- 
sity, 102-79, on the road, and 
on the night when they closed 
out the season with a record 
110-74 rout of arch - rival 
Northwestern State. 

In between, however, there 



were such embarrassing inci- 
dents as a 112-86 lacing at the 
hands of Oklahoma City U., a 
71-69 Homecoming loss to 
Mississippi Southern (a team 
that they had swamped at Hat- 
tiesburg) and an 85-78 defeat 
by Northwestern in Natchi- 
toches. 

When all the dust had set- 
tled, Centenary had its first 
losing season since World War 
II — a 12-14 showing with five 
defeats in the last six games. 

This happened in spite of 
some definite assets, such as 
five regulars who scored in 



double figures and a ding- 
dong duel for the individual 
scoring title between Cecil Up- 
shaw and Willard Moore 
which Upshaw won by a nose, 
15.4 to 15.3. Jimmy Williams 
finished with 13.6, Riley Wal- 
lace with 11.7 and Stan Mc- 
Afoos with 10.7. 

To take much of the sting 
away at the coaches' office, 
Centenary's brilliant freshman 
squad finished out a great sea- 
son with only one loss — and 
that to a Kilgore Junior Col- 
lege team which the Gentlets 
had already vanquished.

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DEPARTMENT OF RELIGION NAMES AIMS 



The Department of Religion 
at Centenary College has two 
primary aims. First, to intro- 
duce all students who take 
courses in this department to 
the philosophy and logic of 
religion, particularly the 
Christian Religion. This should 
help him understand religious 
phenomena so that he will 
move toward becoming a free 
individual, standing secure in 
his faith, whatever it is, and 
not one who merely hears and 
accepts the religious judg- 
ments and conclusions of 
others. In a large measure this 
aim is pursued in the basic 
Bible Survey which is re- 
quired of all students graduat- 
ing from Centenary whose re- 
ligious authority will not for- 
bid their taking these courses. 

Secondly, the department 
aims to prepare the pre-minis- 
terial student for graduate 
study in Seminary by offering 
courses that are required for 
entrance and giving him a 
foundation in religious study 
which will enable him to pur- 
sue successfully this graduate 
training. In addition to this, a 
course of study in Christian 
Education for young people 
who intend to work in the area 
of education in the Church 
without graduate study is of- 
fered. 



The department has one 
full-time professor, Dr. Webb 
D. Pomeroy. Dr. Pomeroy is 
a graduate of Centenary, re- 
ceived his Bachelor of The- 
ology degree from Union The- 
ological Seminary in New 
York and the Ph. D. from the 
Faculty of Divinity of the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, Scot- 
land. Three part-time members 
complete the department per- 
sonnel: Dr. Robert W. Good- 
loe, retired from the faculty of 
Perkins School of Theology 
has taught in the department 
since 1961. The Reverend 
Robert Ed Taylor, Minister to 
the Campus, teaches in both 
day school and the evening di- 
vision. Mr. Taylor is also a 
graduate of Centenary and re- 
ceived his Bachelor of Divinity 
degree from Perkins School of 
Theology. Dr. W. F. Pledger, 
Professor of Sociology, teach- 
es one or two courses in this 
department each semester. 

In 1961 the department en- 
tered its new quarters which it 
shares with the Methodist Stu- 
dent Movement. The new 
building is named in honor of 
Dr. R. E. Smith who for al- 
most 30 years taught in the de- 
partment of religion and gave 
himself in service to the 
Church throughout this area.

Centenary's spring sports 
teams finished even with the 
board — the whole picture be- 
ing considered. 

Coach Doug Mooty's staged 
a marvelous finishing kick, 
winning eight of their last 11 
starts after losing eight of 
their first 11 to end with an 
11-11 record. The icing was 
put on the cake in an unex- 
pected doubleheader sweep 
over Memphis State, which 
came to town with a 17-4 rec- 
ord and rated the best team in 
Tiger history. 

Even more than in basket- 
ball, junior Cecil Upshaw was 
a dominant figure statistically. 
The lanky Bossierite not only 
led the Gent batters with a 
.393 average, he posted a glit- 
tering 1.11 earned-run aver- 
age on the mound while post- 
ing a 6-3 record, fanned 105 
batters while walking only 18. 

Among his individual lead- 
erships were runs batted-in 
(23), hits (35) and at-bats 
(89) as Cecil played third 
base when not pitching. 

Catcher - outfielder R. V.

The building of a superior 
liberal arts college has been 
the expressed purpose of the 
Board of Trustees for the past 
fifteen years or more. Even 
though we have made much

ment from

comes effective on May 31, 
1964, my energy is still di- 
rected toward those areas 
where additional forward 
steps should be taken as soon 
as possible. 

One of these steps is the 
development of a better retire- 
ment plan for our teachers. 
The present retirement plan is 
far from adequate, and it is 
my hope that sometime within 
the near future the college will 
be in a financial position 
where it can care for its re- 
tired teachers more generous- 
ly. This would strengthen 
the ability of the college to 
employ and retain superior 
teachers. It is something 
which the present excellent 
faculty deserve as a reward 
for work well done. 

Item No. Two is the need 
for better facilities for physi- 
cal education. These facili- 
ties can be obtained by extend- 
ing the Haynes Memorial 
Gymnasium about 75 feet to 
the north, thus giving 1700 
additional seats for basket- 
ball, providing room for a 
badly-needed indoor swim- 
ming pool, bowling alleys, 
and additional facilities for 
other athletic activities for 
both men and women.

Orvis Sigler, athletic di- 
rector and head basketball 
coach at Centenary, has an- 
nounced a 1963-64 schedule 
that may be the school's all- 
time toughest — and a tenta- 
tive varsity roster to match. 

The schedule opens on Dec. 
2 with a home-floor unveiling 
against East Texas Baptist, 
the tough little school that 
slipped up on the Gents' blind 
side last sea- 
son. From 
then on it in- 
cludes home 
games with 
such titans as 
TCU, Rice, 
t h e Phillips 
66ers, Loyola 
and Florida 
State, not to mention possible 
Gulf South Classic action 
against the likes of Arkansas, 
Tennessee and Ole Miss. 

The road slate is even 
tougher, listing engageemnts 
with Ole Miss, Bradley, 
George Washington, Tulsa 
and Oklahoma City U. 

And naturally, those ever- 
potent state rivals, Louisiana 
Tech and Northwestern State, 
are down for home-and-home 
squabbles. 

Luckily, Sigler appears to 
have the squad to play such a 
schedule with honor, although 
it will be the youngest in point 
of varsity experience that he 
has ever put on the floor at 
Centenary. 

The only regulars who'll be 
left over from the 1962-63 
outfit are forward Cecil Up- 
shaw, the scoring leader, and 
Stan McAfoos, clever guard, 
both seniors who have started 
throughout their careers. Oth- 
er lettermen who have seen 
game action are junior guard 
Jerry Bishop and senior for- 
ward Bob Barker. 

What has Gent fans in an 
anticipatory mood is the great 
freshman squad of 1962-63 
which will be moving up to the 
sophomore level. It includes

Alumni And Alma Mater 

Congratulations on being 
an alumnus of Centenary Col- 
lege. A person cannot choose 
his parents, but he can choose 
his friends and his college. It 
is my hope that you are con- 
vinced that you chose well in 
choosing Centenary. 

I am glad for this oppor- 
tunity to write to the alumni 
of Centenary College. I want 
to point out some ways in 
which the alumni and their 
alma mater may help each 
other. 

First, as to ways in which 
the alumni may assist their 
alma mater: The most obvious 
suggestion is through financial 
support. Some alumni can 
and should give large gifts. 
Others may hesitate to give be- 
cause their gifts are small, 
but these are important, too. 
As directors of large founda- 
tions consider requests from 
colleges for grants, they take 
into account the percentage of 
the alumni who support finan- 
cially their alma mater. It is 
not unreasonable for colleges 
to beseech alumni for finan- 
cial support, because no stu- 
dent pays the full cost of his 
education. Grateful alumni 
often pay more than the ac- 
tual cost of their education 
and thus help to strengthen the 
educational program of their 
alma mater. 

Have you ever written a let- 
ter of appreciation to your 
favorite teacher or teachers at 
Centenary? Thoughtful alum- 
ni do this occasionally. Such 
letters will boost the morale of 
the teachers who taught you, 
and incidentally will help to 
tie them onto the college. Ap- 
preciation is a part of the re- 
ward which they get for their 
labors. 

Loyal alumni will urge 
good students to choose Cen- 
tenary, not only their sons and 
daughters, but also the sons 
and daughters of friends and 
neighbors. Provide these 
prospective students with lit- 
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eralure; send their names and 
addresses to the Enrollment 
Counselor. Bring them to 
the campus for a visit. It 
may be that you can support 
them, or help to provide a 
scholarship for them while 
they are at Centenary. 

Be informed about Centen- 
ary, its problems and its possi- 
bilities. Be prepared to say 
a good word for Centenary. 
Be able to stop unfavorable 
rumors with facts. Anything 
that undermines the reputation 
of your alma mater decreases 
the value of your degree. 
Ideas have consequences; no 
one can tell just what conse- 
quences an idea may have. 
The teachers at Centenary are 
dedicated to its purpose — to 
awaken and stimulate the 
minds of their students. It is 
their conviction, and mine, 
that education within the 
framework of religious faith 
is not only possible, but is the 
best possible education. 

I hope that you, as an alum- 



nus of Centenary, will keep on 
growing intellectually and 
spiritually. Be the type of 
person who will represent your 
alma mater well. You are a 
representative of Centenary, 
wherever you go or whatever 
you do. Make others appre- 
ciate Centenary by their re- 
spect for you. 

But how does the alma 
mater serve the alumni? It 
remains a clearing house and 
also a meeting place for you 
and your classmates. Last- 
ing friendships are formed 
during college days. Centen- 
ary sponsors alumni days, 
and special invitations for 
class reunions. It has been 
said that reunion classes "get 
together to see who's falling 
apart!" But the value is much 
more than that, as I can testify 
from the recent experience of 
my class reunion at Emory. I 
hope that you will attend your 
next class reunion, and will 
take advantage of as many

HEALTH AND PHYSICAL EDUCATION OBJECTIVES ENUMERATED 

The Health and Physical 
Education Department at Cen- 
tenary College serves the stu- 
dent through three primary ob- 
jectives. First, the program 
offers to all students a wide 
selection of individual and 
dual activities whch are de- 
signed to improve the indi- 
vidual's motor skill, raise the 
level of physical fitness and 
give a wholesome outlet for 
leisure time activities. The 
courses in this area are di- 
rected toward creating a posi- 
tive attitude toward participa- 
tion in activities and toward 
the aesthetic application of 
movement. 

Secondly, the department 
prepares students for teaching 
careers in health, physical 
education, athletics, and 
church, community and indus- 
trial recreation. The student 
is guided through his profes- 
sional studies toward the prac- 
tical and theoretical problems 
which will be encountered 
during his teaching experi- 
ence. Courses such as anat-

omy, physiology and kinesi- 
ology give the student an ade- 
quate understanding of the 
human body that will enable 
him to analyze movement and 
present, in a manner that will 
be easily understood, funda- 
mentals of various activities. 
During this professional prep- 
aration the student is required 
to spend at least one semester 
in an actual teaching situation 
under the supervision of an 
experienced educator. 

Thirdly, a program of in- 



tramural sports is designed to 
give opportunity for competi- 
tion to those students who do 
not qualify for varsity ath- 
letics. This competition is 
centered around team and in- 
dividual sports. The social 
clubs and fraternities o n 
campus form the basis for the 
competitive organization, with 
independent representation. 
This is a student-directed ac- 
tivity with both men and 
women having councils which 
govern the respective pro- 



grams, under the supervision 
of a member of the physical 
education department faculty. 
The addition of an indoor 
archery range and an exercise 
room have increased the inter- 
est in these activities during 
the past year. The exercise 
room is well supplied with the 
latest equipment including 
chinning bars, weights, iso- 
metric racks, and other exer- 
cise equipment. The indoor 
archery range is a fifteen-yard

ture in 13 years, and the 
growth of the Endowment 
Fund from less than a million 
dollars to more than eight 
million. 

"These are accomplish- 
ments which even the most 
sanguine of us, I am sure, 
considered as mere dreams 18 
years ago," Brown wrote. 
"Yet in the building of a col- 
lege we feel that this is but 
the first stage and in reality 
the foundation upon which 
those in the future may build 
a really great institution of 
higher education. 

"We know that your ambi- 
tion for the excellence and 
growth of the College is un- 
limited and we pledge our- 
selves to the fulfillment of 
that vision. It will be our 
purpose to continue strength- 
ening the faculty and so to 
strengthen the college aca- 
demically. With such addi- 
tional strength and education- 
al facilities it will be our pur- 
pose to bring to the area 
served by Centenary an ever 
broadening service without 
the sacrifice of standards of 
excellence." 

Dr. Mickle became presi- 
dent of Centenary in May, 
1945, succeeding the late Dr. 
Pierce Cline. 

A native of West Texas, he 
took his B.A. degree at South- 
ern Methodist University, the 
master's at Columbia Uni- 
versity. He was awarded the 
honorary Doctorate of Laws 
by Southwestern University, 
Georgetown, Tex., in 1946. 

From 1921 to 1941 Dr. 
Mickle was professor of ac- 
counting and foreign trade as 
well as business manager at 
Kwansei Gakuin University in 
Kobe, Japan. From 1941 to 
1945 he was executive secre- 
tary of the Foreign Missions 
Conference of North America, 
headquartered in New York 
City. 

Regarding the choice of Dr. 
Mickle's successor, Brown de- 
clined comment except to say 



that a committee of the Board 
will soon be named to conduct 
the selection.

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ANNUAL ALUMNI GIVING CAMPAIGN ANNOUNCED 



Algur H. Meadows 

The Evening Division of Centenary 
has contributed to the financial success 
of hundreds of ambitious young men 
who toiled " — upward through the night" 
while the less ambitious slept. How- 
ever, of the hundreds who have availed 
themselves of the opportunity the Even- 
ing Division offers, none has received 
greater dividends on his investment of 
time, money, and energy than the dis- 
tinguished business executive Algur H. 
Meadows, author of "Knowledge is an 
Ally of Liberty." 

Mr. Meadows was born in Vidalia, 
Georgia, in 1899. As a young man he 
was constantly on the move. The pas- 
ture always looked greener somewhere 
else. It was while he was holding down 
an office position with the Standard Oil 
Company in Shreveport, that he enrolled 
in Centenary's evening law course, passed 
the Louisiana bar examination and em- 
barked in the loan business. 

After quick and astonishing success 
in this field, Meadows re-entered the oil 
business via the fabulous East Texas 
boom, which was then in full swing. 
This led to the formation of the General 
American Oil Company of Texas, of 
which Meadows became president in 
1941 and whose assets totaled $124,000,- 
000 last year. 

He is internationally renowned as an 
oilman, financier, developer, civic leader 
and philanthropist. His $4,000j000 en- 
dowment gift to Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity is the largest ever received by 
that institution. 

On many ocasions Mr. Meadows has 
paid tribute to the value of his study in 
Centenary's Evening Division. "Knowl- 
edge is an Ally of Liberty" was prepared 
especially for "This Is Centenary." 

Knowledge Is 
Ally Of Liberty

Education, whatever its source, 
is extremely important to the indi- 
vidual and enhances his value to 
the city, state and nation in which 
he claims citizenship. 

The author of this article attend- 
ed Centenary College's Evening 
Division or "Night School," and 
completed its law course in two 
and one-half years. 

The course included lectures by 
prominent Shreveport attorneys, 
although the Law School itself was 
directed by Profesor Percy Gar- 
rot, a Harvard Law School gradu- 
ate. All subjects required at Har- 
vard Law School were covered, 
and Professor Garrot had retained 
all of his original notes. 

Those of us who completed this 
course competed very favorably in 
the State Bar Examinations with

the graduates of Louisiana State 
University, Tulane and the state's 
other accredited law schools. 

During my own studies, I was 
working for the Standard Oil 
Company of Louisiana and did not 
feel that I could afford to resign 
my position and enter law school 
as a full-time student. If the Cen- 
tenary Evening Division had not 
included law among its courses I 
would not have been able to com- 
plete my formal education. I at- 
tribute much of the success I may 
have achieved in business to the 
fact that I was able to complete 
my education in spare time and 
at night. 

Centenary College's Evening Di- 
vision had its beginning in the fall 
of 1922, occupying only two rooms 
in a downtown bank building. Dr. 
James R. Jackson was its director, 
and he and his wife were the in- 
structors. Dr. Jackson was a regu- 
lar member of the college faculty. 

Classes met three times a week, 
and the enrollment was fewer than 
30 students. 

During the intervening years, the 
Evening Division has been moved 
to the campus. The student body 



with only 30 students in 1922 has 
increased to 750 in 1962. In 1963, 
no fewer than 816 students enrolled 
in the Evening Division. 

The curriculum of the Evening 
Division has altered with the 
changing world. During the cur- 
rent school year the Evening Divi- 
sion is offering courses in art, busi- 
ness, economics, education, Eng- 
lish, French, Spanish and Russian, 
geography, geology, government, 
history, industrial technology, 
mathematics, philosophy, physics, 
psychology, religion, sociology and 
speech. 

The majority of the students are 
employed adults. Yet, some of the 
regular students choose to take 
some of the night courses. Despite 
the recent addition of a fine new 
language laboratory, the language 
faculty has been taxed to keep up 
with the demand. 

In my opinion, the evening 
courses are for the most part taken 
only by those who are in dead 
earnest about their education. 
Many of the finest students are 
obliged to work in the day time. 
Nevertheless, they plug away night

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PRESIDENT'S 
CORNER 

A Year Of 
Self Study 

This is a year of self-study at 
Centenary College. By the fall of 
1964 our faculty will produce a re- 
port of several hundred pages — 
the result of a long, hard look at 
ourselves in the mirror. This self- 
study is required of all member- 
colleges of the Southern Associ- 
ation of Colleges, our accrediting 
agency, every ten years. The 
Southern Association will then send 
a committee to the college for 
close scrutiny 
of both college 
and report. The 
preparation o f 
this report is no 
small task, but 
the results 
should be re- 
warding. 

The self-study 
is centered 
around answers 
to two ques- 
tions. First, 
what is our ob- 
jective? Seend, how well are we 
moving toward that objective? 

For many years the Board of 
Trustees, college administration, 
and faculty have held as our ob- 
jective the creation of a truly 
superior liberal arts college; one 
with a national reputation. My 
annual reports to the Board have 
reviewed the past year's progress 
toward this goal and recommended 
plans for future progress. These 
plans always called for better pay 
for better teachers, better teaching 
equipment, better buildings, and 
higher academic standards. 

Believing that private, church- 
related colleges ought to operate 
within a framework of quality, we 
picked out a dozen fine liberal arts 
colleges across the nation and have 
tried to find out why they are na- 
tionally recognized as great col- 
leges. We feel that it is the spe- 
cial duty of private colleges and 
universities to lead the way toward 
higher education standards, and 
we want to be among the leaders. 
Mr. Paul Brown, Chairman of our 
Board, in speaking to the National 
Conference of Trustees for Church 
Colleges, at Lake Junaluska, N. C, 
in 1959, expressed our convictions 
most clearly when he said: 

"One other thing should be 
very clear to us. Our church- 
related colleges and universities 
cannot engage in a system of 
mass production of education. 
Neither our facilities nor our 
means will permit. A most for- 
tunate result is that our pe- 
culiar field must be in quality 
education, not quantity. This, 
I believe, is a most excellent 
thing for higher education in 
America." 
Repeatedly I have told our facul- 
ty that the classroom is the pay- 
off. Teaching — good teaching — 
is the main job for us. Research 
is good in its place; but we never 
want it said of us at Centenary, as 
it has been said of some which

One fact stood out clean and 
clear as Cenenary's basketball 
squad readied for its 1963-64 open- 
er Dec. 2 against East Texas Bap- 
tist: Coach Orvis Sigler still didn't 
know who his first team would 
be, and might not know before 
New Year's Day.

CENTENARY ART DEPT. HAS SPACIOUS NEW QUARTERS 



Alumni who remember the Art 
Department when it was located in 
old South Hall or, more recently, 
when it was housed in the second 
floor of Jackson Hall, would be 
surprised to see the spacious studi- 
os and classrooms it has occupied 
since the beginning of the 1963-64 
academic year. The Art Depart- 
ment now has expanded to include 
all but one room on the third floor 
of Jackson Hall. There are two 
large studios for drawing and 
painting, a graphic arts workshop 
fully equipped for relief, intaglio, 
and planographic printmaking, a 
lecture room with an adjoining 
study room for art history and ap- 
preciation classes, and a room for 
storage and the preparation of 
exhibits. 

The Centenary College Depart- 
ment of Art is an integral part of 
the liberal arts program to which 
the college is dedicated and, as 
such, is not intended to take the 
place of a specialized professional 
art school. Its aim is to give the 
student sound training in drawing, 
painting, art history, printmaking, 
and technique, and to encourage 
creative thinking and productivity. 
The departmental requirements, 
coupled with those of the college 
in the humanities and sciences, 
give the student a broad back- 
ground of basic knowledge which 
has significant cultural and practi- 
cal value. For students whose 
field of concentration lies in other 
departments, courses in art his- 
tory, art appreciation, and draw- 
ing are offered each semester. 

The courses of the department 
are centered around the study of 
drawing and painting, with the 
ability to draw well being regarded 
as the basis of art and the logical 
starting point for the student. 
Fundamentals are stressed in the 
beginning classes, but as the stu- 
dent progresses he's encouraged to 
experiment with different media 
and methods of expression. Tech- 



niques are studied, not as final 
goals, but as means to increase the 
possibility of full expression. 

The history and appreciation 
courses are designed to meet the 
needs of both the art major and 
the student who is interested in 
art solely as a cultural experience. 
Art is not studied as an isolated 
human experience, but is studied 
in relation to the social and cul- 
tural backgrounds out of which it 
grew. These classes are taught by 
means of illustrated lectures mak- 
ing use of mounted prints and 



transparent slides. The library 
contains books which cover the 
fields of art and architecture from 
remote antiquity to the present 
time, and additions are being 
made regularly to this collection. 
A gallery in the new library 
houses the permanent art collec- 
tion of the college which includes 
original works ranging from 17th 
century Holland to modern Japan. 
There are other exhibition areas 
on the campus for the proper dis- 
play of student work as well as the 
work of guest exhibitors. All 



students taking studio courses par- 
ticipate in student exhibits whether 
or not they are art majors. 

During his four years of study 
at Centenary College the art major 
follows an organized but flexible 
program. The first two years are 
devoted largely to the study of 
drawing and composition and art 
history. The live model, still-life, 
and nature are drawn in pencil, 
charcoal, pastel, crayon, and other 
media. Criticism classes are held 
each week to analyze the work

have received large government 
grants for research, that students 
have become a nuisance. Nor do 
we want our course offerings scat- 
tered over such a wide field that 
quality deteriorates. Last March, 
in a "School for Trustees" at 
Baton Rouge, a trustee of a tax- 
supported college protested over 
the creation of too many state uni- 
versities in Louisiana by saying, 
"We don't need nine mediocre 
universities." 

Centenary yet has many steps to 
take before it can be numbered 
with the top dozen liberal arts col- 
leges; but we are well on our way 
to that goal, drawing an increas- 
ing number of fine students each 
year from distant points across the 
nation. We will continue to operate 
within the framework of quality, 
moving each year closer to our 
worthy goal. We believe this is 
the type of college every graduate 
and former student wants us to 
build.

Jackson Hall Has 
New Lease On Life 

Jackson Hall, Centenary's oldest, 
and indeed, most versatile build- 
ing, continues to adjust to meet the 
needs of Centenary College stu- 
dents. 

She opened her doors this fall to 
reveal a completely remodeled in- 
terior. Offices for the English De- 
partment will be together for the 
first time on the first floor. The 
old library rooms have been paint- 
ed and partitioned to provide class- 
rooms and a pleasant studio at- 
mosphere for the art department 
on the second floor. Offices for 
professors of history, languages, 
and art have been constructed on 
the second floor as well. Glass 
panes now surround the fire es- 
capes, giving the whole building 
an airier appearance. 

Today's picture is far afield of 
that of 1908. "By the hardest kind 
of work, ground was broken De- 
cember 31, 1906, and the contract 
for the first building was let for 
$29,200. This building, three stories 
and basement, which cost $33,000, 
thirty thousand being supplied by 
the people of Shreveport, was 
ready for the session which opened 
on September 16, 1908." Thus 
Wiliam Hamilton Nelson describes 
the birth of Jackson Hall in his 
history of Centenary College, "A 
Burning Torch and a Flaming 
Tree." The building at that time 
included the dormitories on the 
two top floors, the administration 
building, the chapel, located on 
the west wing of the second floor, 
the library, science laboratories, 
and faculty apartments. 

Most of these functions were 
relegated to other buildings by 
1921 when the campus plant con- 
sisted of four buildings. Between 
1937 and 1938 a complete recon- 
struction of the building, leaving 
only the basement untouched, 
transformed the four-story building 
to its present three-story height. 
Jackson Hall continued to contain 
the Science Department until 1950 
brought the completion of the 
Science Building. Only last year, 
with the addition of Centenary's 
extensive modern library, was the 
work load of providing library 
space lifted. 

The installation of a fully-equip- 
ped language lab on the right wing 
of the first floor last year was a 
major step toward Jackson Hall's 
present status as the humanities 
building. This summer's remodel- 
ing added the finishing touches 
toward retaining Jackson Hall's 
importance as a vital organ in the 
life of Centenary College.

after night until they have received 
their degrees. From this they will 
go on to successful business 
careers and lives. 

Of course, I may be unduly in- 
fluenced by my personal experi- 
ence, but I think that the Evening 
Division is just as important to 
the community it serves as the 
Day Division. A century ago it 
was necessary only that most peo- 
ple be provided with sufficient edu- 
cation to read and write. Those 
days are gone forever, but the 
education of the people is still a 
matter of vital concern to the 
State. A higher education is es- 
sential and a man who has to 
work to support his family cannot 
obtain that higher education unless 
he is fortunate enough to live in 
a community where evening cours- 
es are available. The quality of 
life in a community is dependent 
upon the number of educated indi- 
viduals residing therein. 

Another factor of modern im- 
portance is the need for the aver- 



age man to be "retreaded" in his 
skills and education. Modern tech- 
nology is moving so rapidly that 
men can find themselves techni- 
cally obsolete — and unemployable 
— unless they pursue a program 
of continuing education. 

Where education is lacking, 
suspicion, crime and violence 
abound. It has been only through 
education that we have today se- 
curity of person and property in 
our country, and the very survival 
of America may fairly be said to 
depend upon educated citizenry. 

No greater institution exists 
than one that offers higher and 
specialized education. When such 
a school seeks to provide an edu- 
cation for all people, through its 
regular courses and evening class- 
es, it deserves the wholehearted 
support of the citizens of the com- 
munity in which it exists, as well 
as the students whose lives have 
been enriched as a result of their 
education there. 

"Educate the people," was the 
first admonition addressed by 
Penn to the colony which he 
founded; "Educate the people," 
was the legacy of Washington to 
the nation which he served; "Edu- 
cate the people," was the unceas- 
ing exhortation of Jefferson. Per- 
sons sunk in ignorance are free in 
name only. Knowledge is an ally 
of liberty.

done outside of class. In the art 
history class he traces the develop- 
ment of painting, sculpture, and 
architecture from ancient times to 
the present day. The next two 
years are devoted largely to paint- 
ing, but the student also learns to 
make and print etchings, dry- 
points, aquatints, and other in- 
taglio methods, woodcuts and other 
types of relief prints in black and 
white and in color; and he will 
study the techniques of lithography 
and serigraphy. In the Materials 
and Techniques course, he experi- 
ments with the less common meth- 
ods of painting: encaustic, egg- 
tempera, casein, and plastics; also 
he designs and executes mosaics. 
Each art major has a one-man 
show of his best paintings, draw- 
ings, and prints during his senior 
year. 



The department has one full- 
time and two part-time faculty 
members. Willard Cooper, head 
of the department, received his 
Bachelor of Arts degree from Cen- 
tenary College and the Master of 
Fine Arts degree from the Escuela 
Universitaria de Bellas Artes in 
Mexico. He returned to his Alma

the department for the twenty-four 
years prior to his death in April 
of that year. Miss Elizabeth 
Friedenberg, who teaches in the 
evening division, received her 
Bachelor of Arts degree from Cen- 
tenary College and the Master of 
Arts degree from Stephen F. Aus- 
tin State College in Texas.

"A BASIS FOR 
COMPARISON"

A recent issue of one of our na- 
tional magazines contained the pic- 
ture of a beautiful young German 
girl dressed in an attractive coat 
and giving an intriguing smile to 
the photographer. The girl was 
Jewish, and the picture was made 
during the Hitler regime in Nazi 
Germany. The accompanying arti- 
cle was written in 1963, twenty 
years after the picture was taken. 
The author was the same person 
i^j^^^^ as shown in the 
J picture, but 
twenty years 
older and now 
a citizen of the 
United States. 

The author 
now asks her- 
self the ques- 
tion, "How was 
it possible for 
me at any time 
under the Nazi 
regime to be 
happy in any degree whatsoever? 
How could I pose for this picture 
with a broad smile on my face, 
while wearing the coat of a friend 
who had been exterminated by the 
Nazis?" Her explanation was that 
she was only a girl who had lived 
under no government other than 
that of the Nazis. To the extent of 
her knowledge all governments 
were of that type, and she would 
wring from life all the pleasure 
she could under the circumstances. 
Her parents, trembling in fear, had 
not dared criticize the Nazi regime 
for its unspeakable cruelty — lest 
in an unguarded moment at school 
she might let slip a critical re- 
mark. In brief, she said that she 
accepted the Nazi regime as norm- 
al because she had no basis for 
comparison. 

It is tragic to have no basis for 
comparison. This is where educa- 
tion comes in. True education 
furnishes a basis for comparison. 
Without this, balanced judgment is 
impossible. There is nothing so 
illuminating, so enlightening, as 
another point of view, another 
standard by which a problem can 
be judged and measured. Some- 
times there is nothing quite so dis- 
turbing as looking at the world 
through the eyes of another person. 
Under the impact of another poin* 
of view the walls of our compart- 
mentalized thinking, like the walls 
of Jericho, come tumbling down. 
For a while we may stand embar- 
rassed, feeling naked and defense- 
less before a larger world than we 
have ever viewed before. Then at 
last we realize that now we are a 
part of the great brotherhood of 
man under the fatherhood of God. 

Thus a basis for comparison is a 
dangerous thing. It was too dang- 
erous for Hitler's Germany to tol-

Starts Streak 

If it's all the same to everybody, 
Centenary's basketballers would 
just as soon dismiss the first ten 
games of their 1963-64 season as 
"spring training." 

It's a well-known fact that 
major league baseball clubs play 
a lot of innings down South before 
they start keeping the standings, 
just so they can iron out the 
muscle kinks, sharpen their eyes 
and figure out who's on first. 
That's about what the Gent round- 
ballers accomplished in their first 
ten outings — or so Coach Orvis 
Sigler believes as "This Is Centen- 
ary" goes to press. 

The sophomore-laden Gentlemen 
waltzed through the first three 
games of the season, downing East 
Texas Baptist, Texas Christian and 
Ole Miss. Then the tough segment, 
of their schedule came up, and 
sobriety set in among Centenary 
well-wishers. 

Sigler' s kids fell before powerful 
Rice, the Southwest Conference's 
top-seeded entry, at Hirsch Youth 
Center. Then they lost road games 
to equally mighty Texas Western 
and New Mexico State to even the 
won-loss record. 

Back at home for the tenth annu- 
al Gulf South Classic, the Gents 
beat Ole Miss' Rebels again in a 
torrid first-rounder before bowing 
to champion Tennessee in the fin- 
als. Then, after an understand- 
ably losing effort against the de- 
fending AAU champion Phillips 
66ers, they went all the way to 
Peoria, 111., for a lesson at the 
hands of the highly-rated Bradley 
Braves. 

Since the loss to Phillips isn't 
counted in the official records, that 
left Centenary with a 4-5 record in 
mid-January. But then the in- 
tangible benefits of having played 
the toughest foes began to show 
up. 

Starting on Jan. 11 the Gents 
walloped arch-enemy Northwest- 
ern State, Loyola of the South and 
Tennessee Tech in rapid succes- 
sion, averaging 101 points in each 
of the three games. 

The 113-74 humiliation of NSC, 
an all-time single-game scoring 
record for Centenary teams, was 
all the sweeter because it happen- 
ed in the Demons' home gym.

College to Celebrate Library Week

The Centenary College Library 
will join similar institutions 
throughout the nation in the ob- 
servance of National Library 
Week, April 12-18, 1964. Marking 
a little better than a year of opera- 
tions in the new library building, 
the week will be an appropriate 
occasion of Thanksgiving for the 
existence of such a modern and 
efficient facility on the Centenary 
Campus and the reason for special 
book exhibits at the library. 

With the theme, "Reading is the 
Key," National Library Week pro- 
vides special opportunities to em- 
phasize the personal rewards in 
reading and to increase interest in 
developing reading and research 
resources for the College and the 
Shreveport area. College and uni- 
versity libraries belong in a real 
sense to two communities: the 
campus world of students and 
faculty which they serve directly, 
and the wider general community 
of the city, state, and nation, for 
which they constitute such an im- 
portant educational resource. Ac- 
cordingly, National Library Week 
has two distinct objectives at Cen- 
tenary: First, to work toward an 
ever-greater awareness and use of 
the library by the campus family; 
secondly, and more importantly, to 
make the library and its resources 
better known to those who support 
it, particularly the alumni, so that 
there can be a wider public under- 
standing of the library, its serv- 
ices, and its present and future 
needs. 

The new Centenary Library of- 
fers a fine example of what a 
library can do when it is provided 
with spacious and attractive quart- 
ers. Circulation has increased by 
over twenty-five per cent, while 



general student use of the facilities 
has increased beyond measure. An 
average of sixty students are using 
the library during each of its open 
hours, and on busy evenings, over 
one hundred students are in the 
building at any given time. This 
represents over one-eighth of the 
full-time student enrollment at the 
college, a distinguished achieve- 
ment for any institution of higher 
learning. 

A qualified staff of three profes- 
sional librarians, five sub-profes- 
sional assistants, and a large body 
of student employees provides rapid 
and efficient service to the faculty, 
students, and library visitors. The 
music listening rooms enable stu- 
dents to listen to recordings of 
music and great plays as a supple- 
ment to their regular course work. 
The current magazine and new 
book sections invite browsing. The 
reference desk offers assistance in 
the location of needed materials, 
and a variety of study rooms and 
group and individual tables pro- 
vide comfortable and quiet corners 
for study and reading. The policy 
of employing students to assist 
with library operations serves the 
library well, and incidentally en- 
ables the individual student to 
earn a substantial portion of his 
college expenses in a job that is 
interesting and which contributes 
to his general educational develop- 
ment. 

Indeed, the Centenary Library 
rates high in meeting the stand- 
ards in facilities and personnel 
recommended by the American Li- 
brary Association for small college 
libraries. Only one-half the col- 
lege libraries in the country meet 
these standards. The big short- 
coming is the library collection. 
The library has nearly 60,000 vol- 



umes, but both the quantity and 
quality are inadequate by at least 
20,000 volumes, by both the Ameri- 
can Library Association Standards 
and the demands of the students 
for new and more books. 

The library is gradually meeting 
the need for new and more books 
in all fields of study through gen- 
erous increases in the college book 
budget. Valuable gifts of books or 
money for books have been re- 
ceived since the move to the new 
library building. Many library 
friends and Centenary alumni also 
have been generous in giving 
money for the purchase of books 
to be dedicated in honor of, or in 
memory of, friends and relatives. 
Because of discounts, a five dollar 
gift will permit the purchase of a 
six dollar book; a ten dollar gift, 
a twelve dollar book; or twenty- 
five dollars, an expenditure of 
thirty-five dollars. In all cases, 
the library sends appropriate ac- 
knowledgement cards to the donor. 
Similar cards are sent to the per- 
son to be honored, or to the rela- 
tives of the person for whom the 
book is a memorial. A book plate, 
which gives the name of the donor 
and the person to be honored, is 
placed in an appropriate book in 
either the reference or general col- 
lection. The library thus is con- 
tinually adding to its collection and 
looks forward to the day when it 
can honestly say that it has devel- 
oped a library of truly superior 
quality. 

In 1961, President John F. Ken- 
nedy, in connection with National 
Library Week, said, "Books and 
libraries and the will to use them 
are among the most important 
tools our nation has to diffuse 
knowledge and to develop our 
powers of creative wisdom. It is,

THOMAS ISSUES PROGRESS REPORT

Centenary has grown rapidly 
during the past several years and 
now has one of the most attractive 
campuses in this area. The Aug- 
ust issue of "This is Centenary" 
reported that the 13th building in 
13 years was being completed. The 
13th building, the School of Music, 
will replace the last frame build- 
ing on the campus. An investment 
of ten million dollars has gone into 
these buildings and the other facili- 
ties. The replacement costs would 
be even higher. 

Centenary's endowment is also 
growing and presently has a 
market value in excess of eight 
million dollars. A recent gift to 
the endowment fund was made by 
Mr. Walter Dobie, class of '54, in 
the amount of $640.00 with a 
matching gift from his employer, 
Phillips Petroleum Company. 

The cost of attending Centenary 
College is often misquoted and is 
thought by some to be much higher 
than it actually is. Tuition is 
charged at $20.00 per semester 
hour. With an average load of six- 
teen hours per semester, the tu- 
ition would be $640.00 per year. 
The charge for room and board is 
$640.00 a year making an average 
cost of $1,280.00 a year. Tuition 
paid by the student accounts for a 
little less than 50% of the total cost 
to the college for that student to 
attend. The balance of the cost is 
supplied from gifts and income 
from endowment.

PRESIDENT-ELECT WILKES 
HAS VARIED BACKGROUND 



Dr. Jack Stauffer Wilkes, who on 
June 1 will become the 31st presi- 
dent of Centenary College, is a 
man of many resources. 

During his 46 years he has been 
a Methodist minister, a university 
president, the mayor of a city of 
360,000, a football and basketball 
coach, a teacher of speech and 
religion, a theatrical director and a 
patron of the arts. 

Born in Honey Grove, Tex., in 
1917, the son of the late Rev. Rex 
B. Wilkes and Mrs. Fay Stauffer 
Wilkes, he spent most of his boy- 
hood as a small-town pastor's son 
in Arkansas. He was a fine all- 
around athlete at Gurdon High 
School and went to LSU via a foot- 
ball scholarship in 1934. 

After his freshman year at the 
state university Wilkes decided to 
transfer to the University of Chi- 
cago, where he believed the aca- 
demic atmosphere might prove 



more challenging. That institution 
gave up football after one year, 
however, and Wilkes was unable to 
finance further education there. 
He returned home to Arkansas and 
took his degree at Hendrix College. 

In 1941 Wilkes was awarded the 
Bachelor of Divinity degree at 
Southern Methodist University, 
where he was president of the 
student body and an all-around 
leader. He then entered the Okla- 
homa Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Church, where he has 
remained ever since. 

During his early years as pastor 
at Goodwell, Okla., Wilkes also 
taught and coached at nearby Pan- 
handle A&M College. It was to 
stand him in good stead in 1957 
when, after many years of pastoral 
service, he was elected president 
of Oklahoma City University. 

Dr. Wilkes served in that execu- 
tive position for six years, helping 



REINS MAY 31 

Leaves Living 
Monument To 
Administration 

The era of "Mickle the Builder" 
comes to a close on May 31. 

On that date Dr. Joe J. Mickle, 
guiding spirit behind Centenary's 
greatest era of physical develop- 
ment, will retire after 19 years as 
the college's 30th president. The 
campus which he will turn over to 
his successor, Dr. Jack S. Wilkes, 
is a living monument to his vision 
and determination. 

When Dr. Mickle on April 19 ac- 
cepted the new Hurley Memorial 
Music Building from its donor, 
Mrs. Ed E. Hurley, he had 13 new 
permanent campus structures to 
show for the Master Building Plan 
which he ramrodded into existence 
soon after assuming the presidency 
in 1945. 

While Dr. Mickle was accepting 
the School of Music's new home, 
the old frame structure which it 
replaced was far gone in the pro- 
cess of demolition, marking the 
end of the last of the frame build- 
ings which had served for so long. 

From any standpoint the Mickle 
building record is astounding. The 
only major unit envisioned in the 
Master Plan which did not materi- 
alize during his 19 years, a project- 
ed Humanities Building, failed to 
do so only because college officials 
agreed that available funds were 
more urgently needed elsewhere. 

Fittingly, President Mickle' s fin- 
al official act at Centenary will be 
to deliver the annual commence- 
ment address on May 31. Dr. 
Wilkes will be present at the exer- 
cises, and on the following day, 
June 1, he will assume the presi- 
dency. 

Even in retirement, President 
Mickle will not be far from the 
institution he did so much to build. 
He and Mrs. Mickle have leased 
an apartment in Shreveport not far 
from the campus, and both assure 
their many friends that they plan 
to continue their interest in the 
college.

ALL SIGNS SAY 'GO'

This is my last message to the 
Alumni Association through these 
columns. As you have heard, my 
retirement becomes effective on 
June 1. On that day Dr. Jack 
Stauffer Wilkes, formerly presi- 
dent of Oklahoma City University, 
will become Centenary's thirty- 
first president. 

Dr. Wilkes has been a personal 
friend over a period of years. We 
have been thrown together in vari- 
ous meetings of college presidents, 
and Dr. Wilkes in past years has 
been a visitor at Centenary Col- 
lege.

bloom, are loud 
in their praise 
of our campus. 
While a few 
more buildings 
will be needed 
down through 
the years, and 
the landscaping 
of the entire campus is not yet 
completed, the beauty of the 
campus inspires everyone. The 
completion of the Ed E. Hurley 
Memorial Music Building has per- 
mitted the removal of the old 
music building, the last of the 
frame buildings used for classroom 
work. 

The faculty, operating under the 
able direction of Dean Bond Flem- 
ing, is in wholehearted support of 
Centenary's drive for excellence 
as a liberal arts college. And it 
would be difficult to find a more 
dynamic and capable dean of 
students than Walter ("Cowboy" 
to many of you) Hohmann. I 
could not hand over to Dr. Wilkes 
two more capable administrators 
in their respective fields. As a 
result of the work of Dean Fleming 
and a fine faculty, the student 
body is bringing high scholastic 
attainment into sharper focus. The 
awarding of three Woodrow Wilson 
Fellowships to Centenary students 
this year is regarded by many as 
our major achievement. 

All of these things have aroused 
a new sense of pride among alum- 
ni and other Centenary supporters. 
Enthusiasm with which hundreds 
of workers have entered into our 
present financial campaign for 
$2.5 million is a reflection of the 
confidence which they have in the 
future of our college.

STEVE VICTORY 

The following article entitled

ATTORNEY AT LAW AND EX- 
PERT AT PUNT . . . Just before 
the Cape May Coast Guard Bears 
embarked on their trip to West 
Point, N. Y., to play the Army B 
Squad, Steve Victory, a recruit 
here, asked Coach Joe Bettencourt 
if he could try out for the football 
team. He had never played organ- 
ized football but, "I can kick a 
ball pretty well," he said. 

Coach Bettencourt, because of 
his experience with the Green Bay 
Packers, the University of Con- 
necticut, and many high school 
teams, found out a long time ago 
that every man should be given a 
chance asked Steve to "kick a 
few." After a couple of boots hit 
target, Victory was added to the 
team. 

During the tough game at West 
Point, which the Bears won 13-6, 
Victory's prowess became evident 
as he punted the Bears out of trou- 
ble repeatedly.

Athletics is nothing new to the 
young lawyer. When asked if he 
played high school football, he re- 
plied, "No, I was too light — 115 
pounds — and I was only 16 years 
old when I graduated."

He was an all-state short- 
stop in 1956 and a member of the 
AAA State Champions. At 16, he 
was the youngest college baseball 
letterman in the U. S. A. He was 
offered 4 major league baseball 
contracts, but chose college in- 
stead.

the thirtieth president of Centenary 
College for over nineteen years. 
The longest term served by any 
other president was from 1870 to 
1882, by Charles G. Andrews. The 
average term of service of all Cen- 
tenary presidents has been less 
than five years. When, on May 31, 
1964, I hand out the last diploma, 
the total of all diplomas handed to 
Centenary College graduates in its 
one hundred and thirty-nine years 
will be approximately 4,817. It 
has been my pleasure to hand out 
approximately 3,039 of these. I 
give you these figures so that you 
may recognize the growth in the 
number of graduates in recent 
years. This has meant added 
strength to the Alumni Association, 
and greater support for Centenary 
in the years ahead. 

I leave the presidency of Centen- 
ary with deep gratitude to all who 
have helped make its present posi- 
tion possible. And I leave with the 
firm conviction that the future of 
this college is very bright if it 
stays within the bounds of excel- 
lence in everything it undertakes. 

In expressing his faith in the fu- 
ture of the liberal arts college, 
Frederic W. Ness, Vice President 
of Long Island University, has 
ably stated my faith in the future 
of Centenary:

Centenary College, striving man- 
fully to improve its already-im- 
pressive student-teacher ratio, has 
added no fewer than 11 faculty 
members to its staff for 1964-65. 

Since only four full-time faculty 
members of last year will be miss- 
ing, the additions will result in a 
net gain of seven. Also expanding 
the list of effectives will be Dr. Vir- 
ginia Carlton, head of the depart- 
ment of mathematics, who will be 
back to duty after a year as a 
Fulbright Teaching Fellow in 
Ghana. 

The absentees will be Dr. Bruno 
Strauss, revered teacher of Ger- 
man and history, who has retired; 
Orlin Corey, head of the depart- 
ment of speech and drama, who 
with Mrs. Corey will be on a world 
tour; David Williams, assistant 
professor of education, who will be 
completing his doctoral require- 
ments at the University of Arizona; 
and John F. Gates, instructor in 
physical education, who has left 
college teaching. 

There will also be a new face on 
the administrative staff. Frank 
D. Austin, who for 20 years has 
served as business manager-secre- 
tary of the Amarillo, Tex., public 
schools, will become business man- 
ager and treasurer of the college, 
replacing Joel Thomas, who is re- 
signing to enter private practice 
as an accountant.

There will be 368 students attend- 
ing Centenary College for the first 
time when school opens in mid- 
September, according to figures 
compiled Aug. 16 by the Enroll- 
ment Office at the college.

Six Generations of Browns, 
Perrys Supported Centenary 



There are few colleges in this 
country who can boast of the loyal- 
ty and support of one family for 
six generations — but Centenary 
can. Beginning with Robert Perry 
of Jackson, Louisiana, who in 1831 
contracted to supply 500,000 bricks 
for the building of The College of 
Louisiana's first dormitory t o 
James Harold Blackmon, Jr., 
Class of 1968, the Perry-Brown 
family has played a prominent 
part in Centenary's history and 
development. 

The College of Louisiana, fore- 
runner of the present Centenary, 
was established as a state college 
by the Louisiana legislature in 
1825. The college opened in frame 
buildings located on the courthouse 
square in the east Louisiana town 
of Jackson, but after six years bet- 
ter facilities were provided for in 
the building of the first of two 
brick structures on the campus. 
Robert Perry, a prominent Jackson 
citizen, was the contractor selected 
to provide the bricks. 

After twenty years as a state 



school The College of Louisiana 
was about to close for lack of 
students when the buildings were 
bought by the Mississippi confer- 
ence of the Methodist Church to 
provide a permanent home for the 
already established second home 
in Brandon Springs, Miss., prior to 
the move to Jackson. Robert Per- 
ry was among those elected to 
Centenary's first Board of Trustees 
in June of 1845. Thomas Walthal 
Brown, the father of Paul M. 
Brown, graduated from Centenary 
in 1850. In 1853, Sanford Perry, 
the son of Robert Perry, was grad- 
uated from Centenary. Paul M. 
Brown, class of 1890, married the 
daughter of Sanford Perry. Mr. 
Brown also served as a member 
of the Board of Trustees, being 
elected in 1906 and serving during 
the period of Centenary's move 
from southeast Louisiana t o 
Shreveport. He also served, for a 
while, as Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees. 

Paul M. Brown, Sr., had three 
sons who were graduates of Cen-

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PRESIDENT'S 
CORNER 

By DR. JACK S. WILKES 

Very few people really under- 
stand the costs of non tax-support- 
ed college education. For instance, 
the tuition which a student pays at 
Centenary pays less than half the 
cost of his education. He pays 
$640 a year in tuition and it costs 
more than $1,350 a year per student 
to operate the college. This in- 
cludes only the annual operating 
budget of the college. (The capi- 
tal funds which every college must 
have to build and furnish buildings, 
buy science equipment, expand 
programs, etc., are in a separate 
budget. ) 

This is true of every college that 
is stressing quality in education. 
Centenary has been striving to 
reach a program of excellence 
these past few years. This has 
meant faculty enlargement and 
salary increases; more student aid 
through scholarships, loans, and 
grants; better 
student servic- 
es; enlarged 
programs. Dur- 
ing five of the 
last six years 
there has been 
a deficit in the 
operating bud- 
get. The one 
year in which 
there was not a 
'deficit some 

Dr. W.lkes m m wag put 

in the operating budget from debt 
refunding. This year's budget 
adopted last spring also anticipates 
a deficit. 

The three sources of income for 
the operating budget are tuition, 
income from interest on endow- 
ment, and gifts. Centenary can- 
not expect any large increases in 
income for the operating budget 
from the endowment funds in the 
near future. It will be necessary 
to greatly increase the gifts to the 
college from alumni and friends 
during the next few years. Un- 
doubtedly it will also be necessary 
to consider tuition as an additional 
means of income. If the tuition 
should be raised the increased in- 
come should be used only for 
faculty salaries and enlargement, 
increased student scholarship 
funds, and enlarged student serv- 
ices. 

The financial program of Centen- 
ary is of vital concern to the whole 
Centenary family. I hope we can 
continue the program of excellence 
we have begun.

Corrington Pens 
Civil War Novel

John William Corrington (class 
of '56, now on the faculty at LSU 
in Baton Rouge) has added to his 
previously published volumes of 
poetry, Where We Are and The 
Anatomy of Love, a novel — And 
Wait For The Night. While dis- 
claiming the work as historical 
novel, he deals with a period of 
history dear to all southerners, 
THE war. With Shreveport 1865 
as focal point the novel treats both 
black and white people of the area 
and deals with their hopes, their 
fears, the variety of their attitudes 
and experiences, and the degree of 
their involvement in the war. Re- 
viewing history at least as far back 
as the War with Mexico, he im- 
plies that the more the South 
changes the more it is the same. 
Use of place names and family 
names — Sentell and Norton — 
still familiar to Shreveporters and 
Louisianians, suggests a tradition 
that is at least as resistant to 
change as the people perpetuating 
the tradition are committed to its 
endurance.

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3-2 Engineering Plan Produces Whole' Graduates

After many years of discussion 
and procrastination, engineering 
and technical schools throughout 
the nation have begun to realize 
that the problem of making ade- 
quate provision for the general 
education of the young engineering 
student can no longer be ignored. 
The movement to provide this 
student with some knowledge of 
the world which his profession has 
been instrumental in creating and 
in which he must live and work is 
at long last underway at Cente- 
nary. We like to refer to it as "the 
best of two worlds" through the 
Three-Two Engineering Plan. 

Though the Three-Two Plan be- 
gan almost fifty years ago, the at- 
titude of other schools and the pro- 
fessions has been that of the 
amused and condescending but un- 
interested and unimpressed ob- 
server. This situation has not 
been due entirely to lack of edu- 
cational interest. The engineering 
professions and organizations have 
also been unimpressed observers 
until more recent developments 
brought about the realization that 
the need for "a social-humanistic 
stem" was needed in engineering 
education. The analysis of these 
and other factors has brought 
about a desire to "do something 
about" the situation at Centenary 
by establishing a Three-Two Engi- 
neering Plan in cooperation with 
four of the leading Engineering 
Schools of the area and nation . . . 
Louisiana Polytechnic Institute, 
Texas A&M University, University 
of Arkansas and Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

In more recent years the engi- 
neering professions have begun to 
demand that the product of our 
engineering schools receive more 
than a good technical education 
that would prepare the graduate 
for immediate usefulness in the 
modern engineering office. The 
few professional engineers who 
had been exposed to the liberal 
arts before taking up their techni- 
cal studies, and who argued for 
more general education of the engi- 
neer, the profession, as a whole, 
were skeptical of the movement 
and regarded it as window-dress- 
ing and constituted a waste of time 
for the student. A majority of the 
professional engineers felt this 
way, until movements started by 
the Engineer's Council for Profes- 
sional Development and other in- 
terested bodies exercised impor- 
tant influences bringing about the 
present viewpoint.. The Council 
has sought to raise the status of 
the professional engineer through 
securing a wider public recogni- 
tion of his accomplishments and 
important part he plays in modern 
life and in the possible contribu- 
tions which he may make in solv- 
ing the economic and social prob- 
lems of this Engineering Age. It 
gradually became obvious that the 
basic difficulty to achieve these 
ends was educational, but the tra- 
ditional engineering influences of 
being practical, forceful, and tech- 
nical left few engineers capable of 
making cultural contributions to 
the curriculum. 

It is interesting to review the 
historic development of the idea of 
combining liberal arts with the

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professions. Fifty years ago, the 
School of Engineering of Columbia 
University began to require educa- 
tion at college level in English, 
literature, history, economics and 
social sciences. The educational 
philosophy involved rested largely 
on cultural grounds. Some fifteen 
or twenty years earlier, the schools 
of law and medicine began requir- 
ing liberal arts work as a prerequi- 
site to admission to professional 
study. It was agreed that engi- 
neering had come of age as a pro- 
fession and that the engineer 
should be a cultured gentleman, 
and since he, having been largely 
responsible for creating the eco- 
nomic and social problems of mod- 
ern life, should take a leading part 
in solving them. 

It has become increasingly clear 
that the engineer must have suffi- 
cient knowledge of economic, so- 
cial, and political affairs to make 
himself heard in directing econom- 
ic and social affairs of this compli- 
cated life of today. Demands are 
made that he seek to bring about 
not only technological advances, 
but economic and social advances 
as well. The nation that survives 
in this modern society is the one 
that offers its people the highest 
security and the highest standard 
of living which its technological 
knowledge provides. The future of 
engineering cannot be divorced 
from but must go hand-in-hand 
with economic, social and political 
development. 

The general education of the en- 
gineer is not mere window-dress- 
ing, but preparation for a career 



of wider understanding and serv- 
ice. Under the Three-Two Plan 
the young engineer will find those 
values essential to greater service 
to his fellow men and his profes- 
sion, and also an interest in liberal 
arts which will enrich his entire 
life. A major problem for the en- 
gineering school is finding time for 
additional studies of the liberal 
arts in a regular four-year pro- 
gram of engineering studies that 
already tax the student with over- 
crowding and exacting subject 
matter. Three groups of studies, 
mathematics, natural sciences, 
and basic engineering courses now 
clamor for more of the students' 
time. Under the Three-Two Plan 
the student spends three years in 
Centenary where he studies math 
through calculus, the natural 
sciences, and his basic engineering 
courses, thus during his two years 
in the engineering school of his 
choice he can concentrate on the 
pure engineering courses and make 
practical application of the tools 
and ideas that give power to 
knowledge. 

Under the Three-Two Combined 
Plan a qualified student receives a 
liberal arts education at Cente- 
nary, and a professional education 
in engineering from one of the en- 
gineering schools he may choose — 
all in five years. At the end of the 
five year period the graduating 
student receives both a degree 
from Centenary in liberal arts and 
a B.S. degree in engineering from 
the engineering school of his 
choice. Professional engineering 
schools express the belief that the 



Three-Two Plan student possesses 
a quality that distinguishes him as 
a leader in any profession: self- 
reliance. He possesses a maturity 
and self-confidence unusual in 
undergraduates, and is willing to 
gain a hold on the two worlds that 
are available to students in the 
Plan. He aspires to the highest 
professional attainment in our 
modern society. 

TWO WORLDS. One is the 
world of general knowledge and 
culture gained by his experience 
in a liberal arts college where the 
student pursues work in the natural 
sciences, social sciences, and hu- 
manities. The other world is that 
of the professional and practical 
knowledge of the engineering 
school. By combining these two 
worlds the student makes himself 
a potential leader in modern so- 
ciety. It is the broadly-educated 
man, whose world is not confined 
to technical interests, who does the 
creative work of his profession, 
and is headed for a position of 
leadership.

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PRESIDENT'S 
CORNER

Almost everyone has read of the 
recent student problems at the Uni- 
versity of California. Many of the 
articles indicated that the students 
felt frustrated because the large 
university situation was so imper- 
sonal. Thousands of students on a 
college campus with lecture hall 
classes can make a student feel 
that he means little or nothing to 
the institution. On such a campus 
there is little or no personal con- 
tact with the faculty or adminis- 
tration. Such bigness tends to limit 
and depersonalize the student con- 
tacts as well. 

Another factor in this situation 
is the bright student who attends 
the university 
college of a 
prestige univer- 
sity to take 
courses with a 
"name" profes- 
sor and ends up 
studying under 
a graduate stu- 
d e nt . The 
"name" profes- 
sor these days 
is engrossed in 
research. He 
may spend some time with a very 
limited number of top level grad- 
uate students. The young instruc- 
tor in the prestige university often 
has to neglect his teaching in order 
to do research and publish a book 
so he will be given tenure. His 
problems are described in a fine 
article in LIFE Magazine for 
January 22, 1965. 

It is no wonder that good liberal 
arts colleges like Centenary are 
growing in status every year. Our 
students are in small classes with 
our best faculty people from the 
freshmen year. One result is that 
our seniors last year ranked from 
40% to 80% above the national 
average in two of the three areas 
of the Graduate Record Examina- 
tions which are given to all seniors 
in the better colleges and universi- 
ties over the country. 

There are many varieties of 
higher education in the country. In 
most instances largeness in under- 
graduate education is not synony- 
mous with excellence. More peo- 
ple are coming to appreciate the 
small but good liberal arts college 
like Centenary. Our applications 
for admission for next year indi- 
cate this trend. We have already 
received many more applications 
than we have ever received before 
at this time of the year.

Coach Orvis Sigler's Gent bas- 
ketballers, offensively potent but 
defensively porous, had an 8-8 rec- 
ord to show for two-thirds of their 
1964-65 season.

For their first 16 games the 
Gents scored at a rate of 79.8 points 
a game, but their defense had been 
even more lenient in surrendering 
80.3 a contest to opponents. This 
latter average was affected mighti- 
ly by two games — a 127-90 lacing 
from Tennessee Tech and a 117-90 
rout at the hands of mighty, sec- 
ond-ranked St. Joseph's. 

Tom "Terrific" Kerwin, the six- 
eight junior, continued to lead the 
scoring and rebounding as predict- 
ed by everyone. He had 22.2 points 



a game despite putting away only 
seven against Murray because of 
a virus seizure, and was averag- 
ing 9.1 rebounds. Other double- 
digit scorers were Barrie Haynie 
(16.0), and Larry Shoemaker (10.6), 
with Ralph Schwegman just be- 
yond the rim with 9.6.

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PRESIDENT'S 
CORNER 

By DR. JACK S. WILKES 

Those of you who try to keep cur- 
rent on national education trends — 
I hope and trust that there are 
many among you — may be having 
moments of bafflement, even of 
dread, as you read of events on the 
modern American campus. 

That is understandable. Whether 
or not the college student of 1965 
is better or worse than his pre- 
decessor of the 1930's, he is cer- 
tainly another breed. The things 
he does, the causes he considers 
worth fighting for, the future he 
aims at are not easy for some of 
us to understand; the communica- 
tions gap between generations often 
seems almost unbridgeable. Yet 
bridge it we must, for the alterna- 
tive is the eventual failure of high- 
er education. 

Many of you undoubtedly read 
a March article in Newsweek called 
"Campus '65." It was based on a 
survey of some 
800 students on 
21 American 
campuses, one 
of which was 
Centenary's. 

Some of the 
majority opin- 
ions of those 
polled seem to 
have little to do 
with Centen- 
ary's particular 
situation; many 
of them stem from problems in- 
herent in the huge, sprawling 
"multiversity" like Clark Kerr's 
California. But some of the trends 
evident in the article are very 
much a part of our own situation, 
and they do not frighten me; in- 
deed, they give me grounds for a 
great deal of optimism. 

The modern college student, ac- 
cording to the article, is taking a 
much greater interest in govern- 
ing himself than did his predeces- 
sor of even a decade ago. That is 
certainly one of the most hearten- 
ing facts which I have observed 
during my first year at Centenary. 

If higher education does not turn 
out to be a sort of workshop in 
practical democracy, as well as a 
way-stop toward a career, it does 
not fulfill its total function. It is the 
proper role of college administra- 
tion to encourage students' partici- 
pation in the management of their 
own affairs, so long as this is done 
on the basis of responsibility and 
the long view. 

It is not, and never will be, the 
right of the college administration 
to abdicate its responsibilities in 
favor of students. This is not be- 
cause we of the administration are 
all-knowing and all-seeing, but be- 
cause we have been made respon- 
sible by the Board of Trustees ; we 
will still be carrying the responsi- 
bility long after today's under- 
graduates have scattered in their 
separate directions. And this is as 
it should be if there is to be any

Coach Orvis Sigler would be the 
first to say it— the 1964-65 basket- 
ball season wasn't quite what it 
figured to be. 

True, the Gents hacked out a 
13-11 record — the 19th time they've 
gone .500 or better in 20 post-war 
years. Star Tom Kerwin rated All- 
America honorable mention for the 
second straight year. The record 
was 4-0 against the Pine Cone 
rivals, Louisiana Tech and North- 
western State. 

Yet the fans' hopes for a really 
big winner didn't come off some- 
how. A siege of injuries to key 
players like Barrie Haynie, Ralph 
Schwegman, Capt. Jerry Butcher 
and Donny Henry took an inevita- 
ble toll, and the dangerous assign- 
ment of playing some of the na- 
tion's toughest clubs on the road 
simply proved too demanding. 

Sigler and his hands had to settle 
for respectable road showings 
against titans Cincinnati (84-74), 
St. Joseph's of Philadelphia (117- 
90), North Carolina State (79-64), 
Houston (95-84) and Oklahoma City 
University (78-76). Perhaps their 
outstanding accomplishments were 
wins over Southwest Conference 
foes Rice (81-78) and TCU (84-75) 
and a 90-76 road victory over East 
Tennessee State. 

Kerwin didn't quite come up to 
his over-all showing as a sopho- 
^more, but did average 24.2 points 
a game and set a school one-game 
record by pouring in 41 against 
Louisiana Tech. Haynie shook off 
his injury to become Centenary's 
all-time runner-up in PPG aver- 
ages with exactly 19.0. Schweg- 
man averaged 10.2 before being 
crossed off by injuries for the final 
third of the campaign. 

A better-than-average freshman 
team, operating under Stan Mc- 
Afoos, wrapped up a 12-6 season. 
Top offensive hand was Mike 
Gibbs, six-five forward from Sa- 
lem, 111.

Dr. John C. Munday C27), who 
has been issued 42 U. S. patents, 
was honored for his outstanding 
achievements as an inventor at an 
April 15 dinner given by the Esso 
Research and Engineering Com- 
pany in commemoration of the 
175th anniversary of the signing of 
the first U. S. patent law. 

Dr. Munday, a native of Keith-

continuity of policy at Centenary. 

Yet there is no reason why un- 
dergraduates, fleeting through their 
stay with us is, cannot make sub- 
stantial contributions to the policy 
for which we will be responsible. 
Here at Centenary, they are mak- 
ing such contributions now. 

During this year, widespread stu- 
dent interest in revamping the Stu- 
dent Senate and in perfecting and 
extending the College Honor Sys- 
tem brought about formation of an 
"ad hoc" committee, charged with 
investigating these matters and 
making recommendations to the 
faculty and administration. These 
recommendations have been sub- 
mitted for consideration and have 
an excellent chance of being 
passed, in their basic outlines, by 
the end of this semester. 

It is my conviction that the bene- 
fits of this experience transcend 
the value of the legislation which 
may result. Whatever becomes of 
the recommendations, they have 
been forged as the result of a con- 
tinuing dialogue between students 
and teachers, between students and 
administrators, and among stu- 
dents themselves. They have 
brought out a mutual appreciation 
of varying problems and attitudes 
that cannot fail to be rewarding 
to the participants. 

This, just as much as class- 
rooms, is higher education. 

As a matter of fact, one of the 
most promising signs on our cam- 
pus this year can be summed up 
in the word "dialogue." 

Even before the "ad hoc com- 
mittee" was formed, student de- 
mand had brought about forma- 
tion of several faculty-student dis- 
cussion groups — purely voluntary, 
non-credit affairs in which con- 
temporary books and pressing

Death Claims Dr. Mickle, Mrs. Boydston 
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Death took two of Centenary Col- 
lege's most beloved figures during 
the summer of 1965; President 
Emeritus Joe J. Mickle and Mrs. 
Frank Boydston, long-time enroll- 
ment counselor. 

President Mickle died on June 15 
as a result of a heart attack which 
he suffered on June 7. He was 
66, and just beginning the second 
year of his retirement. 

Mrs. Boydston passed away July 
29 after an extended illness. She 
had retired from her college post 
on June 1. 

Dr. Mickle was survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Maida Works Mickle; 
two daughters, Mrs. E. Dale Tre- 
goning of Carlsbad, N. M., and 
Mrs. I. R. Walker of Houston, 
Tex.; two sisters, Mrs. W. A. Rus- 
sell of Amarillo, Tex., and Mrs. J. 
W. McKee of Corpus Christi, Tex. ; 
and four grandchildren. 

Services were held June 17 at 
Brown Memorial Chapel on the 
campus, one of the many build- 
ings constructed during the late 
president's administration. Dr. D. 
L. Dykes, pastor at Shreveport's 
First Methodist Church, officiated. 
Burial was at Forest Park Ceme- 
tery. 



Born in Cleburne, Tex., Dr. 
Mickle was educated at Clarendon 
College and at Southern Methodist 
University, where he took the 
bachelor's degree in 1917. After 
being awarded the M.A. degree in 
political science at Columbia Uni- 
versity, he also took specialized 




courses in accounting, foreign 
trade and business law at that 
institution. 

He lived in Japan from 1921 to 
1941, first as a professor, later as 
business manager of Kwansei 
Gakuin University in Kobe. At the 
outbreak of World War II he re- 
turned to the United States and 
was executive secretary of the 
Foreign Missions Conference of 



North America in New York City. 
While in that position he lectured 
throughout the country. 

Dr. Mickle became president of 
Centenary in 1945 and began what 
has been termed the most pro- 
gressive administration in the col- 
lege's history. During his 19 years 
the enrollment more than doubled 
and 13 new buildings were erected 
on the campus, all but completely 
replacing the physical plant that 
he had inherited. 

In 1953 he was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Alumnus Award by 
Southern Methodist University. 

Mrs. Boydston was survived by 
her husband, also a Centenary 
graduate; one son, Merritt Boyd- 
ston of Newport Beach, Calif. ; 
two sisters, Mrs. J. A. Clark and 
Mrs. J. A. Turner, both of Lees- 
ville; two brothers, L. L. Alpin of 
Leesville and W. M. Lyles of El 
Paso, Tex.; two grandchildren and 
several nieces and nephews. 

A native of Leesville, she had 
been a Shreveport resident for 35 
years. Prior to joining the Cente- 
nary staff as enrollment counselor, 
she had taught at Byrd and Fair

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Campus First Librarians 
Make Tour or Inspection 



In early June the Centenary Col- 
lege Library had two very special 
visitors. They were H. A. Shep- 
pard of Biloxi, Miss, and Rev. A. 
D. George of Independence, La., 
who in 1909 helped Dr. W. L. Web- 
ber, then president of Centenary 
College, build Centenary's first 
library. 

This was a room on the south- 
east corner of the first floor of 
Jackson Hall. The College had 
just moved from Jackson, La., in 
the fall of 1908 and in the summer 
of 1909 Sheppard and George re- 
mained at the College to build 
shelves to accommodate the books 
being moved from their south 
Louisiana location. Dr. Webber 
catalogued as the two students 
built shelves to hold the collection 
— which included a complete set of 
Audubon bird books. Now worth 
an estimated $100,000, these books 
were sold for $20,000 at one point 
in an effort to allay one of the 
college's chronic fiscal shortages. 

Sheppard and George had ar- 
rived on the campus independently 
of one another and were unaware 
of the other's presence until they 
met in the library. As Sheppard 
commented "We just came by to 
see how the job we started over 
50 years ago finally came out." 

Sheppard attended Centenary 
from 1908 to 1911, leaving some 19 
hours shy of graduation. He was 
in the lumber business in Louisi- 
ana until 1927 when he moved to 
the Pacific Northwest. He re- 
turned to Louisiana and the alumi- 
num industry in Baton Rouge 
where he served until his retire- 
ment in 1955. His purposes in vis- 
iting Shreveport were two-fold, to 
see his grandson graduate from 
Byrd High School and to publicize 
his new home — Seashore Manor in 
Biloxi, a Methodist sponsored 
home for retired persons. 

Rev. Mr. George, who now lives 
in the home where he was born in 
Independence, La., is a retired 
Methodist minister. He enrolled 



at Centenary in February, 1909 and 
entered the ministry in 1913 to 
serve for 40 years. Retired, in 
1953, he still serves as a retired 
supply pastor. 

Needless to say, both gentlemen 
approved the way the job they had 
started turned out. 



Baseballers Top 
Spring Sportsmen 

Baseball, under the canny super- 
vision of Coach Doug Mooty, was 
the star in Centenary's spring 
sports crown this year. 

Mooty's freshman-studded nine 
racked up a 12-8 record, which 
boded much good for the future 
since only two members of the 
squad — pitcher-outfielder Buck 
Horn and catcher Clay Bohanan — 
were lost via graduation. 

Morton Braswell's golfers, 
plagued by a manpower bind, 
posted a 2-5 record, while Malcolm 
Patterson's tennis team improved 
on its 1964 record by posting 3-5-1. 

Coupled with the 13-11 showing 
of the 1964-65 basketball squad, 
those records gave Centenary an 
over-all intercollegiate sports tally 
of 30 wins, 29 losses and a tie.

$> EDITOR'S NOTE: Centenary 
alumnus Donald Barnes, now in the 
South American missionary field, was 
very much on the scene when the 
Republic of Chile suffered its dis- 
astrous earthquake last spring. In 
answer to numerous queries, he has 
forwarded an open letter, portions 
of which are given below. 

The earthquake hit at 12:35 noon 
on Sunday, March 28. Fortunately, 
it was a beautiful sunny Sunday. 
If it had been a workday or at 
night, there would have been many 
more deaths. 

Santiago was jolted quite a bit 
but without too much damage. A 
few old houses fell and some dam- 
age was done to very old adobe 
houses. In our area the damage 
was to tile roofs. We were still in 
Church when it happened — just 
starting the dedication prayer for 
the school and church school work- 
ers for the year. Many people 
fled in panic — others fell to their 
knees crying and praying — others 
just quietly waited to see what 
would happen. There is so little 
you can do — one feels quite help- 
less. The only damage at home 
was to two lovely wood carvings of

deer that fell and broke. There <£- 
was very slight damage to our tile 
roof and a few cracks. 

The greater damage was to the 
area north of Santiago. Some 
places registered up to 10 points 
on the 12 point scale. La Ligua 
was completely destroyed but with 
very few deaths or wounded. Llay- 
Llay and El Melon were also badly 
damaged. They are now calling 
this the Hypocritical Earthquake 
because so many houses looked un- 
damaged or only slightly damaged 
on the outside. But inside they 
may be a shambles. 

The day after the quake I drove 
north into this area to check on 
our pastors, the church buildings 
and the congregations. It didn't 
seem to be near as bad as the 
news media had made it appear. 
But now we are discovering that 
inside large percentage of the 
homes and houses there is much 
damage. One town we drove 
through didn't look badly damaged 
at all. Yet now the government 
engineers are saying that almost 
the whole town must be demol- 
ished. In Valparaiso, a city of 
400,000 there are 15,000 buildings 
(homes, schools, stores, offices, 
etc.) that were either destroyed or 
will be demolished. 

We had damage to at least four 
of our churches. Three will have 
to be replaced — the chapel at La 
Cruz, a small town near Quillota; 
the church at Valparaiso (the city 
has condemned it and given orders 
to have it torn down immediately) ; 
and the church of San Bernardo 
here in Santiago (it was already 
in bad condition — just waiting for 
such an experience as this to fin- 
ish it off). There was damage to 
the La Calera church that will ne- 
cessitate repair. Several Santiago 
churches will need repairs to walls 
and supports. Fortunately, the 
church at Quillota was new and 
thus undamaged (except for a tow- 
er that will have to be replaced or 
removed). 

Almost all of the houses and 
buildings destroyed or damaged 
were old adobe construction. Many 
had outside walls that were over 
a foot thick. The inner walls were

thinner. With old timber supports 
ing heavy tile roofs, it is under- 
standable why so many fell. To 
modernize their homes, many had 
coated the outside of the house 
with an inch or two of plaster or 
concrete. This came off in huge 
hunks as it had nothing to hold 
it on with. Another tragedy of the 
quake was the damage or destruc- 
tion of some new houses in a few 
places. It was discovered that 
contractors had built with mostly 
sand instead of the government 
specifications of an adequate 
amount of cement. 

Help has flowed into this area. 
It has been good to see how quick- 
ly and efficiently the government 
was on the scene. The President 
was on the way north in a matter 
of hours. Church groups, civic 
groups, the Chilean Red Cross, Uni- 
versity students, government agen- 
cies immediately went to work to 
provide emergency housing, cloth- 
thing, food kitchens, medical sup- 
plies. Many countries sent in sup- 
plies without asking what the needs 
are. To help discover the many 
buried bodies in El Cobre, Holland 
sent a German police dog, especi- 
ally trained for this work. 

Church World Service had a 
truck load of food, clothing and 
blankets on the road within hours. 
Instruction also went to local com- 
mittees in the damaged towns to 
utilize the food and clothing sup- 
plies they had for weekly distribu- 
tion. The New York office is send- 
ing down additional supplies. 

The Chile Methodists are re- 
sponding to the needs of the hour. 
They are contributing of the 
meager funds, clothing, etc., to the 
people in the area and contributing 
through the Church to help their 
Methodist brothers. 

But they cannot respond 100% 
to the needs. Some people can re- 
pair or rebuild without help. Oth- 
ers simply cannot. Outside help is 
needed — to rebuild and repair 
churches, emergency housing, re- 
pair and rebuild homes, medical 
care, food, household items, etc. 

The earthquake has caused at 
least $58,000,000 in damages. Every 
day more damages are being dis- 
covered as engineers and archi- 



tects investigate the conditions of 
the homes. Many of our Method- 
ists will have to rebuild their 
homes. Pastor Jose Pulgar says 
that of 30 families he visited in 
Quillota, 5 homes were undamag- 
ed, 2 slightly damaged, and the 
rest were either in very bad con- 
dition or destroyed. The home of 
the mother of Pastor Daniel Cam- 
pos will have to be demolished. On 
top of all the physical damage, 
families lost large quantities of 
household articles. 

But Chile goes on. Tragedy has 
struck but life goes on. The love 
and assistance of one's neighbors 
is comforting. The Christian com- 
munity finds great solace in the 
sustaining presence of a living 
God.

Paul M. Brown, who as much as 
any living man deserves to be 
called "Mr. Centenary", ended 33 
years of formal connection with 
the college last month when he re- 
tired from the chairmanship of its 
Board of Trustees. 

Mr. Brown's retirement, not un- 
expected, was formalized at the 
Board's annual fall meeting. The 
reins were immediately passed to 
another outstanding Methodist lay- 
man of Shreveport, George D. Nel- 
son. 

Mr. Brown has been connected 
with Centenary throughout his 
eventful life. A graduate of the 
institution's Class of 1916, he 
taught Greek at his alma mater 
before entering the business world. 
He was first named to the Board

— 3> Under his leadership Centenary 
undertook its most ambitious ex- 
pansion program, blueprinted by 
the Master Building Plan which 
brought about the construction of 
13 new buildings in as many years. 
The college's endowment funds 
also were multiplied manifold dur- 
ing his tenure. 

It was all a labor of love, for 
Mr. Brown had a family precedent 
of service to Centenary. Six gen- 
erations of the family have now 
been connected with the institution 
in some capacity. 

New Chairman Nelson takes over 
the chairmanship with an already 
firmly - established reputation of 
service to Centenary and to Meth- 
odism.

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PRESIDENT'S 
CORNER 

By DR. JACK S. WILKES 

(NOTE: This is an excerpt from 
President Wilkes' address at the 
President's Convocation on "My 
Kind of College.") 

I. One thing I like about the 
small college is that it is a place 
where healthy individuality can be 
cultivated. 

The University of California 
student who carried a sign in last 
year's riots saying, "I am a hu- 
man being. Do 
not fold, bend, or 
mutilate," had a 
valid point. Each 
student possesses 
the right to be 
taken seriously 
as a human be- 
ing. Indeed, he is 
not only a dis- 
tinct but an in- 
teresting person- 
ality. This is not 
to say that every 
small college does cultivate indi- 
viduality. Indeed, the stifling of 
individuality can be as thoroughly 
or more thoroughly accomplished 
in small groups as in large ones. 
But the population explosion has 
made "large numbers" a pressing 
problem for us. 

It can be said of the average 
American that he lives in or near 
a city of 400,000 people. He works 
in a factory of 3,000 employees or 
in an office building twenty stories 
high. He is entertained by tele- 
vision at home, but along with 5 
million others. He may go to the 
stadium occasionally to join 50,000 
voices cheering the pro team to 
victory. On Sunday he goes to a 
church of 2,000 members. To his 
boss he's just one of thousands of 
faithful employees, to his union 
he's paid up but so are a million 
others, to the mayor or the gov- 
ernor he's a unit of block votes 
called, "the Catholic vote," or 
"the white-collar vote," or "the 
Negro vote." Rather than being 
a distinct personality, he is lost 
in the crowd. 

Then he goes to college in a 
student body of 20,000 on a campus 
a mile square with a faculty of 
900. Does this contribute to self- 
identification? Can he realize his 
individual potentialities there? 
Perhaps he can, but the pressing 
tendency is to join the crowd, adopt 
its values, follow its current 
heroes, accept its intellectual 
standards. Of course, many on 
every large campus, thank good- 
ness, never surrender to mass 
thinking. 

Anyone would be blind not to 
see larger opportunities for indi- 
vidual development at the small 
college. The liberal arts has been 
defined as the liberating humani- 
ties and sciences that free an indi- 
vidual's distinct mind and spirit 
from ignorance and barbarism to 
higher and nobler things. 

At the beginning of this section 
I used the phrase, "healthy indi- 
viduality." By "healthy" I did 
not mean conformity to any par- 
ticular set of standards — whether 
they be Madison Avenue or Green- 
wich Village, the so-called men's 
magazines or dogmatic religion.

Dean R. E. Smith Dies 



Dean R. E. Smith died Septem- 
ber 10 after being in poor health 
for a number of years. His fun- 
eral service was conducted in the 
Brown Memorial Chapel with Dr. 
D. L. Dykes and Dr. B. C. Taylor 
officiating. 

Dean Smith left this world in 
much the same manner as he had 
spent so much of his life — singing 
hymns of praise and quoting Scrip- 
tures. Those who had the good 
fortune to know him were always 
impressed with his dedication to 
Christian ideals, his intellect, and 
his wit. 

He was born 90 years ago and 
taught in colleges in Tennessee 
and Florida prior to coming to 
Centenary College in 1920 to head 
the Department of Biblical Litera- 
ture. He retired in 1949, having 
spent 50 years in the teaching pro- 
fession. 

He organized and taught the 
Four Square Bible Class for 27 
years and for many years con- 
ducted a weekly radio program. 
He was a member of the Louisi- 
ana Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Church, a 32nd degree 
Mason and a member of the Scot- 
tish Rites. 

In recognition of his service as 
an educator, lecturer, and religious 
leader through several genera- 
tions, the R. E. Smith Religious 
Activities Building was named in 
his honor in October, 1961. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs.

No More Streetcar' College Here 



The story of Centenary College's 
steady transition from a commut- 
er-type institution to a residential 
college was told in early October 
when final 1965-66 enrollment fig- 
ures were released by President 
Jack Wilkes. 

The statistics showed that Cen- 
tenary's total of dormitory stu- 
dents rose to 514 for the current 
fall semester— a 23 per cent in- 
crease over last year's total of 
418. The spectacular rise was 
totally accounted for by the in- 
creased number of men lodged in 
on-campus housing: 276, for an 
increase of 62 per cent over last 
year's total of 170. 

This was reflected in a 55.7 per 
cent preponderance of men over 
women in the over-all full-time stu- 
dent body as compared with a 
bare 50.5 majority a year ago. The 
male majority is the largest at 
Centenary since 1959. 

"We feel that these figures, to- 
gether with the over-all ten per 
cent increase in full-time enroll- 
ments, presages a new era in 
Centenary's history," President 
Wilkes declares. "In the same 
year that our total full-time en- 
rollment has climbed to its high- 
est figure since 1948, we have been 
able to build our dormitory popu- 
lation to an all-time high. This is 
an amazing change from the days 
when 90 per cent of Centenary 
students were from the Shreveport 
area. 

"And what makes the figures all 
the more spectacular is that they 
were compiled in a year when the 
college was forced by economic 
considerations to increase its tu- 
ition costs substantially. We in- 
terpret this to mean that the col- 
lege's reputation has grown be- 
yond regional boundaries to a 
point where we may now expect a 
national representation in our stu- 
dent body everv year. 



"It should be clearly understood 
that Centenary remains mindful of 
its primary responsibility to Lou- 
isiana and the Ark-La-Tex. We 
can accommodate many more lo- 
cal area students without any add- 
ed strain on our residental facili- 
ties. But this fall's enrollment 
encourages us to believe that we 
can fulfill this responsibility and 
still have a truly cosmopolitan 
student body, with all the valu- 
able inter-play of customs and 
ideas which this implies." 



Another revelation of the enroll- 
ment statistics was that this year's 
freshman class is the largest at 
Centenary since the post-war GI 
boom: 255 men and 192 women for 
a total of 447, an increase of 27 
per cent over the 1964-65 yearling 
crop. 

The sophomore class also showed 
a sharp 12 per cent increase from 
203 to 228. As a result, nearly 70 
percent of the full-time students 
are freshmen or sophomores.

Coach Orvis Sigler's Centenary 
basketballers face East Texas 
Baptist Dec. 2 in the opener of 
what may well be the finest sea- 
son for the Maroon and White in 
modern times. 

It's a veteran crew that Sigler 
will call to the colors: seven sen- 
iors, paced by scoring sensations 
Tom Kerwin and Barrie Haynie, 
plus a supporting cast of seven 
sophs. Never before has Cente- 
nary had such depth. 

Yet every bit of that depth will 
be needed to face the task that 
looms ahead, for Centenary must 
meet such as Utah, Utah State, 
Arkansas, TCU, SMU, Houston, 
Hardin-Simmons, Oklahoma City 
University and Ole Miss in addi- 
tion to the traditional close-to- 
home foes. The Gulf South Clas- 
sic, slated this year for Dec. 17-18, 
may well pit the Gents against 
both VMI and Tennessee. 

Even in practice sessions a Gent 
tendency to be injury-prone has 
worried Sigler. Haynie, a 19-point- 
per-game scorer as a junior, sus- 
tained four different injuries with- 
in a month. Senior guard Donny 
Henry came up with recurrences 
of injuries to both knees and will 
play under heavy wraps, if at all. 

As of this writing, it looks as if 
Sigler will start an all-veteran five 
against ETBC. 

Kerwin, who has averaged more 
than 24 points a game through his 
first two varsity seasons to re- 
write the school record-book, will 
join Haynie and senior Larry 
Shoemaker in a redoubtable front 
line. Two other seniors, Ralph 
Schwegman and Brad Peters, will 
likely start at the guard positions 
which, Sigler readily admits, rep- 
resent the squad's greatest ques- 
tion-mark. 

Reserves for the front-liners in- 
clude Mike Gibbs, a fine-looking 
six-five soph; six-nine Harold 
Smith, the tallest of the bunch; 
and towering sophs Jim McAlear 
and Dave Bush. 

Out back the shock-trooping will 
be handled by Henry (when he's 
able); and sophs Darrell McGib- 
any, a promising shooter, Del Ger- 
mann, Andy Fullerton and Bob 
Lange.

A Centenary graduate, Class of 
'38, and recognized authority on 
the American adolescent, Dr. ED- 
GAR FRIEDENBERG is the au- 
thor of COMING OF AGE IN 
AMERICA, a study on the Ameri- 
can adolescent and his relation to 
society, published this fall by Ran- 
dom House. 

One reviewer refers to Dr. Frie- 
denberg's book as "a distinguished 
contribution to the field of Ameri- 
can education and should be re- 
quired reading for every sociolo- 
gist, psychologist and secondary 
school teacher".

In one of the 
scenes, Eve looks out the apart- 
ment window and hates the nor- 
mal, sane people she sees walking 
on the street just because they are 
normal. Some people think a man 
has to grow long hair and a beard, 
wear dirty clothes and bathe in- 
frequently, smoke marijuana, 
scorn all authority, and carry signs 
to express his individuality. Some 
people don't know the difference 
between being an individual and 
being a "nut". Individuality is 
best expressed in more construc- 
tive fashion. Anyway, we couldn't 
all be "nuts" even if we tried. 

As religious, democratic people 
we believe that individuality 
counts, that persons matter, that 
nothing counts for more or matters 
more.

Centenary's Alumni Association, 
in a move designed to provide 
graduates and ex-students a tangi- 
ble identification with the college, 
has announced the undertaking of 
an alumni project — the financing of 
an on-campus field house. 

Revealed publicly for the first 
time as a highlight of the Home- 
coming Dinner-Dance, the field 
house project has been nurtured 
for several years from the idea 
stage by a committee under the 
direction of Jim McGregor '47. 

The estimated cost of the pro- 
posed athletic and physical educa- 
tion facility is approximately 
$500,000. According to McGregor, 
it is the hope of the Alumni As- 
sociation to be able to raise the 
entire amount, by soliciting not 
only alumni, but everyone who 
might have an interest in seeing 
such a building on the Centenary 
campus. 

Wide Acceptance 

Following the announcement, 
many sources indicated widespread 
acceptance of the project— not only 
by Centenary alumni, faculty, staff, 
and students, but by the community 
^>of Shreveport as a whole. 

The project will now pass into an 
active organizational stage, where 
McGregor and the Association 
Board of Directors will do the be- 
hind - the - scenes preparation and 
name a steering committee. It is 
expected that the campaign will be 
ready to roll in late summer or 
early fall. 

With the only athletic and phy- 
sical education facility on campus 
today being Haynes Gym— built in 
1936, the need for a field house is 
considered urgent in the Centenary 
growth plan. 

Haynes is today being used for 
both men's and women's intra- 
murals, a fast-growing gymnastics 
program, standing-room only P. E. 
classrooms, campus functions re- 
quiring the attendance of the en- 
tire student body, and several com- 
munity events such as the regional 
science fair and Holiday in Dixie 
activities. 

Present Capacity 

The above-named uses fall far 
short of the growth potential today, 
yet push Haynes Gym to its ca- 
pacity. And varsity basketball, 
which needs to be back on campus, 
is still being played in the over- 
sized Hirsch Youth Center at the 
State Fair Grounds, where student 
attendance is reportedly half of 
what it could and should be. 

Alumni Association president 
Cecil E. Ramey Jr. said that he 
hopes every single one of the Cen- 
tenary alumni can play a role in 
raising the money to build this

Recently, a father from a city in 
a nearby state brought his son, who 
is a high school senior, to visit 
Centenary. He told Col. B. S. Fol- 
som, our Director of Admissions, 
that he was a graduate of a large 
state university and that his older 
son was a student there now.

The boy was interested in sci- 
ence, so Col. Folsom took them to 
the Science Building. When they 
met Dr. Mary Warters, she took 
them into a Biology laboratory 
where Dr. Wilkins was working in 
a lab section with just five students 
using an electron microscope. Dr. 
Wilkins explained the project to 
the boy and his father and invited 
them to examine their work. Then 
Dr. Richard Speairs, another mem- 
ber of the Biology faculty, came 
into the lab to assist Dr. Wilkins 
with a portion of the project. 

When they left the room the 
father said, "I see the difference 
now." 

This was Centenary at its best— 
well-qualified faculty people work- 
ing with a small group of outstand- 
ing students. This is what we mean 
by saying Centenary is a center of 
excellence in learning. 

It was good to see many of you 
at Homecoming. Congratulations 
to Mitzi Middlebrooks and the com- 
mittee. Welcome to Bob Durand, 
our new Alumni Director.

BOB DURAND 
... A Closer Relationship 

Alumni Director 
Position Filled 

"A closer relationship between 
the alumni and the campus" is a 
goal set by Bob Durand, who as- 
sumed the post of Centenary 
Alumni Director on January 23, 
filling a vacancy that existed since 
May when the Rev. W. E. Nolan 
resigned. 

Durand, a 1957 graduate of Cen- 
tenary, returns to the campus after 
eight years experience with the 
technical publications, public rela- 
tions, and newspaper industries, 
mostly in California. 

According to Dr. Jack S. Wilkes, 
Durand will serve as a liaison be- 
tween the college and the Alumni 
Association and will also edit the 
alumni bulletin, This Is Centenary. 
"We feel fortunate," Dr. Wilkes 
said, "to have a person in this job 
with his experience and en- 
thusiasm." 

As an undergraduate at Centen- 
ary, the new alumni director was 
active in campus life. He was a 
member of two honorary fraterni- 
ties: Omicron Delta Kappa and 
Sigma Tau Delta. He served on 
the student senate, was sports edi- 
tor of the Conglomerate, was elect- 
ed president of the Canterbury 
Club, and played varsity tennis. 
He received a B. A. degree in 
English. 

In addition, he handled the sports 
publicity for Director of Athletics 
F. H. "Buss" Delaney, and during 
the summers served as a sports- 
writer for The Shreveport Times. 
(Delaney is now Director of De- 
velopment for the college, while 
Jack Fiser is Director of Public 
Relations and former editor of This 
Is Centenary.) 

Durand has not made known any 
future plans he may have for the 
alumni programs, but has indicat- 
ed he hopes to "strengthen the lines 
of communication, so that all of 
our alumni may re-evaluate their 
pride in Centenary and the college 
in her alumni."

Annual Giving Products 
Are Scholarships, Gifts 



A decision to hold off the annual 
giving campaign until after Home- 
coming was put into effect this 
year by the Alumni Association 
Board of Directors. 

As a result, the first announce- 
ment of the drive was made by 
Association president Cecil E. 
Ramey Jr. at the Dinner - Dance, 
and a mailing, which included a 
copy of the convocation address 
by Dr. Jack S. Wilkes, was sent 
out early in March. 

Why Important? 

The question is often asked, 
"Why is annual giving so im- 
portant?" 

In the case of Centenary, there 
are two prime reasons. 

First, four outstanding and de- 
serving students at Centenary re- 
ceive full tuition scholarships each 
year from the moneys in the As- 
sociation fund. Each of these stu- 
dents has more than returned the 
alumni investment with his or her 
contributions to the campus. 

Secondly, the number of alumni 
contributors to the college serves 
a gauge for corporation grants and 
matching donations that are being 
distributed to places of higher edu- 
cation each year in record amounts. 
These gifts, however, are not forth- 
coming if the number of contribu- 
tors is not significant — usually 51% 
per cent or more. 

Operating Expense 

Annual giving moneys also are 
used to help the operating expenses 
of the alumni office so that it may 
better serve Centenary alumni and 
keep them in closer contact with 
the school. Examples would be 
this year's bigger but less costly 
Homecoming and plans for an ex- 
panded alumni publication next 
year. 

Chairman of this year's annual 
giving drive is Lonnie Aulds '50, a 
member of the Association Board 
of Directors.

The basketballing Gents averaged 
over 83 points per game, broke 
many individual and team records, 
and defeated some tough teams 
during their just-completed 1965-66 
campaign. 

However, coach Orvis Sigler's 
club — picked in pre-season fore- 
casts as the best in Centenary his- 
tory—managed only a 12-14 slate 
against a schedule that was one of 
the toughest in history. 

Key injuries and a mid-winter 
slump— when they lost five out of 
six consecutive games— also played 
big roles in a season that saw seven 
seniors playing their last for the 
Gents. 

Tom Kerwin — dubbed "Captain 
Hook" by the local press — paced 
the record-smashing crew with 726 
points in 26 games for an average 
of 28 per game, seventh in the na- 
tion among major colleges. In- 
cluded among his exploits was a 
school record 47-point effort in 
overtime against Louisiana Tech. 

Kerwin, Haynie, Ralph Schweg- 
man, Donny Henry, Larry Shoe- 
maker, Harold Smith, and Brad 
Peters all will depart via the grad- 
uation route.

PRESIDENT'S 
CORNER

The 1965-66 school year saw Cen- 
tenary College start on an ambiti- 
ous ten-year development plan, de- 
signed to upgrade every phase of 
its operation to a pre-set peak of 
excellence in 1975 — the 150th anni- 
versary of its founding. 

The plan was announced at a fall 
meeting of the Centenary Builders, 
an organization of Shreveport citi- 
zens dedicated to the support of 
the college. Presiding was W. Rus- 
sell Barrow, chairman of the Build- 
ers and a Centenary trustee. 

Severe competition among qual- 
ity institutions for able students 
has made it necessary that we 
strengthen our undergraduate 'pro- 
gram at every level. If we seek 
quality education 
as our product, 
the ten-year pro- 
gram as proposed 
here is an abso- 
lute minimum for 
maintaining pace 
and showing ade- 
quate improve- 
ment. 

The plans calls 
for a steady increase in Cente- 
nary's enrollment from its present 
975 to 1,500 in 1975, but with the 
stipulation that this expansion will 
be carried out only if every other 
important educational aspect at 
Centenary can be improved simul- 
taneously. Maintenance of the 
present ratio of approximately 15 
students to each faculty member 
is envisioned, which would necessi- 
tate enlarging the faculty from 62 
members to 100. 

Other means seen of improving 
the quality of education are (1) to 
increase the number of faculty 
members holding the Ph. D. de- 
gree or its equivalent, and (2) rais- 
ing the average salary for full pro- 
fessors from $10,200 to $17,500, with 
corresponding increases down 
through the academic ranks. 

Other areas which must be 
strengthened, are the college li- 
brary's holdings, scientific labora- 
tory equipment, scholarship funds, 
endowed distinguished professor- 
ships and an adequate sabbatical 
leave program to enable profes- 
sors to engage in research and ad- 
vanced study without financial 
sacrifice. 

New construction is not regard- 
as a primary aim of the plan, al- 
though cafeteria expansion is a 
future "must," additional dormi- 
tory space is a probable need and 
a Humanities Building is still in 
the long-range planning. 

A decided change in the college's 
enrollment picture has already 
taken place, transforming Cente- 
nary from a predominantly local, 
commuter-type institution to a resi- 
dential school with a truly na- 
tional representation. 

The cost of improvements en- 
visioned in the ten-year plan will 
be about $20,000,000.

Alumna Is Named 
Teacher Of Year 



A creative teacher who sets high 
standards for herself, but who is 
patient, pleasant, and understand- 
ing in her dealings with others.

Marjorie, who will now represent 
the state in national competition, 
received a scholarship grant from 
the Louisiana Jaycees, sponsors of 
the event. 

LOCAL AWARD 

A teacher at Riverside Elemen- 
tary School in Sheveport, she was 
chosen "Outstanding Young Teach- 
er" in Shreveport by the local 
Jaycee chapter in March. 

Presentation of the local award 
to Marjorie was made by Charles 
E. Sutton, a 1962 graduate of Cen- 
tenary who is now supervisor of 
elementary school education for 
the Louisiana Department of Edu- 
cation. (Charles won the title him- 
self in 1964.) 

In describing the accomplish- 
ments of Mrs. Almand, Sutton cited 
two techniques which she uses in 
her classrooms. One was the 
'wonder box' system from which 
children, when they finish assigned 
work early, may select a project 
and do it individually. The other 
was the 'mystery envelope story' 
whereby the pupils must guess who 
has written a story authored by 
one of their classmates. 

Marjorie's reaction to her awards 
was simply: "I couldn't imagine 
what other profession or vocation 
I could pursue other than teach- 
ing."

FACULTY NEWS 

Centenary College and Shreve- 
port were sorry to learn that Dean 
of the College, Dr. NEAL BOND 
FLEMING, resigned effective Sept. 
1 to become dean of Oxford Col- 
lege, a junior college operated by 
Emory University, his alma mater. 

The announcement came all too 
close behind the announcement that 
WALTER C. HOHMANN, Dean of 
Students, had also tendered his 
resignation; however in both cases, 
extenuating factors were behind 
the changes. 

Dean Fleming will be returning 
not only to his alma mater, but to 
his home state (Georgia) where 
much of his family still resides. 
He will leave his mark at Cente- 
nary and at Noel Memorial Metho- 
dist Church where his services as 
a teacher were much in demand. 

Dean Hohmann will be returning 
to Baton Rouge to complete an 
obligation with the state depart- 
ment of education. A Centenary 
graduate of 1938 and well-known 
Gent footballer, "Cowboy" was not 
only respected but extremely popu- 
lar among the current student 
body. 

The new Dean of Students will 
be Dr. AUBREY FORREST who 
comes to Centenary from Kansas 
Wesleyan University where he held 
a similar position. Dr. Forrest is 
a native of Dallas, Tex., and holds 
a B. A. from Nebraska Wesleyan 
and an M. A. and Ph.

Dick Grisham, newly elected 
President of the Centenary Student 
Senate, fittingly described the 
1965-66 school year at Centenary 
as "a year of implementation." 

Student leaders initiated projects 
suggested last year and were re- 
warded by enthusiastic support 
from their fellow students. Infant 
programs such as the Forums 
Series, begun last spring, were 
strengthened with more funds and 
greater freedom. 

The year at Centenary has also 
been one of change — change in 
student attitude, in faculty-student 
relationships, and in student re- 
sponsibility. 

The change started with the first 
President's Conference on Student 
Life in October at Hodges Gardens. 
Student Senate members and other 
campus leaders met with faculty 
and administration representatives 
to openly discuss campus problems 
and plans for Centenary. It was in 
this relaxed atmosphere that bar- 
riers between the three diverse 
groups received, in the words of 
one attendant, "hopefully, a fatal 
blow." 

Spring Conference 

A spring conference was held in 
the middle of April at which time 
goals were renewed and evalua- 
tion made of progress since the 
fall conference. The results were 
positive and encouraging. 

The student Forums Committee 
began work last spring to expand 
and improve the quality of the 
Forums Series. This program 
brings to Centenary five or six 
speakers of national importance a 
semester. The lecturer addresses 
students and faculty on his par- 
ticular field using as his guideline 
the Forums Series subject for the 
year : ' 'Mid - Twentieth Century : 
Time of Protest, Time of Change." 
This year the project sponsored 
such personalities as Vance Pack- 
ard, Harold Lett, Jack Gilbert, Ed- 
gar Friedenberg, and Russell Kirk. 

Much of the change experienced 
this year was prompted by debate 
and discussion in committees and 
between faculty, students and ad- 
ministration. An important ve- 
hicle for student opinion was initi- 
ated in the form of an open forum, 
Issues and Opinions, the first day 
of March. 

The Soapbox 

During the free period in the 
Tuesday schedule of classes, stu- 
dents stepped up on soapboxes in 
front of the Student Union Build- 
ing and voiced their opinions on 
every issue from the new fraternity 
on campus to the cafeteria to 
women's dorm regulations. 

And they saw results quickly 




from their complaints. High school 
students were barred from the 
library for their noise and women's 
curfew was extended. The three 
sessions during the spring were 
well attended and vigorous. 

It was in March also that the 
long-awaited Activities Fee was 
passed by the Activities Fee com- 
mittee which consisted of Student 
Senate members and administra- 
tion representatives. The fee, which 
will go into effect in September, 
adds ten dollars per student each 
semester to the present fees. The 
fee will provide funds for big-name 
entertainment, Forums, the cost of 
attending Marjorie Lyons Play- 



FINE ARTS FESTIVAL 

"A resounding success" was the 
way that Centenary's first annual 
Fine Arts Festival was described 
by college officials after the event 
closed. 



Held during the first week of 
May, the Festival contained a 
planned schedule of exhibits, con- 
certs, literary programs, and dra- 
matic presentations. 

Highlights of the four-day event 
were appearances by renowned 
violinist Leopold Lafosse and alum- 
nus John William Corrington '56, 
now a professor of English and 
fast-rising novelist and poet at 
LSU. 

The Jongleurs presented one of 
their finest - ever Shakespearian 
productions in Henry V, while the 
Centenary band and choir also 
performed. 

Concurrently with those activi- 
ties, an exhibit of outstanding stu- 
dent art works was on display both 
in the library and Moore Student 
Union and the student literary 
magazine "Insights" went on sale.

'Quest For Meaning' 

During the spring semester the 
first Faculty Lecture Series was 
initiated into the Chapel programs 
schedule. It consisted of five fac- 
ulty members taking on the sub- 
ject, "Quest for Meaning." The 
lectures on the ultimate meaning 
in life sought to create more 
thought-provoking Chapels and stu- 
dent discussion. 

Students also concerned them- 
selves with important national and 
international events during the 
year. During the middle of No- 
vember, they signed a petition sup- 
porting the United States involve- 
ment in Viet Nam. The petition, 



which was prepared and circulated 
by a group of Centenary students 
and professors, was sent to Presi- 
dent Johnson. 

Students also took an active role 
in the Latin-American Conference, 
held on campus February 11-12. 
Sponsored by the history and gov- 
ernment departments, the confer- 
ence consisted of addresses and 
panel discussions by noted authors 
and representatives from several 
Latin American countries. Many 
students were able to guide the 
visitors around the campus, have 
dinner with them, and spend time 
in discussion on the United States 
relations with their individual 
countries. 

These have been only the high- 
lights of the 1965-66 year at Cente- 
nary.

She is 
perhaps the most consistent com- 
petitor on the squad and is im- 
proving fast with the tough com- 
petition of this season. 

An LSU freshman by the name 
of Mary Camille Traweek from 
Baton Rouge won the AU-Around 
title in the 1965 Southern AAU 
championships. After meeting Ed- 
wards, she decided to transfer to 
Centenary, but only began to show 
her true potential late in the sea- 
son because of some early injuries. 

The sixth member of the team 
is Nancy Kotsch from Allentown, 
Pa. Nancy is in her first year of 
competitive gymnastics and has 
progressed from beginner to inter- 
mediate stages in just one year. 



Edwards gives her credit for 
"great potential" and is looking 
forward to some outstanding per- 
formances from her in the next 
few years. 

Some additional gymnastics help 
is on the way for Edwards next 
season in the form of two or three 
outstanding prospects from this 
year's high school graduates. 

The only problem facing Cente- 
nary's newest ambassadors of good 
will is lack of practice space. The 
demands of a rigid practice sched- 
ule for the gymnasts have taxed 
the already-crowded Haynes Gym- 
nasium to its utmost capacity.

Edwards, was just named to coach 
the United States team in the forth- 
coming World Games and also 
coached the team during the Tokyo 
Olympics? 

These are just some of the high- 
lights of a personable man and six 
lovely girls who have opened up an 
entirely new sports world to Cen- 
tenary and Shreveport in just two 
short years. 

Edwards came to Centenary in 
1964 after returning from Tokyo.

OUR NOBLEST PURPOSE 

Centenary College purposes to challenge its students to serve 
society by exemplifying the highest Christian ethic. 

The eighteenth-century Utopian philosopher Count Claude Henri 
de Rouvoy de Saint-Simon attributed his desire to reform human 
society to words he heard as a youth from his valet who, when 
awakening him each morning, cried out, "Arise, Monsieur Le 
Counte, you have great things to do today!" 

While some of Saint-Simon's ideas were not practical for his 
day and many of them were perverted by his followers, no one who 
knows the history of eighteenth century France would deny the 
desire of Saint-Simon to build a better world. 

What's a college for? Why do we bring students and 

faculty together year after year to study man's history, his 

world, his languages and customs, his art and music? We 

do it because we believe that in the process a better world 

will be born. That leaders will come from the college who 

have the greater knowledge, the stronger courage, the wider 

concern, and the wiser counsel needed to build a better 

world. 

This is what college is all about. At times we forget it and think 
of college as the means to achieve the current status symbols. A 
college education will furnish a good job, an advantageous marriage, 
a suburban home, a two-car garage, and the social prestige needed 
to achieve the sort of success that's so important to most of us. 
Perhaps, that's enough for some colleges and some students, but 
this Madison Avenue happiness isn't real. It's as false as the props 
and pep of a television commercial. 

Few, if any of us, are really opposed to the achievement of at 
least modest financial success but most of us would put social 
responsibility ahead of even that. 

Perhaps colleges promoted these values and students accepted 
them as the goals of life some years ago. Today they seem as dated 
as a Sinclair Lewis character. 

Opening doors to social and financial success — is this 

all we want from college? Why bother? Can't the lessons 

for this be learned better and more quickly from other 

sources than from underpaid college people? 

No, Colleges shout words at students such as "Peace, freedom, 
love, beauty, health, enlightenment," for we know full well that the 
world's misery and degradation can only be met and dealt with 
by intelligent and fearless creatures who dare to tackle man's tra- 
ditional enemies of war, tyranny, hatred, poverty, disease, racism 
and ignorance. 

Colleges have to proclaim a better world and send people out 
to make that world a reality through their service. If we don't 
believe this world is better in some ways because Centenary has 
been a college for 141 years and will be better yet because we are 
here, we should close our doors and forget the whole business. 

The Scarecrow in The Wizard of Oz discussed this problem 
with the Tin Woodman. As they travelled, the Scarecrow said: "I 
don't know enough . . . my head is stuffed with straw, you know, 
and that is why I am going to Oz to ask him for some brains." 
"Oh, I see," said the Woodman. "But, after all, brains 

are not the best things in the world." 

"Have you any?" inquired the Scarecrow. 

"No, my head is quite empty," answered the Woodman, 

"but once I had brains and a heart also; so, having tried them 

both, I should much rather have a heart." "All the same," 

said the Scarecrow, "I shall ask for brains." 

What an exciting life we college wizards lead! Thrusting brains 
and hearts into heads and bodies still lacking in vital substance! 
Bold but innocent adventurers come to us singing, "We're off to 
see the Wizard!" 

Can we practice the arts of our wizardy? Behold: A living 
brain! A loving heart! A new creature changed from values of 
straw and tin to new dimensions of mind and soul! Talk about 
real excitement! This is it! This is our noblest purpose! We have 
great things to do! We're building a better world!

JOHN B. ENTRIKIN 

1899-1966 
"One of Centenary's great 
teachers, John B. Entrikin, is 
no longer with us in person. 
His untimely death on June 9, 
following surgery, was a great 
shock to all of us. But his in- 
fluence upon the lives of thou- 
sands of students and upon the 
college will remain. 

"Likewise, the example of 
his sacrificial devotion to the 
purpose of Centenary will re- 
main as a challenge. All of us 
share in the great loss to our 
college family and to the edu- 
cational world. In sorrowful, 
yet thankful, remembrance, I 
join with all our faculty, staff, 
alumni, students, and friends 
in mourning our loss; and I 
beseech you, in his spirit, that 
we may work together to make 
Centenary what John B. En- 
trikin wanted it to become." 
— President Jack S. Wilkes 
June 20, 1966 
The above statement by Dr. 
Wilkes summarized well the feel- 
ings of all who knew Dr. Entrikin 
when he died this summer. 

The beloved professor, who 
stepped down as chairman of the 
chemistry department on June 1 
after 37 years in that position, suf- 
fered a fatal heart attack while re- 
covering from gallstone surgery. 

He was to have continued as 
chemistry professor this year on a 
one-year appointment after being 
succeeded in the chairmanship by 
Dr. Wayne Hanson. 

Dr. Entrikin was born in Can- 
ton, Kan. on Oct. 6, 1899 and 
graduated from Southwestern of 
Georgetown, Tex. in 1 922. He held 
his M. A. degree also from South- 
western and a Ph.D. from Iowa 
State University. He was a chem- 
istrv instructor at Southwestern and 
at Temnle. Tex. Junior College be- 
fore coming to Centenary in 1929. 

SPECIAL CONSULTANT 

During his career at Centenary, 
he served as a special consultant 
for many industries and legal firms 
and was called to Washington just 
several years ago for special re- 
search with the House of Repre- 
sentatives Committee on Science 
and Astronautics. 

He was active in 1 2 separate pro- 
fessional societies and organiza- 
tions, serving in high office with 
several of them. In addition, he 
was the recipient of manv high 
honors and awards in the field of 
chemistry. 

Dr. Entrikin was listed in the 
following journals: "Who's Who in 
America." "American Men of Sci- 
ence," "Who's Who in Chemistry," 
"Who's Who in American Educa- 
tion." and "Who's Who in Meth- 
odism." 

His impact upon the Centenary 
academic scene can be found in 
the extremely high percentage of 
his students who went on to lead- 
ing universities to take advanced 
degrees. It was said that his recom- 
mendation of a student was worth 
a fellowship or scholarship to grad- 
uate school. 

Dr. Entrikin is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Minnie Sue Entrikin: 
two daughters, Mrs. W. S. Harwell 
(Centenary '49), Mrs. E. L. Gibson 
(Centenary '53), five grandchildren, 
and a brother. Dr. Paul Entrikin 
(Centenary '37).

About this time last year, I at- 
tended the funeral of Homer Nor- 
ton, former coach at Centenary 
College and at Texas A & M. The 
funeral service was held at A & M 
Methodist Church in College Sta- 
tion, Tex. 

I came to Centenary in 1923 and 
knew Coach Norton during the 
years up to 1928, including the un- 
defeated year of 1927. After many 
successful football years at Cente- 
nary, Norton signed a contract to 
be head coach at Texas A & M 
about the year 1937. Norton con- 
tinued his masterful coaching ca- 
reer at A & M by producing win- 
ning teams, Southwest Conference 
champions, and having several of 
his players selected on Ail-Ameri- 
can squads. 

At the time of his death and 
after, I was interested to read the 
many tributes paid Norton in the 
Texas newspapers by sports writers 
and in lead editorials. Texas, as 
well as Shreveport, thought well of 
Coach Norton. At least one sports 
writer attributed Norton's downfall 
as coach at A & M to his honesty, 
integrity, and high regard for his 
athletes. 

Many of his players on athletic 
scholarships went to the military 
service during World War II. After 
the war ended, some of these men 
returned to A & M to complete 
their education. Although some 
were able to help the football team, 
many had lost their zest for foot- 
ball, and some had incurred phys- 
ical disabilities. 

However, Norton thought it right 
and fair to honor their scholar- 
ships, which he did, and they con- 
tinued in school. This meant that 
he did not have as many athletic 
scholarships to recruit young, new, 
promising players. The result was 
that he did not produce winning 
teams, and his contract was finally 
bought up by friends of Texas 
A & M football. 

I relate this story to make this 
point: good faculty members of 
Centenary College can be lured 
away by higher salaries at other 
schools. President Pierce Cline 
stated that such happened in the 
case of Norton and A & M. No 
one blames a faculty member for 
seeking a salary commensurate with 
his ability and effectiveness. 



That is why I was happy and 
thankful to see the 1966 Great 
Teacher - Scholar Fund campaign 
come to a successful close last 
week, and glad to know that the 
Excellence Program is being em- 
phasized at Centenary. 

The College needs to keep its 
many competent professors on the 
faculty by higher salaries and fringe 
benefits, and to attract more prom- 
ising students by the use of scholar- 
ships. More power to Centenary.

College of Louisiana as the present 
day Centenary College of Louisi- 
ana. Dr. Drake began his associa- 
tion with the College in 1839 and 
from that time until the present 
day there has been a member of 
the Drake family associated with 
the college either as student, fac- 
ulty or Board of Trustees member. 

While the Drake family was 
instrumental in the creation of the 
present day Centenary College as 
a church-related institution, the 
Pharr family were leaders in the 
next major reorganization of the 
college — the move to Shreveport. 
Henry N. Pharr himself, who had 
succeeded his father, Capt. J. N. 
Pharr, on the Board of Trustees in 
1903, was the representative of the 
Board prominent in settling the 
controversy surrounding the move 
from south to north Louisiana — 
from country to a metropolitan 
area. 

The College is grateful for the 
friendship and support of such 
alumni and extends its sympathy to 
their families at their passing.

(Editor's note: This text is 
taken from an address by Dr. 
Morgan to the new faculty 
and staff at Centenary on Sep- 
tember 8, 1966.) 
In the few remarks which I have 
to make about recent achievements 
at Centenary College, I should like 
at once to present something of a 
record, something of a report on 
the status quo, and something of a 
challenge. The achievements I 
mention are not, strictly speaking, 
typical. They represent the college 
at its best, its top performance, and 
of course, at least by academic 
standards, they are impressive and, 
occasionally, spectacular. 

Unquestionably, one of the most 
significant recent achievements of 
the college has been the success of 
Centenary students in winning 
prestigious and competitive awards 
for graduate study, in earning ad- 
vanced degrees in leading universi- 
ties, and in distinguishing them- 
selves in their professions. 

Since 1964, six Centenary stu- 
dents have won Woodrow Wilson 
Fellowships — four in English, one 
in philosophy, one in chemistry. 
The chemistry major (Donald 
Scroggin), a 1966 summa cum 
laude graduate, also won a Dan- 
forth Fellowship, a National Sci- 
ence Foundation Grant, and the 
Alpha Chi National Scholarship 
award. These six Woodrow Wilson 
Fellows are now studying at Stan- 
ford, Wisconsin, the University of 
London, Columbia, Michigan, and 
Harvard. 

Within the last five years, two 
Centenary foreign language majors 
have won Fulbright Scholarships 
to France and Spain, and two have 
won Rotary Scholarships to Dijon 
and Zurich. Two recent history 
graduates are doctoral candidates 
at the University of Texas, and one 
is at the University of Kentucky. 
The Chemistry Department at 
Centenary has a particularly en- 
viable record: since 1960, ten ma- 
jors have earned the Ph. D. at 



such institutions as Ohio State, 
LSU, Rice, Georgia Tech, Tulane, 
Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma, and 
the University of Houston. Seven 
have earned master's degrees, and 
18 are presently in graduate school. 

Centenary's first Rhodes Scholar, 
Hoyt Nolan Duggan, a 1960 Eng- 
lish major, is finishing his Ph. D. 
at Princeton, where he has just 
been awarded the Charles Gros- 
venor Osgood Award, Princeton's 
top humanities grant. Professor 
Robert Regan of the University of 
Virginia, a Centenary 1951 Eng- 
lish graduate and a University of 
California Ph. D., has just had his 
dissertation published by the Uni- 
versity of California Press. John 
William Corrington, a Centenary 
1956 graduate, a fine novelist and 
poet, and a University of Sussex 
(England) Ph. D., has just been 
named chairman of the English De- 
partment at Loyola University in 
New Orleans. 

My examples seem to have been 
taken exclusively from the fields of 
teaching and research, but they 
need not have been. Centenary 
graduates have achieved distinction 
in all of the professions, in busi- 
ness, and in public service. 

At the risk of sounding immodest 
on behalf of the faculty, I must in 
all candor assert that much of the 
credit for the fine record I have 
just rehearsed for you is due to a 
dedicated, competent, and profes- 
sionally alive instructional staff. I 
cannot at this time brief you on 
what every faculty member has 
done recently to improve himself, 
his academic disciplines, and the 
College, but I will mention a few 
whose latest doings occurred to me 
while I was composing this presen- 
tation. 

Dr. Virginia Carlton was a Ful- 
bright lecturer in Ghana only three 
years ago and just this summer par- 
ticipated in the International Con- 
ference on Mathematics in Mos- 
cow. Mr. Vannie Edwards of our 
Physical Education Department 
has for the second straight time 
just been named United States 



women's gymnastics coach for the 
Olympic Games and is at this 
moment in Europe on a lecture 
tour. Mrs. Barbara Faye Boddie, 
also in our P. E. Department, rep- 
resented the U. S. in the recent 
Curtis Cup golf matches. 

Dr. Stanton Taylor in chemistry 
was a Research Participant at the 
Oak Ridge National Laboratory. 
Dr. Mary Warters, head of the 
biology department, has for many 
summers been a Research Partici- 
pant at Oak Ridge and this sum- 
mer attended the World Conven- 
tion of Geneticists. 

Mr. Orlin Corey, who has made 
the Centenary drama department 
internationally known, will take a 
company of students to present 
religious drama at Westminster 
Abbey, Coventry Cathedral, St. 
Paul's Cathedral, and other British 
churches this October. 

Dr. Wilfred Guerin in English 
was a Fellow in the Southeastern 
Institute of Medieval and Renais- 
sance Studies held at Duke Uni- 
versity this summer. Professor 
Theodore Beck, head of the De- 
partment of Modern Languages, 
has in the last year published four 
articles, eight reviews, and 2,000 
critical annotations and was this 
summer a Visiting Professor at 
LSU. 

Professor Earle Labor was a 
Visiting Professor of English at 
Utah State University this summer. 
I myself was a Visiting Professor 
at the NDEA Institute for Advance 
Study in English at the University 
of Kansas this summer. And Pro- 
fessor William Teague, chapel or- 
ganist, has just returned from a 
concert tour of Europe. 

I feel that I ought to say in clos- 
ing that not the least of our 
achievements is the hiring of you 
new faculty members and admin- 
istrative personnel. We are proud 
to have you as colleagues; we wel- 
come you cordially to our ranks; 
and we invite you to join with us 
in our endeavor to provide excel- 
lence in liberal arts education at 
Centenary College.

After studying the physical char- 
acteristics of this year's Centenary 
freshman team, any sports buff 
might easily be convinced that the 
Gents have given rebirth to foot- 
ball. 

In fact, one has to do a double 
take when looking at the 1966-67 
roster of the Centenary frosh bas- 
ketball edition. 

Consider these facts: 
— The average, repeat average, 
weight of the 11 -man squad is 195 
pounds. 

— The average height of the 
squad is six feet, four and one-half 
inches. 

— Eight of the 11 freshmen are 
6-4 or better, going. up to 6-8. 

— The average of both height 
and weight is lowered considerably 
by the "shrimp" of the team, who 
stands only 5-11 and weighs only 
150. 

— Six of the 11 weigh 200 
pounds or better, going up to 230. 
And by comparison with the var- 
sity of the coming year, only two 
varsity players are either taller or 
heavier than the frosh average.

Student Enrollment Hits 
Highest Since Post-War 

The largest full-time student body since the post- World War II 
days of 1946-48 and an all-time record dormitory population marked 
the official Centenary College enrollment statistics this Fall. Dr. 
Jack S. Wilkes, president of the College, stated that 1,103 students 
have registered to take academic loads of 12 hours or more during 
the current Fall Semester. This figure is exceeded in the history 
of the College only by enrollments of 1,410 in 1947-48 and 1,288 
in 1946-47. 



Added to the 1966-67 figures 
are 590 part-time and evening di- 
vision students, giving Centenary 

Centenary Gets 
$50,000 Grant 
From Benedum 

A $50,000 grant in support of 
the ten-year plan of development 
was received by Centenary College 
in July from the Claude Worth- 
ington Benedum Foundation of 
Pittsburgh, Pa. 

President Jack S. Wilkes said 
that the grant was designated as a 
gift in memory of the late Michael 
Benedum, one of the original de- 
velopers of the Caddo Parish oil 
fields during the early 1900's and a 
founder of the Benedum Founda- 
tion. 

The late Mr. Benedum was a 
Shreveport resident for some years 
before moving to Pittsburgh where 
his descendants now live and where 
the Foundation is headquartered. 
Paul G. Benedum is president of 
the Foundation. 

The ten-year development plan, 
1965-1975, was announced late 
last year as a blueprint for bring- 
ing Centenary to a high level of 
all-around excellence by the 150th 
anniversary of its founding. 

The plan, which calls for con- 
struction of several more needed 
buildings, general upgrading of fac- 
ulty salaries, increased endowment 
funds, student scholarships, and 
other advances, will cost an esti- 
mated $20,000,000 over the decade. 

"It is especially gratifying to us 
that members of the petroleum in- 
dustry's pioneer families have ex- 
pressed their confidence in Cente- 
nary's future," said Dr. Wilkes. 
"This gift convinces us all the more 
deeply that the goals of our ten- 
year plan are certain to be 
reached." 



an over-all enrollment figure of 
1,693. 

NEW RECORD 

"The most significant statistic, 
however, is the number of stu- 
dents in our dormitories," declared 
the President. "For the second 
straight year, we have reached a 
new high, and this points up Cen- 
tenary's move towards attracting a 
greater proportion of out-of-town 
students." 

Housed in the six dormitory ac- 
commodations on campus this fall 
are 559 men and women, as com- 
pared with 514 at this time last 
year. A total of 281 women are 
living in Hardin, James, and Sex- 
ton Halls, while 278 men have 
quarters in Rotary and Cline Halls 
and in the old East Colonial 
building. 

Concerning the overall enroll- 
ment, Wilkes said that "We feel 
that we are right on schedule in 
moving toward a projected full- 
time student body of about 1,500 
by 1975. However, with our dormi- 
tories now at capacity, we recog- 
nize the need for more facilities in 
this area and hope to make prog- 
ress on this in the near future." 
STATISTICS 

Geographical breakdowns were 
not yet available on the over-all 
student body, but figures on new 
students at Centenary this year 
show that 58 per cent come from 
Louisiana, including 219 from 
Shreveport. Fifteen per cent of the 
first - year scholars come from 
Texas, six per cent from Arkansas, 
four per cent from Illinois, three 
per cent from New York, and 14 
per cent from all others. 

In a class-by-class breakdown, 
45 1 freshmen were registered, com- 
pared with 309 sophomores, 181 
juniors, and 162 seniors. Wilkes 
noted here, "In this age of the 
transient college student, the Cen- 
tenary retention rates has increased 
by almost 20 per cent. We have 
123 more returning students this 
Fall than we did last year."

Under a stark 100-watt globe, a 
student bends over a book, some- 
times looking up to mumble out 
loud, sometimes scratching with a 
pen on a pad of paper.

In a 
sorority house, sitting by a blazing 
fire, three co-eds discuss and dis- 
cuss and drink coffee.

There is no 
time to do any of that now. For 
one week the only sleep possible is 
just enough to clear their heads 
aided by black coffee and no ac- 
tivities. 

All the frustration and anxiety 
that has built up during the se- 
mester seems crammed into one 
awful week. There is no way to 
escape it, no way to postpone it, 



no excuse to be made. Each time 
they vow, "Next time I am not go- 
ing to do this. Next time I am 
going to be prepared." But, as all 
alumni know, "next time" never 
works out that way. 

This is the week of sharp an- 
swers to roommates and no time to 
make up for them; of a long phone 
call home to forewarn the parents 
about possible grades; of a short 
and concise visit to the dean's of- 
fice with as much fear as when you 
went in; it is wanting to give the 
whole thing up and tears at four 
in the morning; and, the only re- 
lief, sleep when it is all over and, 
for most, return to normality. 
BIG TEST 

So, against the bleak days of 
January, they trudge to bleaker 
classrooms of uncompromising 
mortar and wood to face the test 
of what they know or what they 
have crammed into their heads in 
a couple of days. 

Some, of course, do know what 
the professors have been spending 
three (or more) hours a week 
teaching. For these it is a week 
of sudden popularity as their class- 
mates desperately ask for help. 
But they seem to be the exception 
to the rule, which, for this week, 
is a frenzied and scared student. 

This is the time when alumni 
poignantly remember their alma 
mater, when they are planning to 
return to campus for Homecom- 
ing; and when students hope they 
have the chance to do the same 
someday.

A major change in the calendar 
date for the 1968 Centenary Home- 
coming was approved by the 
Alumni Association Board of Di- 
rectors at their March 28 meeting. 
The 1968 annual reunion will be 
held next year on March 29, 30 
and 31. 

The move to a spring date was 
proposed by the 1967 Homecom- 
ing Committee in hopes that more 
alumni would actually be attracted 
to the campus at the most beauti- 
ful time of year. 

"While our winter Homecoming 
has been most successful," said 
1967 chairman Grace Norton '40, 
"we feel that our graduates and ex- 
students should have the oppor- 
tunity to see the College under the 
best of conditions."

The Board of Directors voted at

campus decorations. 

A date for the 1967-68 Alumni 
Night at the basketball game had 
not yet been decided as this paper 
went to press. 

In other action at the Board 
meeting, the Alumni Association 
directors voted to sponsor two tra- 
vel tours in 1968. One would be 
another European tour during the 
summer, and the second would be 
a special Olympic Games tour to 
Mexico during October. Details on 
these tours will appear in the next 
issue of This Is Centenary.

Using the Forums theme "Per- 
spectives on a Revolutionary Age," 
a novelist, a philosopher, and an 
historian have lectured at Cente- 
nary in the last three months. 

On April 1 1, The Reverend Wil- 
liam Sloane Coffin, Jr., chaplain at 
Yale University, will speak, fol- 
lowed on April 25 by Miller Wil- 
liams, a poet and associate profes- 
sor of English at Loyola University 
in New Orleans. 

The spring half of the series was 
initiated by British author and phi- 
losopher Colin Wilson on Feb. 15. 
A writer in residence at Hollins 
College, Wilson created a sensation 
in the literary world when, in his 
twenties, he published his first 
book, The Outsider, acclaimed as 
an immediate success. 

Two weeks later Danforth lec- 
turer Henry G. Bugbee, Jr., talked 
on "What Is Existential Though?" 
and met with the student discus- 
sion group which was discussing 
the New Theology. Bugbee is a 
professor of philosophy at Pennsyl- 
vania State University. 

Historian Speaks 
Richard Hofstadter spoke on 
"The Dilemma in American For- 
eign Relations" on March 9. The 
historian was awarded the Pulitizer 
Prize in History in 1956 for his 
book, The Age of Reform. 

With the new semester also came 
the second annual Faculty Lecture 
Series which was led off by Dr. 
Virginia Carlton, chairman of the 
math department. Following Dr. 
Carlton's lecture on Feb. 11, Dr. 
W. F. Pledger spoke on Feb. 23 
and Dr. Webb Pomeroy on March 
16. The topic for the series is 
"Man's Search for Values." 

Lecture series seem to be quite 
popular at Centenary, and the an- 
nual Willson Lectures held this year 
on March 6, 7, and 8 must be add- 
ed to the list of spring series. Dr. 
Thomas C. Oden chose "The Cele- 
bration of Now" as his topic for 
the lectures sponsored by Dr. and 
Mrs. J. M. Willson of Floydada, 
Tex. Dr. Oden is professor of 
ethics and historical theology in the 
Graduate Seminary of Phillips Uni- 
versity, Enid, Okla. 

Lights Out 
Despite all the light these speak- 
ers shed on topics from existential- 
ism to foreign relations, it was not 
enough to keep the lights on at 
Centenary Feb. 23. An under- 
ground cable burned out Thursday 
afternoon, leaving all three women's 
dormitories, the cafeteria, and Mar- 
jorie Lyons Playhouse without 
electricity. 

The Playhouse cast improvised 
with transistor music and candle- 
light for the performance of "Great 
God Brown," but lights were turned 
on a few minutes before the cur- 
tains opened. In the cafeteria meals 
were served in paper plates and 
cooked with gas while the women 
students studied by candles and 
kerosene lamps.

Major Grants Announced 



Centenary College took another 
giant stride forward in the realm 
of liberal arts education late this 
spring with the announcement of 
two major grants. 

On May 23, the Frost Founda- 
tion presented a $270,000 grant for 
the establishment at Centenary of 
a "Center for Business and Eco- 
nomics." Less than three weeks 
later, W. Russell Barrow of Shreve- 
port turned over $100,000 to the 
College for modernization of its 
Physics Department. 

Edwin F. Whited, a Centenary 
graduate of the class of 1943 and 
president of the Frost Foundation, 
said in announcing the Frost grant 
that it was the Foundation's desire 
to add a whole new dimension to 



the college academic program and 
to serve the businessmen of the 
area as well as the student body. 

Funds from the Foundation will 
be used for faculty salaries, im- 
proved curriculum, library facili- 
ties, short courses, and an annual 
lecture series. Outstanding econo- 
mists and business leaders in the 
country will be invited to speak as 
part of the lecture series. 
To Be Named 

A director of the Center is to be 
named in the near future as well as 
three additional faculty members, 
each of whom will hold a Ph.D. 
degree and will have a strong 
background for teaching. At least 
two of these faculty members will 
have research potential. 



The revamping of the business 
and economics program at Cente- 
nary is being planned after a two- 
year study which included visits to 
a number of other colleges and 
universities and conferences with 
leading educators. 

Centenary president Jack S. 
Wilkes said that the new Center 
will follow the recommendations of 
an independent educators' commit- 
tee which studied the College pro- 
gram at his request. 

Mr. Barrow's gift was presented 
in memory of his mother, the late 
Mrs. Addie Johnson Barrow, for 
whom two new physics laboratories 
will be named after being equipped 
with the funds. 

Chairman of the Physics Depart- 




ment at Centenary is Dr. Louis A. 
Galloway, who is currently sum- 
mering in Houston as a special 
consultant to the Manned Space- 
craft Center of the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration. 
'Finest Department' 

On hearing the news, Dr. Gallo- 
way commented that "this will 
now enable Centenary to have the 
finest physics department of any 
liberal arts college in the South." 

The new equipment to be pur- 
chased through use of the Barrow 
funds will make it possible for 
Centenary physics majors to con- 
duct experiments in atomic and 
nuclear physics, fast pulse spec- 
trometry, X-Ray diffraction, micro- 
wave techniques, and quantum 
optics. 

According to Academic Dean 
Thad N. Marsh, the effect of the 
Barrow gift can already be seen in 
that an indicated 25 students will 
be majoring in physics next year, 
as against only 10 during the past 
year.

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President's 
Corner

EDUCATION AND FREEDOM 

President Willis M. Tate of Southern Methodist University talks 
about the college as the market place for the "free enterprise of 
ideas." Because there is a relationship between the freedom to 
learn and excellence in education, no college can long survive as a 
place of sound learning without being a free community of learning. 

Unfortunately, there are dogmatists of every stripe in and 
around every college community who want freedom only for the 
ideas they espouse. There are also a few self -centered and pseudo- 
students in our time at or near colleges who seem to want freedom 
from learning, discipline, or authority. Such people almost never 
recognize they have moved from one dogmatic fallacy and embraced 
another. 

Since before the days of Socrates, there has been the 
person who believes that the young must be protected from 
"new" ideas. In the Communist countries, the govern- 
ments have had considerable success protecting the young 
from what they say are capitalist and imperialist heresies. 
No student may attend the university until he has passed 
a political examination. Nor may his professor teach any 
subjects except with the viewpoint prescribed by the 
government. 

In a democracy, we see our schools as teaching the values we 
cherish and believe that no value is more important than man's free- 
dom under law — his freedom of speech, of religion, and of the press 
— his freedom to know and think and proclaim and pray. Essentially 
the school has two functions — the preservation of values and the 
examination of new ideas. The student really asks the teacher only 
two questions — "What's old?" and "What's new?" Until a student 
can ask and answer both questions in that order, he is not truly 
educated. This means also the school can never be entirely "avant 
garde" nor "rear guard" in its approach to life and truth. 

A vital question we might ask is — is it possible to protect a 
college student from new ideas today? 

The communications developments of the last several years 
make instant and complete data on all sides of every subject available. 
What's a Catholic mother who does not want her daughter to learn 
about birth control to do? If her daughter learns about birth control 
at college, does this mean that the college endorses birth control? Or 
take the case of the fundamentalist minister who does not want his 
young people to know that there may be other views of religion. 
What can he do when Time devotes its cover story to "God-is-Dead" 
or some other pop theology? 

There was a time when Viet Nam was distant and 
remote. There was a time when it took months for new 
thoughts or personalities in religion, or science, or politics 
to become known. Fortunately, or unfortunately, this can 
never be true again. 

In an age dominated by the information media with almost 
instant dissemination of new facts and ideas, freedom to examine 
and criticize, accept or refute facts and ideas by the students and 
faculties of our colleges becomes even more important. 

With many groups in our society, including political leaders and 
certain segments of business and labor leadership, the questions that 
are asked about new facts and ideas are not critical questions but 
deal with possible gain or loss in power, prestige, or profit. Some- 
times, when college people ask questions, they seem impractical to 
the government or business leader^ This may be due at times to 
the lack of practical experience by the college person, or it may be 
due to the freedom from involvement in the loss or gain of the 
situation. 

To review briefly, today's good student is seldom vic- 
timized by propaganda. He has been exposed to all sorts 
of ideas ever since he began watching television. He has 
learned to examine and evaluate the ideas and people about 
him. He does not accept or reject new thoughts or new 
patterns of living as quickly as his elders might. 

As a student, he wants to be free to examine, and occasionally 
by role-playing, to try some new things out for a while. The value 
standards he builds for himself will be related to the strength and 
freedom of the thought processes that make up his experience of 
learning. 

Freedom in learning presupposes that some of us will find 
different values, espouse different causes, worship different ways. As 
Americans, we tend to alternately abhor and revere our differences, 
but we can't in our best moments believe this way is wrong. As a 
people, we have found the "free enterprise of ideas" to be man's 
best way of change.

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Graduate School Success Stories 



Almost one-third of each year's 
graduating class from Centenary 
will continue on immediately into 
graduate school, according to 
records in the Dean of the Col- 
lege's office. 

The 130 members of the class of 
'67 were no exception. 

As of this writing, at least 41 had 
indicated definite plans to con- 
tinue their education, with 16 hav- 
ing received stipends in varying 
amounts. 

The percentage of Centenary 
graduates planning to attend gradu- 
ate school, seminary, law school, 
or medical school showed a sharp 
increase over 1966 when 38 of 158 
seniors continued their education. 

The medical schools attracted 
easily the greatest number of 1967 
seniors with 13 headed for various 
centers of medicine, dentistry, or 
technology. In 1966, the pre-med 
students shared top billing with the 
pre-law and language graduates. 
Well Scattered 

Over the past few years, Cente- 
nary graduates have located in 
schools throughout the United 
States and in many foreign coun- 
tries. Among the most notable 
are these: 

Keith Dobbins, a 1965 graduate 
in French, has completed an East- 
West Fellowship at Hawaii and 
was awarded a grant for six- 
months' research in India to com- 
plete his thesis on oriental lang- 
uages. He will return to Honolulu 
and the University to complete his 
doctorate under an NDEA Fellow- 
ship. 

Another 1965 French graduate, 
Judd Copeland, has been a gradu- 
ate assistant at the University of 
Arkansas for two years, but he 
won the 1966 French award there 
for summer study at the University 
of Paris. 

Richard Cristofolletti, a Spanish 
major in the same class, has re- 
turned to the University of North 
Carolina as a graduate assistant 
after a year of study at the Uni- 
versity of Madrid. 

Makes History 

Another member of the class of 
'65, Rosemary Palermo went to 
Vanderbilt University Law School 
after majoring in history at Cente- 
nary. She is currently the only 
girl on the Law Review staff there 
and she and another woman law 
student recently made history by 
defeating a men's team in Moot 
Court. 

Among pre-med students, Lou- 
isiana State continues to rank high- 
est in popularity of medical schools, 
but some notable exceptions were 
in 1965 when Pat Solis departed 
for Oxford University in England, 
Sally Keller went to the University 
of Southern California, and Connie 
Heath to Vanderbilt. 

The exceptions to the LSU Med 
. School trend in 1966 and 1967 
have not scattered as far, but in- 
clude Tulane, University of Texas, 
Baylor, and University of Tennes- 
see. 

Math Majors 

The mathematics majors from 
the 1966 class recorded an out- 
standing success chart. James 
Bains is at the University of Ten- 
nessee on a National Science Foun- 
dation fellowship, Carol Cunning- 
ham is at Southern Methodist on 
an NDEA fellowship, Russell Her- 



ron earned a fellowship to Uni- 
versity of Virginia, Louise Spry re- 
ceived a fellowship to the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, and Rodney 
Cage was awarded a study grant to 
LSU. 

Marvin Collins, who was a 
double major in math and French 
from that class, upset the form 
chart by attending University of 
Texas Law School. 

Centenary drama graduates are 
noted for their long distance trips 
to graduate school. This can be 
seen in the examples of Paulette 
James (1965) at University of Wis- 
consin, Sandy West (1966) at Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, and John 
Goodwin (1967) who will be at the 
University of California. 

Chemistry majors from Cente- 
nary always seem to gain a good 
share of the spotlight, Don Scrog- 
gin '66, who won three of the top 
fellowships offered anywhere at 
the same time, is the outstanding 
example. 

Don received the Woodrow Wil- 
son fellowship, the National 
Science Foundation fellowship, and 
the Danforth Foundation fellow- 
ship, and could literally have writ- 
ten his own ticket to any graduate 
school. He chose Harvard where 
he is now well along toward be- 
coming Dr. Don Scroggin.

Faith In God Aids Centenary Coed

"The race is not to the swift nor 
the battle to the strong . . ." 

These words from the Old Testa- 
ment are quite applicable to the 
life of one Centenary coed who is 
unlike the typical young ladies who 
trod the tree-lined paths of the 
campus. 

This coed never sees the campus 
as she is totally handicapped by 
polio and attends classes via tele- 
phone. 

However, it is her warm smile 
which ignites when you enter the 
room that makes one realize Helen 
Jean Coburn is no different from 
the average American woman 
student. 

Born November 7, 1941 to Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold M. Coburn, 
Helen has attended classes by tele- 
phone since she was stricken with 
the crippling disease during the 
1951 polio epidemic in Shreveport. 
A perfectly normal and healthy 
child, Helen was the oldest child 
and was one of hundreds of local 
individuals taken by the epidemic. 

Faith In God 

"If it were not for my faith in 
God and such a wonderful family, 
I could have never made it." These 
words from the straight-A, 1959 
graduate of Fair Park High School 
typifies Helen's strong determina- 
tion to overcome her handicap and 
lead a normal life. 

She has a younger sister, Juan- 
ita, who graduated from Byrd High 
in May. Juanita's words probably 



best summarize the way people 
feel about Helen: 

"Helen's nobility of spirit and 
strength of character, and her love 
of life itself are why I love her 
most of all." 

Her father, who is a Veteran's 
Service Officer, observes, "When- 
ever Juanita has a personal prob- 
lem, Helen is always the first she 
consults." 

Helen has been a telephone stu- 
dent since the 5th grade and enter- 
ed Centenary in 1959 taking an 
average of 6-8 hours per semester. 
Her emphasis has been on foreign 
languages since this is the subject 
she feels could be mastered the 
easiest. At the end of the spring

semester, she has accumulated a 
total of 90 semester hours. 

After graduation Helen plans to 
tutor foreign languages. She has 
already completed all of the 
courses offered at Centenary in 
German, Spanish, and French. 
Intercom System 

The State Rehabilitation Center 
is in charge of all the equipment 
for Helen's classes and pays her 
tuition. The system is similar to 
an intercom in an office with 
speakers in the classrooms connect- 
ed to the main controls in Helen's 
room at her home. 

Says Helen, "It is exactly like 
being at Centenary only I can't see 
the professors." Helen feels she 
is not at a disadvantage because if 
she wants to ask a question she 
simply clicks a bar device on the 
speaker which enables her to be 
heard in the classroom. 

She has no use of her hands and 
writes with her mouth and the 
help of what she calls a "bird's 
beak." This device is a mouth 
piece which holds a long pencil at 
the end. She writes all of her as- 
signments with the "bird's beak" 
and has an eraser taped to the pen- 
cil with which she turns pages. She 
takes all of her notes herself and 
has no difficulty in keeping up 
with the lectures. 

'Excellent Student' 

Dr. Walter Lowery, Helen's his- 
tory professor this past semester, 
often goes to her home to deliver 
her tests. Dr. Lowery remarks, 
"She is a very outspoken young 
woman. The first time I visited 
with her, she just told me that his- 



tory was not her favorite subject. 
She is an excellent student and al- 
ways has outstanding papers." 

Helen usually will write out 
questions that she wants answered 
and Dr. Lowery will go over them 
with her. Helen's tests are usually 
mailed to her and she in turn mails 
them back to the campus. 

One of the many outstanding 
qualities about Helen is her desire 
to be treated as an equal in the 
classroom. She does the same 
work as the other students. In 
fact, Helen recalls, "The professors 
are real good to me at Centenary. 
When I had one paper due, my 
professor personally delivered to 
me 30 books for my reference 
work." 

Reads And Paints 

When Helen is not studying, she 
likes to read for pleasure. In the 
summertime, when she has more 
spare time, she often paints num- 
bered pictures. The pictures are 
quite neat and by looking at them, 
they give the impression of being 
done by a normal individual with 
full control of both hands. 

The Rev. R. W. Gordon, her 
pastor at Caddo Heights Baptist 
Church, comments, "I feel Helen 
Coburn has what every young per- 
son needs, faith in God . . ." 

The words of Rev. Gordon when 
he said, "The important thing in 
life is not how to make a living, 
but how to live," hold so very true 
for Helen Coburn.

The summer of 1967 is 
no exception and has brought new 
concepts in summer school study. 

The regular summer session be- 
gan in mid-June, and approximate- 
ly 560 students are registered this 
year. 

On July 5, about 70 more stu- 
dents will come on campus for the 
start of a special eight-week pro- 
gram called the Pre-Freshman 
Study Course. 

This special course, according to 
Summer School Dean Aubrey L. 
Forrest, is designed to help enter- 



ing freshmen "bridge the gap be- 
tween high school and college." 
It is a relatively new concept in 
higher education, and most of the 
youngsters enrolled will be those 
termed "borderline" students. 

Forrest said that each student 
will take three courses: freshman 
English, freshman mathematics, 
and the Baldridge study skills. 
"This will provide an excellent op- 
portunity for them to prove them- 
selves worthy of college admission, 
even though their high school work 
has been below average," he added. 

Those making grades of C or 
better in the Pre-Freshman Course 
will be admissible for full-time 
study in the Fall. 

Dress Rehearsal 

Another new concept is the 
"College Dress Rehearsal" for high 
school students between their jun- 
ior and senior years held during the 
week of June 11-17. 

Using a faculty of both high 
school and college counselors, 48 
students were tested, counselled, 
and given a chance to live as a 
college student. They attended 
classes, special events, social events 
just as though they were full-time 
Centenary students. 

According to Director of Admis- 
sions Col. Buren S. Folsom, this 
"Dress Rehearsal" was a resound- 
ing success for everyone concerned. 
Counselors and students alike were 
high in their praise for the pro- 
gram, and the Centenary Bookstore 
reported "a heavy run" on Cente- 
nary sweatshirts. 

Geographical Spread 

Students for the "Dress Rehear- 
sal" came in from as far away as 
Florida, Alabama, and Missouri, 
while the Pre-Freshman Course 
has attracted youngsters from New 
York, Illinois, and throughout the 
South. 

Another major study program 
on campus this summer is the 
Latin American Institute from July 
31 through August 25, offering a 
four-week, non-credit course in 
English as a foreign language for 
residents of Central and South 
America. 

Other activities on the campus

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Board Adopts 
Finance Changes

Three changes in the financial 
structure of the Centenary Alumni 
Association were adopted at the 
Sept. 19 meeting of the Board of 
Directors when the Board voted to 
adopt the recommendations of the 
Alumni Annual Giving Committee 
to reduce the number of fund ap- 
peals to alumni by abolishing the 
direct mail solicitation of funds 
and providing for an annual uni- 
fied campaign with the Great 
Teachers-Scholars Fund and the 
enactment of an annual dues struc- 
ture. 

This fall's direct mail campaign 
will mark the last fall solicitation 
of funds by the Alumni Associ- 
ation. The Board of Directors 
unanimously adopted the recom- 
mendations of the committee to 
abolish the annual direct mail soli- 
citations and combine the alumni 
fund drive with the Great Teachers- 
Scholars Fund campaign in the 
spring. Alumni will work as a 
separate division in the unified 
campaign. 

According to Ed Harbuck '56, 
chairman of the committee, plans 
for the 1968 campaign include sev- 
eral nights of direct telephone con- 
tact in the Shreveport-Bossier area 
and in those cities with a large 
alumni population. During the 
1968 campaign the Alumni Associ- 
ation will retain all funds that are

By working within the 1968 Great 
Teachers-Scholars Campaign the 
alumni will have a nucleus organi- 
zation for active participation in 
the capital building fund drive al- 
lowing alumni to work toward 
funds for construction of a field 
house. 

The alumni annual dues will be 
instituted in the fall of 1968, said 
Mr. Harbuck, but details of the 
plan have not yet been completed.

Cable cars and the Golden Gate 
Bridge, Fisherman's Wharf and 
San Francisco Bay, Chinatown and 
Hippieland — these provided the 
colorful setting for the General 
Conference of the American Alum- 
ni Council in San Francisco from 
July 2 to July 6, 1967. It was my 
pleasure to represent the Centenary 
Alumni Association, and Cente- 
nary's Development Officer, F. H.

The conference was attended by 
more than 600 participants, among 
whom were alumni directors, alum- 
ni fund raisers, development of- 
ficers, alumni editors and alumni 
officers from colleges and universi- 
ties throughout the world. 

After registering at noon on Sun- 
day, July 2nd, the first day of the 
conference, I attended a session 
which was held from 2:00 p.m. to 
4:30 p.m. for all newcomers to edu- 
cation administration. It was an 
introduction for persons assuming 
responsibilities for the first time in 
the fields of alumni administration, 
education fund raising, and alumni 
editing and was designed to help 
participants understand their roles 
in making higher education func- 
tion successfully. While this ses- 
sion was no doubt designed to 
benefit the professional in admin- 
istering alumni affairs, it was of 
great help to me and the other non- 
professionals in attendance. 

Conference Topics 

During the next three days, I at- 
tended the following noteworthy 
functions: an A.A.C. district meet- 
ing (Centenary is in District IV of 
the A.A.C.) which was attended by 
representatives of A.A.C. member 
colleges and universities throughout 
Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas and 
Mexico; the President's banquet 
and awards (at which it seemed 
everyone in the huge crowd attend- 
ing, except my wife and me, re- 
ceived an award of some kind); a 
conference general session at which 
Corbin Gwaltney, Executive Direc- 
tor, Editorial Projects for Educa- 
tion, Inc., gave an inspiring talk on

day"; and panel discussions at 
which I heard the Alumni Fund 
Director for Vassar College tell 
how she raised two million dollars 
this year for her college, and the

As a Methodist 
institution the college has always been ecumenical in the best sense of 
the word. 

The religious commitment of the college has never been more 
important than it is today. During this period of social change and 
unrest, of international conflict, religious leaders and scholars have 
launched one of the most urgent reviews of religious truth and practice 
in man's history. The recent Vatican Council, the revival of lay theological 
discussion, the movement of the churches toward reunion, the attempts 
of various groups in church renewal, the new emphasis in the church on 
various forms of liturgy, the contemporary bitter criticism of certain 
aspects of church life by many scholars — all of these and other forces 
have combined to make this an exciting day for the church and church- 
related institutions. This excitement has reached Centenary along with 
most campuses. We are not alarmed by these trends. Indeed, we 
believe we have the leadership to make this a time of religious growth 
for our students and faculty. 

The examination of religious truth always creates mental and 
emotional tension. Consequently, the church college, because of its basic 
religious commitment and its trained faculty, is the best possible place 
for students to deal with matters of religious faith. We have complete 
confidence in the dedication and competence of our faculty to challenge 
our students in religious growth. 

The establishment of Sunday worship in the Brown Chapel with a 
large proportion of the campus students attending is one indication of 
how our students are responding to renewed campus interest in religion. 
Another has been in the desire of students to hear and question persons 
who hold various religious viewpoints. 

The religious commitment of the college expresses itself in many 
ways, through religious drama, music, movies, art, through chapel services 
and Sunday worship, through student religious 'organizations, through 
courses in the Department of Religion and Bible, through the Faculty 
Christian Fellowship, through all the various formal and informal means 
that students learn basic realities in the interaction of minds on a college 
campus.

ANNOUNCED 

Plans for the construction of a 
new $115,000 Baptist Student Cen- 
ter to be located across the street 
from the Centenary library have 
been recently announced by Dis- 
trict 6 of the Louisiana Baptist 
Convention. The new facility will 
include Baptist Student Union 
headquarters to serve the campus 
and the district office for the con- 
vention district which is composed 
of 87 Northwest Louisiana Baptist 
churches. 

The existing structures on the 
property at 2903-2907 Woodlawn 
will be removed to make way for 
the 6,000-square-foot modernistic 
building which will feature a glass 
and grill work wall across the front 
of the building. 

Among the facilities planned for 
students will be a lounge area, a 
student library and a dual-purpose 
recreation area and banquet hall. 
Office space, a kitchen, classrooms 
for seminary extension classes, a 
tract room and extension storage 
will be included in the features of 
the building. A large meeting 
room will be utilized for executive 
board and other organizational 
meetings with the seminary exten- 
sion rooms also being used as com- 
mittee rooms. Off the street park- 
ing and a patio will be located at 
the rear of the building.

the volunteer leaders and workers. 
Then, I heard how the University 
of Toronto and Manhattan Col- 
lege put on successful telephone 
solicitations last year, the former 
raising $173,000 and the latter 
raising $73,000, before expenses. 
A most impressive program was 
given by Miss Beatrice M. Field, 
longtime director of Alumni Activi- 
ties at Tulane, on the subject 
"Money Isn't Quite Everything". 
The topic "How to Fail (and to 
Succeed) with Direct Mail" pro- 
vided some insight to me as to how 
direct mail appeals for money 
should and should not be handled. 
Tulane's case study was the award- 
winning summary that I chose to 
attend, at which it became evident 
why Tulane walked off with the 
awards this year for their alumni 
activities. Their whole staff of 
five full-time professionals in the 
alumni field gave an excellent sum- 
mary of their activities in the past 
and their hopes for the school in 
the future. Incidentally, they just 
succeeded in raising 25.5 million 
dollars for their Forward Fund 
campaign. 

Alumni Development 

I next attended a small round 
table seminar at which the Direc- 
tor of the College Fund at Harvard 
University was moderator. The 
discussion centered around fund 
raising and we were all permitted 
to tell about problems at our 
schools and see how other schools 
had met the problem. The mod- 
erator modestly admitted that his 
fund raising efforts would not have 
been as successful if Harvard did 
not have a victorious crew to row 
their shells. The President of the 
University of Wisconsin, Dr. Fred 
H, Harrington, spoke at another 
conference general session which I 
attended on the subject "Are Alum- 
ni Associations Changing Fast 
Enough?" His main theme as I 
understood it was that alumni asso- 
ciations and the administrators of 
colleges and universities were not 
working closely enough together in 
solving today's problems in educa- 
tion, considering the single purpose 
toward which both groups should 
be working. He developed the 
history and image of alumni asso- 
ciations from their beginning as 
fun-loving, beer-drinking, party 
people, active mostly in Ivy League 
schools, to a serious, industrious, 
helpful group that was interested 
solely in bettering conditions for 
higher education. It was his con- 
clusion that, although the image of 
alumni associations had a way to 
go, and that they were still in their 
primitive stage, the knowledge and 
ability of the professional alumni 
administrators in this area of edu- 
cation should not be ignored by 
college presidents and other school 
administrators, but should be con- 
sidered and used. 

I hope that this will give you 
some idea of the type of confer- 
ence which I attended on your be- 
half. It is my earnest hope that 
the Centenary College Alumni 
Association will send a nonprofes- 
sional representative to this confer- 
ence each year because there is no 
place where a better grasp of the 
problems and solutions thereof can 
be obtained. If nothing more, it 
made me realize that all colleges 
. and universities are going through 



growing pains with their alumni 
associations and gave me perspec- 
tive and inspiration. It also gave 
me new ideas which I believe our 
alumni association can put to use 
in an effort to offer more service 
to our college. 

Student Recruitment 

For example, in the area of stu- 
dent recruiting and pre-matricula- 
tion, I learned that many schools 
have alumni committees which 
represent their school in admissions 
in their communities by holding 
college nights in area high schools, 
in interviewing applicants referred 
by the admissions office, in making 
recommendations for admission 
and financial aid where necessary, 
in suggesting outstanding juniors 
and seniors for cultivation, and in 
having prospective students receive 
periodic communications from the 
alumni and admissions offices. 
This, of course, relieves the admis- 
sions office of duties that in some 
cases can be better performed than 
by the admissions directors. 

In connection with student- 
alumni relationship programs, some 
of the schools have the director of 
alumni activities assisting lyceum 
committees by suggesting possible 
alumni speakers for their program. 
Students are able to hear from peo- 
ple who were in their situation a 
few years previous by this means. 

Many of the alumni associations 
award honorary membership to 
faculty members and non-alumni 
who have rendered outstanding 
services to the university, some- 
times in connection with homecom- 
ing at a dinner at which the presi- 
dent of the university and the 
chairman of the board of trustees 
speak. This helps the alumni re- 
lationship with the faculty, as well 
as public relations with non-alumni. 

In many schools, a strong ath- 
letic advisory committee composed 
of alumni acts as liaison through- 
out the country between the ath- 
letic office and prospective ath- 
letes and at the same time coordi- 
nates their work with the admis- 
sions offices of the colleges. Too 
often, alumni do not use their in- 
fluence to help the athletic office 
recruit top students for athletics, 
and, in many cases, they can add 
the influence that counts. 

Recognizing the importance of 
continuing education for alumni 
and others, alumni associations 
throughout the country are institut- 
ing annual conference programs in 
connection with local alumni clubs 
and open to all persons interested 
in education. The conferences 
have, in reality, a two-fold purpose: 
(a) to give alumni and other per- 
sons interested in education an op- 
portunity to hear faculty and ad- 
ministration members of the uni- 
versity discuss topics in their spe- 
cialized fields, and (b) to bring such 
gatherings up to date on education- 
al programs and plans. A typical 
conference is held on a Saturday or 
Sunday and includes a luncheon 
with a speaker, followed by several 
sessions running concurrently. Al- 
though these conferences are no 
doubt better attended in the cities 
in which the colleges are located, it 
is possible that where there are 
strong alumni chapters in other 
cities, such conferences could be 
held in those cities. This provides 
an opportunity for a number of 
faculty members to participate and 
even larger crowds of persons inter- 
ested in the college and education 
to attend.

ALUMNI ACTION 

The Council for Financial Aid to Education has reported that 
universities and colleges in America expended some $7.5 billion for 
current operations alone in 1963-64. By 1970, that organization has 
estimated that the annual need will be $9 billion. Other expert observers 
such as W. Homer Turner, executive director of the United States Steel 
Foundation, place the 1970 needs as high as $14 billion. The question 
naturally arises: from what source will such money come? The CFAE's 
highly educated guess is as follows: 

Tuition and fees 2 1 % 

Government 50% 

Private philanthropy 21 % 

Endowment earnings 8% 

Other sources 5% 

Of the more than $2 billion needed from private philanthropy, the 
projected income by constituencies looks like this: 

Alumni 24.4% 

Non-alumni individuals 21.6% 

Foundations 21.5% 

Corporations 21 .0% 

Other sources 1 1.5% 

This is a big challenge to private philanthropy. Those who have 
contributed so much time and energy know that Centenary College can 
progress only as long as private philanthropy continues to exist. Privately 
endowed institutions, such as Centenary, must depend entirely on private 
philanthropy to help maintain a diversified system of education with its 
economic support coming from various sources. And it is well that it 
should be so. For if the resources of our educational institutions ever 
come from any one single source — be it government or business — it would 
seem that with it must come a degree of control over the institutions as 
well as over the mental processes of the students. 

Centenary College has demonstrated that it is worthy of much more 
financial support than it is now receiving — the support to allow it to 
continue to be a leader among small liberal arts colleges and to be free 
from any control. 

Private philanthropy will soon be given an opportunity to meet this 
challenge at Centenary in a program about which you will soon hear 
more — "Climax 75 — A Program of Excellence in Education for Climaxing 
the First 150 Years of Centenary College, 1825-1975."

Among the special 
features planned for the tour par- 
ticipants are a cruise on the canals 
of Amsterdam, a special welcoming 
party at a London pub, a dinner 
party with Viennese folk music in 
Grinzing, a visit to the famous 
medieval walled city of Rothen- 
burg, an evening at the Folies Ber- 
gere and evening drives through 
Rome, London and Paris. 

Tour arrangements are under the 
direction of the Cochran-Bates 
Travel Agency in Shreveport. Miss 
Flavia Leary '35 will serve as tour 
escort and accompany the group 
from Shreveport. 

The $860 price per person in- 
cludes jet air fare from New York 
to Europe and return to New York, 
most meals, first class hotel ac- 
commodations with private bath, 
air-conditioned motorcoach for 
sightseeing, English speaking local 
guides in the large cities to accom- 
pany the guide who joins the tour 
in London, taxes, tips, transfers 
and baggage handling. A limited 
number of single rooms are also 
available.

ment for professional services from 
a Confederate veteran who had no 
funds to pay the bill. The veteran 
had acquired the portrait of Lee at 
an auction in Natchez, Mississippi, 
but, the painter and the date of the 
painting have apparently been lost 
forever in history. 

When Dr. Galloway's daughter 
Katherine married Elmo P. Lee, 
the physician gave her the portrait 
as a wedding gift and it hung in 
the hallway of their Shreveport 
home at 1090 East Kings Highway 
during the remainder of their lives. 

This summer, the four Lee chil- 
dren decided to donate the portrait 
to Centenary College so that it 
might have a permanent home 
where it could be admired by the 
general public. The children, for- 
mer students at Centenary, Charles 
G. and Elmo Lee of Shreveport, 
Mrs. Ben Roshton of Houston and 
Mrs. J. Selmon Fortune of Lafay- 
ette, Georgia, asked Mrs. Lee's 
granddaughter Kathy Lee, a junior 
at Centenary, to officially present 
the gift to the college. They asked 
that it be donated in the name of 
their late grandmother, Katherine 
Galloway Lee. 

George Nelson, chairman of the 
board of trustees of the college, 
accepted the painting from Kathy 
and thanked the entire Lee family 
for this invaluable contribution to 
Centenary College. 

Art collectors have tested the 
portrait and have verified the au- 
thenticity, but no one has ever 
been able to find the name of the 
painter. Collectors believe the por- 
trait was made from life during the 
latter years of the General's life 
while he served as president of 
Washington College, now Washing- 
ton and Lee Unfversity. 
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Members of the 1967 freshman class were invited to visit informally in the homes of faculty members in a new 
practice called faculty desserts during freshman orientation week. The "desserts" are aimed at establishing a 
closer relationship between freshmen and faculty in an effort to insure that freshmen are names rather than 
numbers to faculty members.

Unified Fund Activities 

Noted as a problem in many col- 
leges and throughout the country 
is the holding of annual alumni 
fund drives simultaneously with 
capital fund drives. Many of the 
schools have consolidated these 
drives and many are considering 
doing likewise. The difficulty ap- 
pears to be that an alumnus never 
remembers to which fund he has 
made a contribution or to which 
fund he should make a contribu- 
tion when he is plagued by a series 
of requests for funds. That prob- 
lem, of course, is one which Cente- 
nary has experienced with the an- 
nual alumni fund drive and our 
Great Teachers-Scholars Drive and 
one which will present a bigger 
problem when the capital fund 
drive begins in 1969. This prob- 
lem has caused many alumni asso- 
ciations to drop annual alumni 
fund drives which are in conflict 
in the same year with capital fund 
drives and look toward a member- 
ship dues or fees structure in order 
to support its alumni programs 
throughout the years. 

Almost without exception, all 
alumni associations are aware of 
the need to provide through their 
associations more scholarships for 
needy and deserving students. 
None of the alumni associations ap- 
pear to be satisfied with the num-

Senator John G. Tower of Texas has 
been named the principal speaker for the 
annual Homecoming banquet to be held 
Saturday, March 30, at the Shreveport 
Convention Center. 

The Centenary Alumni Association 
and Dr. Jack S. Wilkes, president of Cen- 
tenary, have been working for some time 
to have Senator Tower arrange his sched- 
ule to speak at the principal event of the 
1968 Homecoming. Congressman Joe D. 
Waggonner Jr., who was instrumental in 
making his appearance possible, will in- 
troduce Senator Tower. 

Ray A. Barlow, president of the 
Alumni Association, said, "His address, 
plus the other events we are now plan- 
ning for the Homecoming, should make 
this our most successful reunion to date." 

Senator Tower is no stranger to the 
academic world, having served as an as- 
sistant professor of political science at 
Midwestern University in Wichita Falls, 
Texas, for nine years before entering 
politics. The son of a Methodist min- 
ister, he attended public schools in Hous- 
ton, Jacksonville, Tyler and Beaumont — 
cities where his father filled ministerial 
assignments. He received the B. A. de- 
gree in government at Southwestern Uni- 
versity in Georgetown in 1948 and a 
Master's degree in political science from 
S. M. U. in 1951. 

The Texas Republican solon has been 
associated with the conservative cause 
in Texas for more than 20 years. Calling 
himself a "progressive conservative," 
Tower was first elected to the United 
States Senate in 1961 to fill the seat 
vacated by Lyndon Johnson. In 1966, he 
defeated Democratic candidate William 
Blakely, receiving almost 57% of the 
vote. 

He has always been a strong supporter 
of the military establishment and toured 
the Southeast Asian battlefront last year. 
He serves on the Armed Services sub- 
committee and the Joint Committee on 
Defense Production. 



This Is Centenary 



President's 
Corner 

By Dr. Jack S. Wilkes 

In the Centenary purpose we say we 
are here "to equip students to think 
clearly, honestly, and constructively." 
Such people are needed in these days of 
stress and challenge. 

The purpose of this address is to de- 
fine the educated response to our own 
revolutionary age. Some people who 
bear educational credentials seem to have 
forgotten educational fundamentals. Self- 
centered response is not education, but 
animalism. People are free to express 
it, but let's call it what it is. The thesis 
of this address is that the educated re- 
sponse is (1) the renewed dedication to 
truth, (2) the application of reason for 
decision-making, (3) responsible action 
by educated persons. 

Renewed Dedication to Truth 

Education in Western civilization can- 
not be separated from the Judeo-Chris- 
tion religious heritage. The ethics of 
these religious people has demanded that 
education be, first of all, a search for 
truth. Among education's darkest mo- 
ments have been those times when gov- 
ernmental leaders, economics forces, 
church officials, or social customs have 
thwarted this quest. 

However, in every age there have been 
people and groups who have not been 
prevented from knowing the truth but 
who have promoted half-truths or lies for 
their own purposes. Among these peo- 
ple and groups have been some who are 
called educated. We have a right to ex- 
pect educated people to put the prin- 
ciples of education into action. 

The educated mind recoils from that 
spirit of our times which seeks truth not 
as a discovery to be appreciated but as 
a device to be manipulated. Those men- 
dacious scoundrels who seek to achieve 
some power, large or small, over other 
people by bending truth to their own 
objective should be denounced as des- 
picable by the educated world. 

The person of honest thinking, the 
truly educated man, searching for truth 
at his worst when he errs, brings con- 
fusion of mind, but at his best he guides 
men past destructive possibilities of this 
revolutionary age. During our confusing 
times we have seen truth both obscured 
and revealed. 

Reason for Decision-making 

Rational thought must be the prime 
goal of every person seeking education. 
Bearing educational credentials is not as 




important as using educational devices. 
To think means to know and analyze 
facts, ideas, opinions, and other data in 
an orderly fashion. The educated man 
criticizes and debates within himself or 
with other persons the facts, ideas, data, 
etc., available on a given subject. He 
trusts the critical analysis of other edu- 
cated minds. He distrusts the mind that 
does not analyze thoroughly before it 
accepts. 

Many people in our time confuse the 
sentimental acceptance of a new idea 
with thinking. Thinking means we do 
not accept a new idea or mode of be- 
havior until the laborious processes of 
knowledge, debate, rejection, and con- 
version have taken place. To- accept 
without thinking is the role of the pawn, 
the dictator's minion, the quick con- 
formist. It is easier not to know, not to 
think, to put one's mind to rest and go 
along without questioning, but such peo- 
ple do not make good citizens of a 
democracy, and certainly not the strong 
minds needed for changing times. 

When anyone puts his acceptance or 
rejection of an idea or behavior on his 
personal feelings, he is rejecting reason. 
Man feeling can justify almost anything. 
Man reasoning must use data, an objec- 
tive source, to justify his conclusions. 
Thinking can be trusted, feelings cannot. 
Responsible Action 

Responsible action in a democracy fol- 
lows naturally the search for truth and 
reasoned thinking. Democratic govern- 
ment is also concerned with persons, in- 
stitutions, and laws. Democracy in 
America has survived by allowing free- 
dom of speech and action to responsible 
persons. The legislatures and courts 
have made the laws and interpreted their 
uses. Responsible action means the ord- 
erly change in a democracy involving 
the electorate, the legislative bodies, and 
the courts. Democracy has failed in sev- 
eral areas of the world because irre- 
sponsible political leaders have subverted 
freedom to keep themselves in office or 
have created chaos to overthrow their 
governments and set up dictatorships. 
Democracy fails when political objectives 
of persons and/or parties are more 
powerful than democratic government it- 
self. Democracy more than any other 
form of government requires a respon- 
sible, educated leadership which is more 
dedicated to democracy in process than 
to its own political objectives.

Through its 
members in every state and in many 
foreign countries, the association reflects 
the character of Centenary and can rep- 
resent the college in a truly personal 
manner wherever an alumnus speaks of 
the advantages of attending Centenary. 

Gifts to Centenary from alumni are 
convincing evidence that the persons who 
know the school best sincerely want it 
to progress and offer even greater ser- 
vices to new generations of students. 
The campaign deserves a generous 
response.

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Swank Named Basketball Mentor 
For Centenary College Gentlemen 

Tulsa University's Joe Swank is the new head basketball coach at Centenary 
College. He took over the post from Orvis Sigler, who stepped upstairs to become 
full-time athletic director. 

Swank, 42, was signed by President Jack Wilkes at the end of the current basket- 
ball season and his appointment was announced March 5. He and his wife Kay and 
their daughter Ellen were expected to move to Shreveport within the month. 

A ball-control specialist, Swank took over the reins of the Golden Hurricane in 
Tulsa in 1960 and in 1966-67 won the tough Missouri Valley Conference's "Coach of 
the Year" title. Last year he took Tulsa to the National Invitational Tournament 
(N.I.T.), only to lose to Marquette in Madison Square Garden. 

Prior to becoming top basketball mentor at Tulsa, he coached the freshman team 
there for 11 years and only once did he have a team under .500. Since 1960, Swank's 
teams have racked up a 91-91 win-loss record, but 76 of the victories came in the 
last five years. He was 11-4 when Dr. Wilkes started talking to Swank about coming 
to Centenary, but a seven-game losing streak dropped him to near the .500 mark. 

Swank is a native of Muskogee and an Air Force veteran with overseas service 
in the China Theater during World War II. He is no mean athlete himself. At 
Muskogee High he won eight varsity letters — three in basketball, three in baseball and 
two in football. 

President Wilkes said Riley Wallace will continue as assistant basketball coach on 
the staff here and he and Sigler will assist Swank in the recruiting program. 

Swank is generally highly regarded in cage coaching circles and is a member of 
the national basketball coaches association rules committee and the NCAA's tourna- 
ment committee. 

He will be in charge of recruiting and arranging his own schedule, Dr. Wilkes 
said. The 1968-69 schedule has already been completed.

Is Approved By 
Alumni Board 

Following the recomendation of a spe- 
cial study committee, the board of direc- 
tors of the Centenary College Alumni 
Association has voted to set up a new 
dues structure which is intended to help 
underwrite scholarships, awards, and 
other projects promoting the college. 

All former students of the college will 
be asked to participate in the new finan- 
cial program, but Association President 
Ray Barlow reminded that payment of 
dues is not a requirement for member- 
ship in the Association. To belong to 
the Association one need only have at- 
tended the college during one academic 
year. 

Under the new structure, regular an- 
nual dues are being set at $5 per year for 
a single membership; $7.50 per year for 
a dual membership (husband and wife). 
Single life memberships can be had for 
$100, and dual life memberships for 
$150. Membership in the Century Club 
will still be $100 a year. The life mem- 
berships may be paid either in lump sum 
or divided over any period of months 
during the calendar year, Mr. Barlow 
said. 

Members who pay dues will be desig- 
nated "participating members." They 
will receive a special car decal and a 
regular newsletter telling of Association 
projects. 

Income from life memberships is to 
be invested in a special trust fund, and 
only the interest therefrom will be used 
each year.

President's 
Corner

Beyond The Good Deed Syndrome 

(Matthew 5:38-48) 

Mark Twain, that nineteenth century 
hippie (at least he had the hair and the 
non-conforming spirit for it), once noted 
that if you fed a hungry dog he wouldn't 
bite you. Then he said, "That's the prin- 
cipal difference between a dog and a 
man." 

What he didn't understand and what 
we continually forget is that while a good 
deed may solve the problem of a hungry 
dog, a hungry man always needs more 
than food. 

We get confused when our "good 
deeds" don't work to our advantage. We 
give France billions of dollars in the 
Marshall Plan and De Gaulle is anti- 
American. "Yankee, go home!" signs 
have appeared only in those countries 
where we have gone to help. 

Or take the American Negro. We've 
given him the Civil Rights Act of 1964, 
the poverty program, and numerous 
other pieces of class legislation and he 
calls us "white racists!" And cries out 
for "Black Power!" 

What is wrong? Jesus told us some- 
thing more was needed when he talked 
about giving of the coat when the cloak 
was taken, the love of one's enemies, the 
going of a second mile. Good deeds 
without human involvement can have 
bad effects on the donor, the recipient, 
and the problem. A good deed is a per- 
formance of the strong for the weak. 
As Eric Hoffer says, "We cannot win 
the weak by sharing our wealth with 
them. They feel our generosity as op- 
pression." Involvement of one human 
in the needs of another or the needs of 
humanity means not that we take the 
burdens from the weak but that we share 
their hopes, their frustrations, their des- 
peration to the point we can intelligently 
serve them. The quantity of our deeds 
is always measured by the quality of our 
involvement. 

Perhaps the most important question 
we could ask ourselves is this — As 
partially educated and at least nominally 
religious persons, how can all of us be- 
come involved with other persons to 
solve this present age? 

REBIRTH IN BELIEF NEEDED 

I. Well, first of all, I think we need a 
rebirth in the belief that when we use 
intelligence we can solve human needs. 




Our country is fighting a war which 
was accelerated in the Gulf of Tonkin 
on a night when no one knows for sure 
whether the enemy fired at our ships or 
not. There have been many sincere wars, 
some just wars, some smart wars (at 
least from the standpoint of national 
policy), but war itself is the very anti- 
thesis of all that education and religion 
teach. War destroys the very love and 
peace which intelligence demands in 
human relations. 

Or look at our racial problems. Here 
as well, we have substituted emotion for 
thought, sincerity for action, power for 
truth, slogans for reason, and violence 
for programs. 

Then there are the overwhelming ur- 
ban problems. The complexity and mag- 
nitude of our urban mess makes us want 
to abandon our cities. 

I can't pass this catalogue of Ameri- 
can problems without mentioning what 
seems to be a moral lethargy at many 
American universities. The disappear- 
ance of reasoned thought and the substi- 
tution of power and hysteria in the settl- 
ing of university problems at several 
major universities should cause the deep- 
est concern throughout the college world. 
Perhaps, it is not as trite as it seems to 
cry out for the application of intelligence 
to human needs on a college campus in 
1968. 

Recognize also, we are not living in a 
time when truth is suppressed by the 
church, when intelligence is ridiculed by 
governmental leaders, or when men of 
reason are persecuted by social custom. 

These days of stress and challenge 
demand of educated people an educated 
response to life. Many people who bear 
educational credentials seem to have for- 
gotten how to think clearly, honestly, 
and constructively in the process of de- 
cision-making. 

RELIGION IS MOTIVE 

II. The second thing I want to say 
to you is that those persons who have 
involved themselves most and best in 
human affairs have been religiously 
motivated. 

Since the earliest days of western civ- 
ilization, the people who have done the 
most to alleviate ignorance, war, oppres- 
sion, poverty, and disease have been re- 
ligious people. 

Who have been the most effective in- 
dividuals in meeting human needs dur- 
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ing the twentieth century? If you had 
to name some persons who would you 
name? You might choose some different 
ones, but I think I would name Gandhi, 
Pope John XXIII, Albert Schweitzer, 
Dag Hammerskjold, and yes, one polit- 
ical leader, Woodrow Wilson — all religi- 
ous people. 

We are certainly not people like Pope 
John or Albert Schweitzer. We're ordi- 
nary people with faults and flaws, in- 
cluding the sort of religious faith that 
sags and wavers. Of what use are we? 
Can such people be of any benefit to 
humanity? Of course, we can. 

NOT JUST FOR SAINTS 

Acts of humanity are not reserved 
for the saints. The little and sinful peo- 
ple have roles to play on the human 
scene. Indeed like the Samaritan, religi- 
ous heretics and social outcasts still bind 
wounds and bring comfort to those times 
when the professional religionists choose 
not to get involved. Perhaps, after all, 
religious motivation for human involve-

ment means more than theological re- 
spectability. 

III. This final thought, involvement 
with other persons in human service is 
the means of saving humanity from de- 
structive forces. It is also the means by 
which we find ourselves as persons. 

When a person asks the question, 
"Who am I?", he finds no answer to 
his identity crisis until he asks, "Who 
are you?" My "I" has no meaning with- 
out your "you." From the time human 
life has its beginning as the result of 
the interaction of two other lives, it finds 
its own best meaning in relation to other 
lives. 

Tarzan, lost in the jungle, because he 
can speak their language finds a sort of 
society with the apes, but he cannot find 
himself until he finds Jane and those 
other less lovable humans. Both Jane 
and the others complicate his life, but 
they also define its meaning. 

The self-identity crisis we all go 
through is itself the result of how others 
have loved or failed to love us in early 
childhood, and it cannot be resolved 
alone any more than birth and early 
childhood can be traversed alone. This 
fundamental condition resolves itself 
only when we take so seriously the words 
of our scripture lesson that we follow 
Jesus by complete involvement in human 
affairs.

College Benefits From 
Will of 1892 Graduate 

A student who graduated from Cente- 
nary College in 1892 and then later be- 
came highly successful as a planter in 
Mississippi has remembered the College 
generously in his will. 

The bequest of $5,000 comes from the 
estate of Winbourne Magruder Drake, 
who died at his home in Church Point, 
Miss., last year. Mr. Drake was a dis- 
tant cousin of Marlin W. Drake, Sr., 
well-known Shreveporter who serves on 
the College board of trustees. 

When Mr. Drake graduated from 
Centenary, the College was still flourish- 
ing in Jackson, La. There were only 
seven men in the graduating class in 
1892, including Dr. John L. Scales of 
Shreveport, who only recently retired 
from the board of trustees. The others 
in the class were J. M. Collins, J. J. 
O'Beirn, H. N. Pharr, D. A. James, and
